These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 14th day of May, 1913. 
The claimants were represented by Thomas Stokes, Wm. T. S. Curtis, and Theodore 
J. Pickett, Escis., and me United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, through 
his assistant in the Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom was 
Assistant Attorney General Huston Thompson. 

nNDINOfl OF FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering 
the same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The brig Almy, whereof Mitchell Cutter was then master, sailed on a commer- 
cial voyage April 1, 1797, from Martha Brai, in Jamaica, bound to New York. While 
peacefully pursuing said vo3rage she was seized on the high seas April 20j 1797, by 
the French privateer PoUy {Paulvna), Capt. Alexander Bolchos, and earned to St. 
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Jago, Cuba, and afterwarda both veasel and cugp condonned by the French prise 
court, sitting at Cape Prancoia, by decree, datea 22 Floreal, year 5 (May 12, 1797), 
whereby the same became a total loss to the ^wnto thereof. 
The jnounds of condemnation, as.set fprtli i^ a decree, were as follows, viz: 

(1) Tnat it is established that the,\e^l was coming from the island of Jamaica, 
for which place she had sailed' frotc FeW York. 

(2) That the^resoluCloR-Vfthe executive directory prescribe to all commanders 
of vessels of the*JlepnbUc*aiid to all captains of privateers to treat all neutial vessels 
in the likeVnann'er as they suffer themselves to be treated by the Englidi. 

j(3) ^hikijtrk'is-evident to all of the agents of the British Government in Antigua do 
•nqt reopfecVany neutral colors. 

-'. ^4)- That since ihe receiving of the above-named resolution of the executive direc- 
tonr all neutral vessels going to and coming from any English ports will be cood prize. 

II. The brig Almy was a duly registered vessel of the United States, of 192} tons 
burthen, built in the State of New York, in the year 1790, and owned solely by Tnomas 
Buchanan, a citzen of the United States^ residmg in the cit^r of New Yorx. 

III. The cargo of the Almy at the tune of seizure consisted of rum, sugar, and 
coffee, and was owned as here stated, to wit: 

Abraham I. Adrlance was the owner of 10 puncheons of rum, composing a part of 
said carao, of the value of £409 Jamaica currency, or $1,227. 

Hartsnome & Campbell were the owners of a portion of said caigo. 

James Galloway & Co. were the owners of a portion of said ca^. 

The said Thomas Buchanan was the owner of a certain portion of said caigo, the 
value of which was at least the sum insured thereon. 

The said Abraham I. Adriance was a citizen of the United States, residing in the 
city of New York. 

The firms of Hartshome & Campbell and James Galloway & Co. were composed of 
subjects of Great Britain, residing m Jamaica. 

I V. May 13, 1797, Abraham Van Beuren, as agent of Abraham I. Adriance, effected 
insurance on goods on said vessel in the sum of $1,200, paying therefor a premium 
of seventeen and one-half per cent, by a policy underwritten by the Insurance Co. 
of North America. 

January 8, 1798, said company duly paid the said assured the sum of eleven hundred 
and seventy-six dollars, being the race of said policy less the customary abatement 
of two per cent as and for a total loss by reason of the premises. 

V. May 1, 1797, Thomas Buchanan, as agent for Messrs. Hartshome db Campbell, 
effected insurance on goods on said vessel in the sum of $7,000, paying therefor a 
premium imknown by a policy in the office of the United Insurance Co. 

liiay 1, 1797, Thomas Buchanan, as agent for James Galloway & Co., effected insur- 
ance on goods on said vessel in the sum of $14,000, paying therefor a premium unknown 
by a policy in the office of the United Insurance t)o. 

Thereafter the said company duly paid the insured the sum of $19,000, as a loss on 
said two policies byreason of the premises. 

April 15, 1797, Thomas Buchanan effected insurance on his own goods on said 
vessel in the sum of $600, paying therefor a premium unknown, by a policy und^- 
written bv Jacob Sebor, a citizen of the United States, in the sum stated. 

Thereafter said Sebor duly paid the insured the sum of $490, as and for a total loss 
by reason of the premises, less an abatement of two per cent. 

VI. The firm of Rhinelander, Hart^ome & Co., all the members of which were 
citizens of the United States, insured a person not named in the sum of $2^000 on 
said vessel, cargo, or freieht, at a premium unknown, and thereafter paid the insured 
the sum of $1,960, as and for a total loss by reason of the premises, less an abatement 
of two per cent. 

The Insurance Co. of North America was duly incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

The claimants have produced letters of administration on the estates of the parties 
for whom they appear, and have otherwise proved to the satisfaction of the court 
that the persons for whose estates they have nled claims are in fact the same persons 
who suffered loss by reason of the seizure and condemnation of the brig Almy^ as set 
forth in the preceding findings. 

Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States and 
the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. They were not claims 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in part under the pro- 
visions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22d of 
February, 1819, ana were not allowed in whole or in part under the provisions of the 
treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July, 1831. 

The claimants, in their representative capacity, are the owners of said claims 
which have never been aosgned. 
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CONCLUSIONS or LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation were 
illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity theref«r upon the 
French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the United 
States and the French Republic, concluded on the 30th day of September. 1800; that 
said claims were relinquished to France by the Government of the United States by 
said treaty in part consideration of the relinquishment of certain national claims of 
France against the United States; and that the claimants are entitled to the following 
sums from the United States: 

The president and directors of the Insurance Go. of North America, one 
thousand one himdred and seventy-six dollars |1, 176. 00 

Elijah K. Hubbard, administrator of Jacob Sebor, four hundred and 
ninety dollars 490. 00 

Amounting in all to the sum of one thousand six hundred and sixty- 
six dollars 1,666.00 

No allowance is made to the United Insurance Co. because the assured under the 
policies issued by said company are shown to have been British subjects. 

No allowance is made to the firm of Rhinelander. Hartshorne & Co., because the 
person whose interest they insured is unknown ana therefore his citizenship is not 
established.

PBELIMINABT STATEMENT. 

These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 14th day of May, 1913. 
The claimants were represented by Thomas Stokes, Esq., and Bayard Henry, Esq., 
and the United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, through his assistant m 
the Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom wsus Assistant Attorney 
G^eral Huston Thompson. 

FINDINOS OF FACT 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering the 
flame with the briefs of coimsel on each side, determine tne facts to be as follows: 

1. The brig Nancy t Alexander Duguid, master, sailed on a conmiercial vo}rs^ on 
June 3, 1798, irom Jamaica bound to Kewbem, N. C. While ipeacefully pursuing her 
said voyage she was seized on the high seas on June 23, 1798, by the French privateer 
Turetf Capt. Baptiste Couste, who carried tiie brig into Baracoa in the island of Cuba. 
On August 24^ 1798, both vessel and car;^ were condemned by the tribunal of com- 
merce and prizes sitting at Cape Francois, whereby both vessel and cargo became a 
total loss to the owners thereof. 

The grounds of condemnation in the decree were as follows: 

That the brig sailed from Jamaica when it was captured, and that the articles com- 
prising the caigo were of the growth and manufacture of the said island of Jamaica 
and destined for Newbem. 
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n. The bri^ Nancy was a duly r^^istered vessel of the United States, the age and 
tonnage of which do not appear, owing to the loss or destruction of the register. The 
vessel was owned bv Thomas Tiimer, a citizen of the United States. 

III. The cargo of the Nancy at the time of capture consisted of rum, sugar, and 
allspice. 

Tnomas Turner, the owner of the vessel, was the owner of 18 puncheons of rum and 
4 hogsheads of sugar of the value of $2,759. 

Alexander Duguid, the master, was the owner of an adventure on board consisting 
of 1 hogshead of sugar, 1 hogshead of rum, and 1 barrel of allspice, the value of which 
does not appear. 

Zachariah Gardner, the mate of the Nancy ^ was the owner of an adventure on board 
consisting of 1 hogshead of rum and a few barrels of sugar, the value of which does not 
appear. 

IV. June 12, 1798, John Haworth, as agent for Thomas Turner, effected insurance 
on the vessel in the sum of $2,000, payine therefor a premium of 25 per cent, in the 
office of the Insurance Co. of the State of Pennsylvania. 

Thereafter said insurance company duly paid the said insured the sum of $1,960, 
being in full for a total loss less the customary abatement of 2 per cent. 

June 12, 1798, John Haworth, as agent for Thomas Turner, effected insurance on 
the caivo in the sum of $2,000, paying therefor a premium of 25 per cent, in the office 
of the Insurance Co. of the State of rennsylvania. 

Thereafter said insurance company duly paid the said insured the sum of $1,960, 
being in full for a total loss less the customkry abatement of 2 per cent. 

V. The loss to the Insurance Co. of the State of Pennsylvania by reason of the 
capture and condemnation aforesaid, was as follows: 

Insurance paid on vessel $1,960 

Insurance paid on cargo 1, 960 

Total 3,920 

The Insurance Co. of the State of Pennsylvania is duly incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Pennsylvania. 

VI. The claim of the administrator of Alexander Duguid (petition No. 5569) was 
not filed until January 25, 1887, at which time the periai fix^ by the jurisdictional 
act for the presentation of claims had expired. 

VII. Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States 
and the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. They vero not 
claims growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in part under 
the provisions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluded on the 
22d of February, 1819, and were not allowed in whole or in part under the provisions 
of the treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July, 1831. 

The claimants, in their representative capacity, are the owners of said claims which 
have never been assigned. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation were 
illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor upon the 
French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the United 
States and the French Republic, concluded on the 30th day of September, 1800; that 
said claims were relinquished to France by the Government of the United States by 
said treaty in part consideration of the relinquishment of certain national claims of 
France a^unst the United States; and that the claimant is entitled to the following 
sum from the United States: 

The Insurance Co. of the State of Pennsylvania, three thousand nine hundred and 
twenty dollars ($3,920.00). 

No allowance is made to the administrator of Alexander Duguid for the reason stated 
in Finding VI. 

No persons claiming to represent Thomas Turner and Zachariah Gardner have 
appeared herein.

These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 15th day of May, 1913. 

The claimants were represented by J. Bayard Henry, John A. McCarthy, William 
T. S. Curtis, and Theodore J. Pickett, Esqs., and the United States, defendants, by the 
Attorney General, through his assistant in the Department of Justice, John W. Traoner, 
Esq., with whom was Assistant Attorney General Huston Thompson. 

nNDmas of fact. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the aiguments and considering the 
same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The ship Sally, whereof Daniel McPherson was the master, sailed August 21, 
1800, from Hamburg, on a commercial voyage, bound to Philadelphia. 

While peaceably pursuing said voyage, she was seized on the hi^h seas, September 
13 following, by the French frigate Fntnanse^ commanded by one Jurien. The frigate 
approached the Sally flying Enjglish colors and fired upon her with ball, after the 
sdly had hauled down her sails in obedience to the first summons of the gun. With- 
out hailing her, the frigate sent a boat to the Sally, boarded her without resistance on 
the part of the captain or crew, ordered the master on board the frigate, and took 
possession of his papers, which consisted of bills of lading, register, sea letter. rOle 
a'6quipage, Mediterranean passport, and similar documents. 

Tne mate, second mate, and 11 of the crew (which consisted of 13) were then re- 
moved and detained on board the Mgate with the master, and a prize crew was then 
placed on the Sally, which followed the captors until the following day, when they 
k>sther. 

The frigate arrived at Bordeaux in due time, and the master of the SaUy and his 
men were cast in prison. 

Thereafter, the SaUy was retaken from the French prize crew by the English priva- 
teer Phoenix, commanded by Daniel Hammon, which carried her to the island of 
Jersey. Capt. McPherson was afterward released from prison and found his vessel at 
the island of Jersey. 

The High Court of Admiralty of England condemned the Sally and cargo to pay a 
salvage of one-sixth of the true value thereof, after expenses on ooth sides had been 
deducted. 

II. The Sally was a duly registered vessel of the United States, a ship of 298f( 
tons burthen, built in Philadelphia in the year 1791, and was owned solely by Charles 
Ross and John Simson, citizens of the United States, who composed the firm of 
Ross <& Simson. 

III. The cargo of the Sally at the time of her capture and recapture and which was 
condemned to share a portion of the salvage, was, so far as any claim is based thereon 
in this court, as follows: 

Invoice of platillas, owned by Pratt dc Eintzing $4,535.07 

Invoice of painted oil clothes, owned by Pratt & T^itifgnng 9,560.06 

John Pinkerton, invoice of pictures, etc 365.00 

Dry goods and similar articles were also a part of the cargo, none of which was 
contraband. 

The owners of the cargo were citizens of the United States. 

rv. November 5, 1800, Pratt & Kintzing effected insurance on their portion of 
the cargo in the sum of 15,000, paying therefor a premium of 10 per cent, with the 
Insurance Company of North America. 
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Thereafter the odd company duljr paid the said aasured the Bum of $1,156.53 as 
and for a loes by reason ot the premises. 

September 25, 1800, John Pinkerton effected insurance on his x>ortion of the cargo 
in the sum of $400, playing thoefor a premium of 10 per cent with the Insurance Com- 
pwoy of North America. 

Thereafter the said company duly paid the said assured the sum of $61.77 as and for 
a loss by reason of the premises. 

October 22, 1800, Boss & Simson effected insurance on the vessel in the sum of 
$16,000 in the office of N. & J. Frazier, ikying therefor a premium of 9 per cent, the 
policy being underwritten by the foUowmg persons, all of whom were atizens of the 
United States:

Thereafter the said N. A J. Frazier, as agents, duly paid the said assured $2,899.20, 
a sum equivalent to 18.12 per cent of the amount of the policy, b>r reason of the 
premiaee, the loss to each of the underwriters being a proportion of said loss of 18.12 
per cent of the sum subscribed by him on said policy. 

November 5, 1800, the said Boss & Simson effected further insurance on the ves- 
sel in the sum of $2,400 in the office of the said N. A J. Frazier, paying therefor a 
premium of 12| per cent, the policy being underwritten as follows, to wit:

Thereafter the said N. A J. Frazier, as agents, duly paid the said assured $434.88, 
a loss of 18.12 per cent, by reason of the premises^ the same being a loss to each of 
ihe underwriters of that per cent, in the proportion of the amount subscribed by 
him on said policy.

Murray.

PRBLIMINABT STATEMENT. 

These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 14th day of May, 1913. 

The claimants were represented by Thomas Stokes, William T. S. Curtis, and 
Theodore J. Pickett, Esqs., and the United States, defendants, by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, through his assistant in the Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with 
whom was Assistant Attorney General Huston Thompson. 

FINDIN08 OF FACT.

Whfle 
peacefully piirsuin^ her said voyage she was seized on the high seas on January 9, 
1799, by the French privateer La JusUy of St. Malo, Capt. Gueflimein, and carried to 
Brest, where the master and crew were imprisoned. Tlie vessel and cargo were con- 
demned on February 19, 1799, by the Commercial Tribunal sitting at Brest on the 
ground that the rdle d' Equipage was not signed by a public officer, and that a pas- 
senger not appearing in the rdle d'6quipage was found on board. An appeal from the 
decree of condenmation was taken to the Court of Finisterre, which on April 1, 1799, 
affirmed the decree of the Commercial Tribuni^. An appeal was then taken to the 
Court of Nullity at Paris, which on August 5, 1799, affirmed the decree of the lower 
courts condemning the vessel and cargo, and ordered the appellants to pay a fine of 
50 livres. By reason of said decree the vessel and cargo became a total loss to their 
owners.

John Shropp, a citizen of the United States, was the owner of an invoice on board 
of the value A 1811.21. 

C. N. Burk <Sb Co. and Amie Brandt were the owners of a certain part of the cargo, the 
value of which does not appear, and no claim has been filed therefor nor for any person 
claiming to have effected insurance on their behalf.

STATEMENT OF CASE. 

On January 15, 1909, House bill 11128, Sixtieth Congreafl, was referred to this court 
by resolution of the House of Representatives of the United States for findings of 
fact under the terms of the act approved March 3, 1887. Said bill reads as follows: 

* 'Be it enacted by the Senate and Jl(mse of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That the sum of $25,000 be, and the same is hereby, appro- 
priated, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the 
claim of Eli Pettiiohn for the dwelling house and other improvements erected and 
made by the said Eli Petti John upon the property in his possession within the bound- 
aries of the present military reservation of the United States at Fort Snelling,/Minne- 
sota, which dwelling and improvements were appropriated by and to the use of the 
United States." 

And the claimant in his petition makes the following allegations: 

I. That he is a citizen of the United States residing in the State of Minnesota. 

II. That in the year 1857 and for some time prior thereto he was in possession, as 
owner, of a certain tract of land beine a part of the former Fort Sneliing Military 
Reservation, Minn.; that in 1857 the united States, through the Secretary of War, 
Floyd, contracted and sold the said reservation except a small portion to one Franklin 
Steele for 190,000, thirty thousand of which was paid in casn and for the deferred 
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2 BU PETTUOHN. 

gayments security was given; that upon the makinj? of this contract the United 
tates delivered possession of the said land to Steele, who sold the petitioner a certain 
block of said land; that petitioner entered into possession of this block of land and 
erected certain valuable improvements thereon; that the petitioner openly and no- 
. toriously occupied, lived upon, and exercised complete dominion and control over 
the said block of land and the improvements erected thereon by him; that said im- 
proyementa consisted of the dwelling, 30 feet wide by 42 feet long, two and a half 
stories high, and a barn 30 by 40 feet, and well, and picket fence, and hedge of cotton- 
wood trees; and that various other improvements were made such as clearing the 
land and tilling the same and constructing walks — all of the said improvements 
being of the value of $25,000. 

III. That in the year 1862 the United States, through its officers and agents, 
repossessed itself of the said land and improvements erected thereon by the claim- 
ant, under the orders of Gen. Edmund B. Alexander, making no compensation what- 
ever to the claimant. 

The case was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on April 30, 1913. 

William H. Robeson, E-^q., appeared for the claimant and the Attorney General, by 
Charles F. Jones, his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the defense and 
protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence adduced and after considering the briefs and argu- 
ments of counsel on both sides, makes the following 

FINDINGS OF FACT. 

I. During the late Civil War the claimant, Eli Pettijohn, was a citizen of the United 
States, residing in Hennepin County, Minn., and was throughout the said war loyal to 
the United States Government. 

II. By written contract of sale dated June 6, 1857, the United States Government 
sold to one Franklin Steele, a citizen of the United States, for the sum of $90,000, the 
Fort Snellinj? (Minn.) Military Reservation, consisting of about 7,000 acres of land 
along the Mississippi and Minnesota Rivers, near Minneapolis, Minn., $30,000 of the 
purcnase price to be paid on July 10 following, and the remaining $60,000 to be paid 
in two equal annual payments, poasession of the said property to be given to the pur- 
chaser as soon as the Secretary of War could dispense with it for military purposes, 
and the deed to be given upon the purchaser making the first payment and giving 
satisfactory security for the two deferred payments. 

Instead of making the first payment of $30,000 on the 10th day of July following, 
as provided for by the contract of sale, the said Franklin Steele did not make said 
payment until the 25th of that month; no deed was i^vea him for said property at that 
time, or at any other time, under this contract of sale, though he was a short time 
thereafter given possession of the property. 

Shortly after the sale of the reservation to him the said Steele verbally contracted 
to sell to the claimant in this case, Eli Pettijohn, who at that time and for several 
years prior and subset^uent thereto was a partner of said Steele in the milling business, 
a tract of about 4 acres of said property, for whi<*h no deed or other written instru- 
ment evidencing such contract of sale was given the claimant, it beincf understood 
between Steele and the claimant that on account of the claimant's financial insolvency 
title to the property was to remain in said Steele. 

The claimant about 1857 or 1859 improved the said 4-acre tract by the erection 
thereon of buildings, fences, etc., the value of which improvements at the time in 
question here was about $8,400. 

The said Steele, however, defaulted in the payment to the Government of the two 
$30,000 deferred pavments of the purchase price of the reservation, and no deed 
having been given him by the Government for the property, the Government, in 
1861, reentered into possession of the entire reservation and remained in possession 
thereon until January, 1871, when pursuant to agreement with Steele and other 
parties in interest with him, the Government, in consideration of the $30,000 cadi 
payment made by Steele in 1857, conveyed to him substantially all of the reservation 
except a tract of about 1,531 acres of it, which was retained by the Government and 
has ever since been used by it as a military reservation, the said Steele and parties 
in interest with him at the same time executing a release to the United States of 
**all claim, title, or demand, whatsoever of, in, to, or upon the same,'* and also 
guaranteeing the United States acrainst all claims by, from, or under them, on account 
of the contract of sale of Jime 6, 1857, to Steele, and the $30,000 payment by him on 
the purchase price. 
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The 4-acre tract of land and the improvements thereon in possession of the claim- 
ant, Pettiiohn, constituted a part of the 1,531-acre tract thus retained by the Govern- 
ment in the settlement with Steele, and has therefore since been continuously held 
and used by the Government, the improvements on which, however, were destroyed 
by fire in about 1870 or 1871. 

III. It does not appear that any claim was ever presented against the Government 
on account of the facts set forth in the above findings, until the presentation of the 
claim to Congress a few years since; and there are no facts satisfactorily established 
bv the evidence tending to excuse the claimant for not having sooner presented the 
cudm. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the facts set forth in the preceding findings the court concludes that the 
claim never was a legal one against the United States and that it is equitable only 
in the sense that the claimant erected said buildii^ and made said improvements 
under the circumstances as set forth and that the United States thereafter took pos- 
session and used the same and deprived him of such use.

O'Brieo, deceased, v. The United States.] 

BTATBMBMT OF THE CASE. 

This is a claim for payment of travel allowances alleged to be due said decedent 
as one of the b'eneficianes under House bill 23375 whicn was referred to this court 
June 22, 1912, by resolution of the United States House of Representatives for pro- 
ceedings under the act of March 3, 1911, known as the Judicial Code. The second 
section of said bill is applicable to this case, and reads as follows: ^ 

"Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed, out of any money m the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay to 
each of the following persons named in this section, or if deceased, to the party enti- 
tled thereto, the sum of $500, or so much thereof as may be necessary, being for travel 
allowance when honorably dischajged from the military service of the United States, 
namely, ♦ ♦ ♦ Peter O'Brien, ♦ ♦ ♦.'* 

The claimant thereafter appeared in this court and filed her petition in which she 
makes the following allegations: 

That she is a citizen of the United States resident in the county of "Will, State of 
Illinois, and is one of tlie proposed beneficiaries named in said bill 23375, as the 
widow of Peter O'Brien, deceased. 

That said decedent was on or about March 17, 1873, in the military service of the 
United States, serving as second lieutenant Company D, Nintieth Illinois Infantry; 
that he then tenderea his resignation through military channels which was accepted 
♦ 
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and he was honorably dificharged from the service; that under the law then in force 
(sec. 15, act Jan. 29, 1813; 2 Stats., 796) any oflScer dischar^ from the service, ex- 
cept by way of punishment for an offense, was allowed his travel pay and rations 
conmiuted m the manner and at the rate therein provided; that he was denied a 
claim for travel allowances by the accounting officers of the Treasury on the authority 
of the case of Sweet v. United States (189 U. S.. 471); and that thereupon he applied 
to Congress for relief and the claim was referred to this court as hereinbefore recited. 

The case was brought to a hearing on its merits on the 3d day of November, 1913. 

CD. Pennebaker, Esc)., appeared for the claimant, and the Attorney General, by 
B. W. Andrews, Esq., his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the defense 
and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence and after considering the briefs and aiguments of 
counsel on both sides, makes the following 

hkdinos or vact. 

I. The evidence shows that Peter O'Brien died leaving a widow, Julia O'Brien, and 
three children, Julia Whitcomb, Fred O'Brien, and Wulis O'Brien, all of whom are 
living. Only the widow is before the court as a party to this proceeding, and no 
administrator appears as the representative of any of theneirs. 

II. Said Peter O'Brien was enrolled in the military service of the United States at 
Joliet, 111., for service in the Nintieth Illinois Infantry, and was honorably dischai*^[ed 
as second lieutenant, March 6, 1863, at La&iyette, Tenn., on tender of his resignation 
on account of incompetency. 

He was not fumisned transportation in kind or subsistence, and has not been paid 
travel pav or travel subsistence from place of discharge to place of enrollment. 

III. The travel pay and travel subsistence of a second lieutenant of Infantry bom 
Lafayette, Tenn.^ to Joliet, 111., 530 miles, at the rate of one day's pay and one day's 
subsistence (4 rations per day) for every 20 miles of travel between said points, amounts 
to seventy-one dollars and fifty-five cents ($71.55). The internal-revenue tax would 
be 12.15. 

IV. Claimant's decedent applied to the accounting officers of the Treasury for 
travel allowances and his claim was disallowed upon the ground that he was discharged 
for hb own convenience. 

Except as above stated, the claim was never presented to any officer or department 
of the Government prior to its presentation to Congress and reference to this court, bb 
hereinbefore set forUi, and no reason is given to show why said claim was not earlier 
prosecuted. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes, on the authority of the case 
of Sweet V. United States (189 U. S., 471), that the claim herein is neither a legal nor 
an equitable one against the United States, they having received no benefit there&om, 
and any payment thereof rests in the bounty of Congress.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is a claim for the alleged takingof certain property by the military forces of 
the United States during the late Civil War. 

On April 15, 1910, the United States House of Representatives, by resolution, re- 
ferred to this court a bill in the following words: 

"[H. R. 14806, Sixty-first Congress, second session.) 
"A BILL For the relief of Arren Bray. 

"5€ it enacted bu the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, autiior- 
ized and directed to pay to Arren Bray, of Ozark. Christian County, Missouri, out of 
any money in the Treasury of the United States of America not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of $400, in full payment for two horses taken from him by Federal soldiers at 
his house, three miles northwest of Linden (now Kenton), Missouri, in about the month 
of November, eighteen himdred and sixty- two, without compensation." 

On November 15, 1910, the claimant appeared in this court and filed his petition, 
in which it is substantially averred: 

That he is a citizen of the United States residing in Christian County, Mo., where 
he resided during the late Civil War. 

That during said period, and about November, 1862, the military forces of the United 
States, consisting of a Wisconsin regiment, by proper authority, took from claimant 
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in said county and State, and appropriated to their use, two valuable horses which 
at that time and place were worth $400. 

That said claim is just and correct; that no part thereof has been i>aid; that he is 
the sole owner of the claim, and that he was loyal to the Crovtfnment of the United 
States throughout the late Civil War. 

That said claim was referred to this coiurt April 15, 1910, by resolution ot the House 
of Representatives under the act of March 3, 1887, known as the Tucker Act. 

The claim was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on the 12th day of Decern- 
b€j,1912. 

The claimant was represented by G. W. Z. Black, Est}., and Uie Attorney General, 
by Arthur J. McCabe, Esq., his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the 
defense and protection of the United Statesi 

Tlie court upon the evidence adducea and after considering the briefo and argu- 
ments of counsel on each side, made the following 

FINDINGS OP FACT. 

I. Claimant, Arren Bray, was loyal to the Government of the United States through- 
out the late Civil War. 

II. During said war the military forces of the United States by propw autiioritjr, 
for the use of the Army, took from claimant in Cnristian County, State of MiaBOuri^ 
property of the kind and character described in the petition, which at the time ana 
place of taking was reasonably worth tne sum of two hundred and fifteen dollars 
($215), no part of which appears to have been paid. 

III. The claim herein was never presented to any officer or department of the 
Government prior to its presentation to the Sixty-first Congress and reference to this 
coiurt by resolution of the House of Representatives as hereinbefore set fortti in the 
statement of the case, and no reason is adduced showing why the same was not earlier 
presented. 

CON0LU8ION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the coiurt concludes that the claim herein is an 
equitable one in the sense that the United States received the benefit of the supplies 
lor which claim is made.

STATEMENT OF CASE* 

This is a claim for the taking from decedent of certain stores and supplies by the 
militarv forces of ttie United States during the late Civil War. 

On April 15, 1910, the House of Representatives, by resolution, referred to this 
court a bin in the following words: 

"[H. R. 6827, Slxty-flnt CoDgrass, flnt session.] 
*'A BILL For the rrtief of the heln of Gideon F. Mann, deceased. 

"B« if enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of America in Congress 
anemhled, That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed to pay, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to the 
heirs of Gideon F. Mann, deceased, late of Clayton County, Georgia, the sum of $7,683 
for stores and supplies taken by the military forces of the United States during the 
late Civil War." 

On July 9, 1910, the claimant appeared in this court and filed her petition, in which 
it is substantiflJly averred : 

That she was appointed and duly qualified as administratrix of the estate of Gideon 
F. Mann, deceased, of Clayton County, Ga., on May 1, 1905; that during the late 
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Civil War her decedent resided in said county and State; that during said period 
there was taken from said decedent, by proper authority, and appropriated to the use 
of the United States Army, property of the kind and value as follows: 

6 mules, at $150 1750. 00 

1 horse 150. 00 

2 yoke of oxen, at 175 150.00 

20 cows, at 125 ....: 500.00 

25 head of sheep, at 12 '. 50.00 

40 head of fattening hogs, at $15 600. 00

200 bushels of oats, at $1 200. 00 

200 bushels of wheat, at $2 400. 00 

1,000 pounds of lard, at 10 cents 100.00 

1,000 pounds of bacon and hams, at 15 cents 150. 00 

100 gallons of sirup, at $1 100. 00 

20 barrels of flour, at $8 160. 00 

10 bushels of meal, at $2 • 20.00 

225 bushels of potatoes, at $1 225.00 

1,500 bushels of corn, at ^2 3. 000. 00 

15,000 bundles of fodder 300.00 

Total 7.005.00 

(Taken by Gen. Sherman's command in the fall of 1864.') 

That said claim is just and correct; that no part thereof has ever been paia; that 
she is the sole owner of same; and that her decedent was loyal to the Gov^nment of 
the United States during the late Civil War. 

That said claim was referred to this court April 15, 1910, by resolution of the House 
of Representatives, under the act of March 3, 1887, known as the Tucker Act. 

The case was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on December 17, 1912. 

G. W. Z. Black, Esq., appeared for the claimant, and the Attorney General by 
Arthur J. McCabe, Esq., his assistant and under his Direction, appeared for the defense 
and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence adduced and after consid^ng the biiefis and argu- 
ments of counsel on each side, makes the following 

PINDINGS OF FACT.- 

I. Claimant's decedent, Gideon F. Mann, was loyal to the Government of the 
United States throughout the late Civil War. 

II. During said war the military forces of the United States, by proper authority, 
for the use of the Army, took from claimant's decedent in Clayton Counter, State of 
Georgia, property of the kind and character described in the petition, which at the 
time and place of taking was reasonably worth the sum of two thousand two hundred 
and seventy dollars ($2,270), no part of which appears to have been paid. 

III. The claim herein was never presented to any officer or department of the Got- 
ernment prior to its presentation to the Sixty-first Congress and subsequent reference 
to this court under the act of March 3, 1887, known as the Tucker Act, as hereinbefore 
set forth in the statement of the case, and no reason is adduced showing why the same 
was not earlier presented. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon- the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein is an 
equitable one in the sense that the United States received the benefit of the supplies 
for which claim is made.

The commissioners desire to increase this estimate by the amount 
of $4,800, makmg the total $227,400, instead of $222,600, for the 
following reasons. 

In preparing the original estimates the commissioners intended 
to include a street whicn does not appear in the schedule submitted 
with the estimates, as follows: ''Northeast, First Street from Todd 
Place to U Street, grade ^d improve, $2,000." 

Further, in the estimates as submitted under this item, there 
appeared a schedule of suburban streets and roads to be improved, 
with the estimated cost of each. Item No. 36 on this schedule is as 
follows: "Northwest, Shepherd Street, Avenue of Presidents to 
Pinejr Branch Road, grade and improve, $2,700." 

This amount should be changed to $5,500. The original estimate 
was erroneous in that it failed to cover a certain amount of grading 
within the lines of the proposed street.

to the President by the Hon. Joshua W. Alexander, chairman of the 
United States delegation to the International Maritime Conference, 
which has been in session in London since November 12 considering 
measures for the greater security of life and property at sea. 

It appears from this telegram that the conference can not possibly 
complete its work before January 15, and that unless an aaditional 
appropriation of $5,000 to meet the expenses of the representatives 
of the United States at the conference is made before the holiday 
recess of Congress, the delegates of the United States must withdraw 
from the conference and return to the United States. 

This conference is of great importance to the public interests, and 
as it was called on the initiative of the United States the withdrawal 
from the conference of the American delegation by reason of lack of 
funds would be humiliating and would be misunderstood by other 
Grovemments. 

I have the honor, therefore, with the approval of the President, to 
request that you will inunediately submit to the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives the following item of appropriation and invite his 
attention to the need of immediate action:

STATEMENT OF CASE. 

The following bill was referred to the court by resolution of the House of Representa- 
tivee on the 22d of June, 1912 (H. Res. 528, 62d Cong., 2d sess.), under section 151 of 
the Judicial Code, approved March 3, 1911: 

''[H. R. 19120, Sixty-second Congress, second session.] 

"A Bn.L For the relief of John Pitman. 

*^Beit enacted hu the Senate and House of RepreeentoHves of the United Statee of America 
in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and directed, on application being made by John Pitman, brigadier general, 
United States Army, retu^, to readjust the accounts of said John Pitman and allow 
the sum due, taking into account his entire time of service in the Army, in accordance 
with the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States in the case of The United 
States against "Watson (one nundred and thirtieth United States Reports, page eighty), 
and to pay to said John Pitman whatever shall be found to be due thereunder, out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise a^i>ropriated.'^ 

The claimant appeared and filed his petition in this court, in which he makes the 
following allegations: 

That he is a citizen of the United States, residingin the State of New Jersey. 

That he served as private in Company G, First Rhode Island Infantry, from July 
18, 1861, to August 2, 1861; private, Company D, Tenth Rhode Island Infantry, 
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May 26, 1862, to August 30, 1862; sergeant major, Eleventh Rhode Island Infantry, 
September 22, 1862, to April 14, 1863; and second lieutenant, Eleventh Rhode 
Island Infantry, April 14, 1863, to July 13, 1863. He was appointed a cadet at the 
United States Aulitary Academy, September 29, 1863; second lieutenant of ordnance 
June 17, 1867; first lieutenant. Jime 23, 1874; captain, May 27, 1878; major, Sep- 
tember 2, 1894; lieutenant colonel, February 17, 1903; colonel, January 21, 1904; 
and was retired, with the rank of brigadier general, November 12, 1906. 

That during the period of petitioner's service as a conmiissioned officer of the Army 
of the Unitea States the following statutory provisions in r^^ to longevity pay 
were, respectively, in force. 

*'That every commissioned officer of the line or staff exclusive of general officers 
shall be entitled to receive one additional ration per diem for every five years he 
may have served or shall serve in the Army of the United States.'* (Act of July 6, 
1838, 5 Stat. L., 268.) 

''There shall be allowed and paid to each commissioned officer below the rank of 
brigadier general, including chaplains and others having assimilated rank or pay, 
ten per centum of their current yearly pay for each term of five years' service. ' ' (Act 
of July 15, 1870, now sec. 1262, Revised Statutes.) 

*** * * the actual time of service in the Army or Navy, or both, shall be allowed 
all officers in computing their pay." (Act of Feb. 24, 1881, 21 Stat. L., 344.) 

That under the decision of the Second Comptroller of the Treasury of July 24, 1838, 
that only service as a commissioned officer could be considered in nxing the basis for 
longevity pay, the accounting officers of the Treasury, in the settlement of petitioner's 
accounts, did not count his service at the Military Academy in computing his longevity 
pay for service prior to February 24, 1881. 

That upon the construction of the act of July 5, 1838, by the Supreme Court in the 
case of United States v. Watson (130 U. S., 80), petitioner applied for a proper settle- 
ment of his longevity pay, and December 15, 1890, his claun was disallowed on iiie 
ground that there was no authority for counting cadet service in computing longevity 
pay for service prior to February 24, 1881. 

That January 8, 1910, upon his application for longevity pay due on account of his 
cadet service petitioner was informea that the same could not be allowed, as a similar 
claim had been disallowed December 15, 1890. on the ground that cadet service could 
not be counted in computing longevity pay and allowances for service prior to Febru- 
ary24, 1881. 

That by this action of the accounting officers there has been withheld from petitioner 
the sum of $2,200, the amount he would have received had he been dealt with accord- 
ingto law. 

That no other action than as aforesaid has been had on this claim in Congress or any 
of the departments; that petitioner is the sole owner of this claim and the only person 
interested tlierein; and that no assignment or transfer has been made of this claim. 

The case was brought to a hearing on its merits on the 29th day of May, 1913. 

Richard R. McMahon, Esq., appeared for the claimant, and the Attorney General, 
by George M. Anderson, Esq., his assistant, and under his direction, appeaired for the 
defense and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence and after considering the briefs and aiguments of 
counsel on both sides, makes the following 

FINDINGS OF FACT. 

I. The claimant herein, John Pitman, entered the military service of the United 
States as an enlisted man July 18, 1861, and served as a private in Company G, First 
Rhode Island Infantry, to August 2, 1861; as private in the Tenth Rhode Isbmd Infan- 
try from May 26, 1862, to September 1, 1862; as sergeant major, Eleventh Rhode Island 
Infantry, from September 22, 1862, to April 13, 1863; and as second lieutenant in said 
r^ment from April 14, 1863, to July 13, 1863. 

He entered the United States Military Academy as a cadet September 29, 1863; waa 
graduated therefrom and appointed second lieutenant of Ordnance June 17, 1867; waa 
promoted to be first lieutenant June 23, 1874, captain May 27, 1878, major September 
2, 1894, lieutenant colonel February 17, 1903, colonel January 21, 1904, and retired as 
bri^tdier general November 12, 1906. 

II. Claimant was paid his first 10 per cent longevity increase from June 17, 1872, 
his second from June 17, 1877, third from May 6, 1881, and his fourth 10 per cent 
increase on longevity pay from November 1, 1884, and by settlements with the account^ 
ing officers of the Treasury in 1884 and 1885 he was allowed longevity increase under 
the rules then in force. His claim for longevity pay under the Watson decision was 
disallowed by said officers December 15, 1890, and again on January 8, 1910. 
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III. Under the decimon of the Supreme Court in United States v. Watson (130 U.S., 
80) claimant would be entitled to additional longevity pay and allowances amounting 
to eighteen hiindred and thirty-two dollars and eighty-eight cents (11,832.88), as 

Trted by the Auditor for the War Department. 
^ Except as above stated the claim was never presented to any department or 
officer of the Government prior to its presentation to Congress and reference to this 
court as hereinbefore set forth. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the fore«)ing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein, not 
havuig been filed for prosecution before any co\irt within six years from the time it 
accru^, is barred. 

The claim is an equitable one against the United States in so far as they received 
the benefit of the service of said claimant while a cadet at the Military Academy, 
which service the Supreme Court in the case of United States v. Watson decided to be 
service in the Army.

That he entered the United States Military Academy as a cadet July 1, 1862; was 
appointed second lieutenant, Fourth Artillery, June 18, 1866; first lieutenant, July 
28, 1866; captain, August 2, 1879; major, July 7, 1898: lieutenant colonel, April 5, 
1903; colonel, January 19, 1905; brigaaier general, Octooer 10, 1907; and was retired 
December 26, 1907; 

That during the period of petitioner's service as a commissioned officer of the United 
States Army the following statutory provisions in regard to longevity pay were, 
reroectively, in force: 

"That every commissioned officer of the line or staff exclusive of general officers 
shall be entitled to receive one additional ration per diem for every five years he may 
have served or shall serve in the Army of the United States.*' (Act of July 5, 1838, 
5 Stat. L., 258.) 

"There shall be allowed and paid to each commissioned officer below the rank of 
brigadier general, including chaplains and others having assimilated rank or pay, 10 
per cent of their current yearly pajr for each term of five years* service." (Act of 
Julv 15, 1870, now section 1262, Revised Statutes.) 

" ♦ * * the actual time of service in the Anny or Navy, or both, shall be 
allowed all officers in computing their pay." (Act of Feb. 24, 1881, 21 Stat. L., 346.) 

That under the decision of the second comptroller of the Treasury, of July 24, 1838, 
that only service as a commissioned officer could be considered in fixing the basis for 
longevity pay, the accounting officers of the Treasury, in the settlement of petitioner's 
accounts, did not coimt his service at the Military Academy i "" '^ ' *" 



pay for service prior to February 24, 1881.

f in computing his longevity 



upon the construction of the Act of July 5, 1838, by the Supreme Court, in 
the case of United States v. Watson (130 U. S., 80), petitioner applied for a proper 
settlement of his longevity pay, and, December 27, 1890, his claim was disallowed on 
the ground that there was no authority for counting cadet service in computing 
longevity pay for service prior to February 24, 1881. 

'fliat, October 18, 1909, upon his application for longevity pay due on account of 
his cadet service, petitioner was informed that the same could not be allowed, as a 
similar claim had been disallowed December 27, 1890, on the ground that cadet service 
could not be coimted in computing longevity pay and allowances for service prior to 
February 24, 1881. 

That by this action of the accounting officers there has been withheld from peti- 
tioner the sum of |2,200, the amoimt he would have received had he been dealt with 
according to law. 

That no other action than as aforesaid has been had on this claim, in Congress or 
any of the departments; that petitioner is the sole owner of this claim, and the only 
person interested therein; and that no assignment or transfer thereof has been made. 

The case was brought to a hearing on its merits on the 29th day of May, 1913. 

Richard R. McMahon, Esq., appeared for the claimant, and the Attorney General, 
by George M. Anderson, Esq., his assistant and imder his direction, appeared for the 
defense and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence, and after considering the briefe and arguments of 
counsel on botn sides, makes the following 

PINDING8 OF FACT. 

I. The claimant herein, Charles S. Smith, is an officer in the United States Anny, 
having entered the United States Military Academy as a cadet July 1, 1862. He 
was graduated therefrom and appointed second lieutenant. Fourth Artillery, Jime 18, 
1866; was promoted to be first heutenant July 28, 1866; captain, August 2, 1879; major, 
July 7. 1898: lieutenant colonel, April 5, 1903; colonel, January 19, 1905; brigadier 
general, October 10, 1907; and was retired December 26, 1907. 

II. He was paid his first 10 per cent longevity increase June 18, 1871; his second, 
June 18, 1876; his third, June 18, 1881; and his fourth 10 per cent longevity increase, 
November 1, 1884; and by settlements made by the accounting officers of the Treasury 
in 1882 and 1885 he was allowed longevity increase under the rules and decisions 
then in force. In 1890 his claim for longevity pay under the Watson decision was 
disallowed by said accounting officers. 

III. Under the decision of the United States Supreme Court in the case of United 
States V, Watson (130 U. S., 80), claimant would be entitled to additional longevity 
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allowances amoimting to nineteen hiindred and seventeen dollars and eighty-one 
cents (11,917.81), as reported by the Auditor for the War Department. 

IV. Except as hereinbefore stated the claim was never presented to any officer or 
department of the Government prior to its presentation to Congress and reference to 
this court as hereinbefore set forth in the statement of the case. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of i^ct the court concludes that the claim herein not 
having been filed for prosecution before any court within six years from the time it 
accru^ is barred. 

The claim is an equitable one against the United States in so far as they received 
the benefit of the service of said claimant while a cadet at the Military Acadeinv, 
which service the Supreme Court in the case of United States v. Watson (130 U. o., 
80), decided to be service in the Army.

NoTB. — This estimate is submitted and the small appropriation urged for the 
reason that within a number of the national monuments the objects sought to be 
protected and preserved are being destroyed by vandals ana robbed of their 
extraordinary treasures simply because the department, for lack of funds and 
authority to expend them, is wholly unable to pay even nominal salaries to 
custodians on tne ground, whose services in a number of cases are not only 
seriously needed, but imperative, if the purpose of the national monument law 
is not to be entirely nullified. The objects needing local guardship consist of 
historic and prehistoric ruins of the very greatest archaeological value, of early 
hist(»ic rock inscriptions, and of pictographs made by unknown peoples; 6t 
forests of agatized or petrified wood, and many other objects of great saentafic 
interest and value, protected from spoliation and reserved fipom private collec- 
tion and sale under the provisions of the act of June 8, 1906 (34 Stat., 225), en- 
titled, "An act for the preservation of American antiquities." Amonf the his- 
toric ruins which need a custodian is the Tumacacori Mission, a very old Spanish 
church ruin in Arizona. Among the prehistoric ruins are Montezuma Castle, 
the large and well-preserved clin dwelling ruins on the Navajo Monument in 
Arizona, and the enormous Chaco Canyon ruins in New Mexico. The Petrified 
Forest in Arizona is one of the reserves of great scientic interest and value which 
is in serious need of a custodian. 

In the expenditure of a small appropriation of this kind it is not intended to 
create an additional permanent salaried personnel under the department, but 
onhr to insure absolutely necessary protection to exceedingly valuable relics 
and other objects until such time as the national monuments and national 
parks may be cared for under some administrative unit authorized by law for 
the purpose.

STATEMENT OF CASE. 

The claim in the above-entitled case for use and occupation of real estate, by the 
military forces of the United States during the late Civil War for the suppression of 
the rebellion was transmitted to the court by the Committee on War Claims of the 
House of Representatives on June 4, 1910. 

The claimant in his petition makes the following alle^tions: 

1. That he is a citizen of the United States, residing in the county of Jessamine, 
State of Kentucky, and that he is the duly appointed, qualified, and acting adminis- 
trator of the estate of Mary Scott, deceased, late a citizen of the United States and a 
resident of said coun^ and State. 

2. That during the late Civil War said decedent was the owner of a tract of land com- 
prising 1,266 acres and situated in said coimty and State; that on or before the 1st day 
of June, 1863, the United States military forces, by proper authority, took possession 
of said land and used the same for camping and other military purposes; that said use 
and occupancy continued until the 1st day of May, 1866; that the reasonable rental 
value of said premises at that time was the sum of $2,000 per annum, making a total 
of 15,833.33 for liie entire period of occupancy. 

3. That while said premises were so occupied by said military forces payment was 
made to said decedent by Capt. T. E. Hall, assistant quartermaster, for the montha

of June, July, and August, 1863, amounting to the sum of $500; that shortly after 
the close of said war a claim was presented to the accounting officers of the Treasury 
Department for the rent of said premises during the pteriod from September 1, 1863, 
to May 1, 1866, amounting to 15,333.33: that said claim was allowed in the sum of 
$4,833.33, said officers deducting from the sum claimed the $500 previously paid to 
said decedent; that said deduction was erroneous, for the reason that said payment 
of $500 covered the rent of said premises, as heretofore stated, for the period from 
June 1, 1863, to August 31, 1863, for which no chaige was made in said claim; that 
there still remains due and impaid on account of the use and occupation of said 
premises the sum of $500. 

The case was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on the 4th day of December, 
1913. 

C. C. Calhoun, Esq., appeared for the claimant, and the Attorney General, by Wil- 
liam F. Norris, Esq., his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the defense 
and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence adduced and after considering the briefs and argu- 
ments of counsel on both sides, makes the following 

PINDINaa OP PACT. 

I. Claimant's decedent, Marv Scott, resided diuing the late Civil War in the county 
of Jessamine, State of Kentucky, and was throughout said war loyal to the Grovem- 
ment of the United States. 

II. During said war said decedent was the owner of a tract of land containing 
1,266 acres and situate near Nicholasville, Ky. On or about Jime 1, 1863, the United 
States military forces, by proper authoritv, took possession of said property and 
used and occupied the same until on or about May 1, 1866^ a period of thirty-five 
(35) months, the reasonable value of which during said period was the sum of five 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-three dollars and thirty-three cents ($5,833.33). 
On this has been paid a total of five thousand three hundred and thirty-three dollars 
and thirty-three cents ($5,333.33), leaving still due and unpaid the sum of five hun- 
dred doUars ($500.00).

Sir: I have the honor to state that in compliance with the request 
of the Treasurer of the United States and with your approval, the 
deliveries of United States notes and gold and silver certmcates from 
this bureau to his office were established on July 1, 1913, at 960,000 
notes daily, and on October 15, 1913, at 1,028,000 notes daily, both 
of which schedules are in excess of the 800,000 notes daily, or 
240,000,000 for the year, as contemplated in the appropriations for 
this bureau. The schedule of 1,028.000 notes a day will, if continued 
throughout the y;ear, result in deliveries of 300,000,000 notes, or 
60^0,000 notes in excess of the available appropriation. 

The deliveries by this bureau to the Treasurer m the fiscal year 
1912 amounted to 301,306,000 notes, and in 1913 to 307,190,000 
notes. The former Treasxirer of the United States had estimated

The Treasurer attributes the necessity for the increased deUveries 
to him by this bureau to the demand by the public for notes of small 
denominations this fiscal year far in excess of the amount anticipated, 
which is evidenced by the condition of his reserve, which showed a 
total of 15,102,000 notes on September 25, 1913, as compared with 
31,884,000 notes a year prior; to the increased demana for notes 
owin^ to natiiral increase m population and business; and to the dis- 
appomtment in not receiving more notes from the banks for launder- 
ing purposes. The IVeasurer states that the estimate for Hie reissue 
of laundered notes at the various subtreasuries has not been reaUzed,

STATEMENT OF CASE. 

This is a claim for use, occui)ation, and injurv to a church building by the military 
forces of the United States during the late Civil War. 

On the 31st day of March, 1906, the House of Representatives of the United States 
referred the following bill to the Court of Claims by resolution under the act of March 3, 
1887, known as the Tucker Act. 

"[H. R. 0677, Fifty^dnth Gongnss, flnt suskm.) 
''A BILL For the relief of the Baptist Churoh of Bloomfiekl, Kontacky. 

" Be it enacted by the Senate and House cf Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That the Secretaiy of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to pay to the Baptist Church of Bloomfield, Kentucky, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $1^185 for the use, occu- 
pation, and injuries committed by the mibtary forces of the United States upon said 
church property, during the War of the Rebellion; and said sum shall be in full of all 
claims of said church against the Government of the United States for the use of or 
damages to the property of said church at said place.'' 

The claimants appeared in the court on the 18th day of May, 1911, and filed their 
petition in which it is substantially averred: 
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2 TBU8TBBS BAPTIST OHUBOH BLOOIOIBLD, KY. 

That during the late Civil War the military forces of the United States at different 
times by proper authority took possession of the church building and other property 
belonging to the Baptist Church of Bloomfield, Ky., and used and occupied the same 
for muita^ purposes for a period of about one year and damaged the same, and that 
among the troops so occupying, using, and damac^ing said property were troops under 
conmiand of Maj. Bristow, Capt. Hubbard, and Maj. Hamilton. 

That the reasonable rental value of said building during the period it was so occupied, 
together with the damage thereto in excess of ordinary wear and tear, was then and 
there the sum of $1,185, no part of which has ever been paid. 

That said Baptist Church of Bloomfield, Ky., as a church, was lojral to the Govern- 
ment of the United States throuj^hout the late Civil War. 

The case was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on the 27th day of February, 
1913. G. W. Z. Bla(^, Esq., appeared for the claimants and the Attorney General, by 
A. J. McCabe, Esq., his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the defense 
and protection of we interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence and after considering the briefo and aiguments of 
counsel on both sides, makes the following 

FINDINOS OF FACT. 

I. The Baptist Church of Bloomfield, Ky., as an oiganization, was loysl to the Gov- 
ernment of tne United States throughout the late Civil War. 

II. During said war. the military forces of the United States, bv proper authority, 
took possession of the cnurch building described in the petition, and usedand occupied 
the same for military purposes and damaged the same. The reasonable rental value 
thereof, during the period so otcupied, together with damages thereto in excess of 
ordinary wear and tear, was then and there the sum of three hundred and twenty-five 
dollars (1325), no part of which appears to have been paid. 

III. The claim herein was never presented to anv officer or department of liie 
Government prior to its presentation to the Fifty-ninth Congress and reference to this 
court by resolution of the House of Representatives, as hereinbefore set forth in the 
statement of the case, and no reason is adduced showing why the same was not eariier 
presented. It appeara, however, that an itemized list of the claim was made out on 
September 15, 1864, but it does not appear that it was presented. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein is an 
equitable one against the United States in the sense that the United States received 
the benefit of the use of the property claimed for.

FINDINaS OF FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering 
the same with tne briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The brig im, whereof Farrand Clwk was then master, sailed on a commercial 
voyage from New Haven, Conn., on August?, 1798, bound for Martinique, a military 
and naval port of Great Britain. While peacefully pimsuing said voyage she was 
seized on the high seas by the French privateer Les Deux Amis, Gapt. Daubas. On 
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September 4, 1798, the vessel and cargo were condemned by the tribunal of commerce 
and prizes sitting at Basseterre, Guadeloupe, on the groimds that there were no muster 
roU and invoices on board; that the caijgo consisted of horses for an enemy's country, 
and that the vessel was bound for Martinique, a coimtry in the hands of me Englim, 
occupied and defended by the "Emigres.'' 

II. The brig Iris was a duly re^fistered vessel of the United States of 77}( tons 
burthen, built at Chatham, Conn., in the year 1793, and was registered in the names 
of Thomas Ward and Henry Ward, citizens of the United States. 

It appears, however, that at the time of capture this vessel was owned by the follow- 
ing peraons in equal proportions, viz: Thomas Painter, Gilead Eimberly, Thomas 
Ward, Henry Ws^, Silas Kimberly, Nathaniel Kimberly, Samuel Clark, and I. and 
L. Eimberly. 

III. The cargo of the Iris at the time of capture consisted of 3,200 feet of lumber, 
10 horses, 26 oxen, 20 sheep and swine, 40 barrels of flour, 150 barrels of com, 2,000 
bunches of onions, and 50 turkeys. 

It does not appear by competent evidence who were the owners of said cargo. 

IV. The New Haven Insurance Co., a corporation duly organized and exifCing under 
the laws of the State of Connecticut, insured aU of the above-named owners on said 
vessel in the sum of $2,000 at a premium of 20 per cent. Thereafter said insunyice 
company paid said insured the sum of $1,956.22 as and for a total loss by reason of the 
premises leas an abatement. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court decides as conclusions of law that the 
vessel herein was laden in part with horses bound to an Engli^ port after the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of 1778 with France; that said shipment constituted contraband 
under the decisions of this court; and that therefore the claimants are not entitled to 
indenmity from the United States.

I. The brig Luna, whereof William Milbery was then master, sailed on a commercial 
voyage August 1, 1798, from Newburyport, Mass., bound to Martinico and St. Lucia. 

While peacefully punniin^ said voyage she was seized on the high seas September 6ih 
foUowing by the French privateer Veux Coiuines, Capt, Herveaud, and conducted to 
Basseterre, Guadeloupe, where she arrived on the 10th of said month, and on the same 
day both vessel and cargo were condemned as good prize by the tribunal of commerce 
there sitting. When the Luna arrived at Basseterre her master was allowed no oppor- 
tunity to defend said vessel and carco, but was put in prison and confined until the 30th 
of the said month of September, when he was sent on board an English cartel and car- 
ried to Fort Royal, Martinico. 

The groimds of condemnation stated in the decree were as follows: 

That the bri^ was bound for La Goive, whilst the captiain admitted he intended 
landing at St. Lucia. 

That he had on board one hundred small masts, which were not declared in his papers 
and that his former voyage was to Martinique. 

That instead of a r61e d^quipage he had only an agreement between himself and crew 
without any signatures. 

II. The Luna was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 140JJ tons burthen, 
built in the year 1797, and was owned solely by William Milbery, a citizen of the 
United States residing in Newburyport, Mass. 

III. The cargo of the Luna at the time of seizure was the property of said Wililam 
Milbery, the owner of the vessel. The nature of the cargo does not appear^ except that 
it consisted in part of 100 small masts, which were contraband and which were not 
manifested nor documented in any manner. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation are not 
shown to have been ille^l: that at the time of seizure the vessel carried contraband 
merchandise not set out m ner manifest and was bound to the islands of Martinico and 
St. Lucia, colonies of Great Britain, then enemy to France; that such contraband was 
the pro])erty of the vessel owner; and that therefore the claimants are not entitled to 
indemnity from the United States.

The cost and expense accruing to the owners to obtain possession of said vessel 
after her capture and condemnation by the French do not appear. 

The Iruhutry was a dulv registered vessel of the United States, a brig of 106H' 
tons burthen, built in Massacnusetts in the year 1797, and was owned solely by Bi 
jamin Bowland, Joseph Levering, Joseph Levering, jr., and William Levering, 
of whom were citizens of the United States. 

III. The caigo of the Indiutry at the time of capture consisted of sugar and coffee, 
and was owned by the said vessel owners. 

IV. March 6, 1800, said Joseph Levering, Joseph Levering, jr., and William Lov- 
erin^ effected insurance on their portion ofthe vessel and cargo in the sum of ^,000, 
paying therefor a premium of 9 per cent^ in the office of the Boston Marine Insurance 
Co. Thereafter said company duly paid the insured the sum of $6,930, being in 
full for total loss by reason of the premises, less an abatement of 1 per cent. 

December 7, 1799, said Benjamin Bowland effected insurance on his portion of 
said vessel and cargo in the sum of $2,500, paying therefor a premium of 18 per cent, 
in the office of the Boston Marine Insurance Co. Thereafter said company duljr 
paid the uisured the sum of $2,475, being in full for a total loss by reason of the premi- 
ses, kes an abatement of 1 per cent. 

CONGLUBIONB OF LAW. 

The court decides, as conclusions of law, that the seizure and condenmation of the 
vessel were illegal, out that the claimants, having biled to establish the cost and 
expense accruing to her owners to obtain possession of said vessel after her condem- 
nation as aforesaid, no allowance is made tnerefor.

The brig Hiram whereof Grindal Gardner was then master, sailed from Cape Henry 
on or about March 31, 1800, on a commercial voyage from Norfolk, Va., bound to the 
island of St. Kitts (St. Christopher) in the West Indies. While peacefully pursuing 
said voyage she was seized on the high seas on or about April 24, 1800, by me French 
privateer Medu, of Guadeloupe, Capt Lagan, who took out the mate and part of the 
crew and placed a prize master and crew on board with orders to conduct aaid vessel 
to Point Peter, Giiadeloupe. On the 28th of said month of April, the Hiram was 
retaken from the French by the English privateer Nanof, of Liverpool, Oapt. Joshua 
Campbell, and conducted to Kingston in the island of Jamaica. 

Thereafter, to wit, June 28, 1800, said vessel and cargo were condemned by the 
British court of vice^miraltv, sitting at the town of St. Jago de la Vega, to pay 
salvage as follows, toother with costs: 

(a) In the proportion of the cargo owned by David M. Clarkson, one full sixth part 
of the real and true value thereof. 

(6) On the vessel and proportion of the cargo owned by Moses Myers, one fuU third 
put of the true value thereof. 

II. The Hiram was a brig, age and tonnage of which do not appear. Said vessel 
was from Norfolk, Va., and was owned solely by Moses Myers, a citizen of the United 
States. 

III. The cargo of the Hiram consisted of ship bread, navy bread, pilot bread, her- 
rings, shingles, flour, middlings, meal, peas, staves, pork, com, and hoops, ana was 
owned by Itfoses Myers and David M. Clarkson, botn of whom were citizens of the 
United States. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that the seizure of said vessel by the French 
privateer is not shown to have been ille^l, and that the claimants are not entitled 
to indemnity therefor under the authority of the Fair Ameriean (39 C. 01s., 184), 
and the Asia (47 C. Cls., 189).

On September 16, 1794, the brie Recovery, whereof Isaac Isaacs was then master, 
sailed from the port ol New York laden with a cargo consisting of said 820 barrels of 
flour and 2,000 oarrel staves, the same consigned to a French port, as per contract, 
notwithstanding that said cargo was consigned to one John rlante, merchant at 
Andero, Spain, according to the invoice and bill of lading. 

Whilepursuin^ said voyage, on October 10 -following, the Recovery was met at sea 
by two French frigates, the Thames and RepvJblicaine, which vessels, after examining 
and sealing her papers and removing one sailor, ordered the master of the Recovery 
to follow them. On the 14th following Oapt. Isaacs lost sight of the frigates and pro- 
ceeded to Rochefort, where he arrived October 18, 1794.

FINDINGS OF FACT. 



The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering the 
same with the briefs of counsel on each skie, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The brig Rensalaer^ whereof James Mitchell was then the master, sailed February 
24, 1800, from New London, on a conmiercial voyage, boimd for the English island 
of Antigua, a port of military and naval equipment of Great Britian then at war with 
Prance. 

While she was peaceablv pursuing said voyage, the French privateer Medee, com- 
manded by Capt. Lagare (Jean Moreau, owner), seized the Rensalaer, on the 14th of 
March, 1800, removed Gapt. Mitchell and 5 of his men from off the vessel, and placed 
a prize crew on board, with orders to proceed to Guadeloupe. Upon arriving at 
Guadeloupe, Oapt. Mitchell and his men were detained as prisoners until Apru 6, 
1800 (after the date of condemnation), at which time they were placed on board a 
French cartel and sent to St. Christopher. 

The vessel and cargo were condemned by decree of the tribunal of commerce and 
prizes sitting at Basse Terre, Guadeloupe, dated 8th Germinal, year VIII (Mar. 29, 



The grounds of condemnation, as stated in the decree, were as follows: 
'^a. That the act of affirmation at the bottom of the sea letter was not signed by 
officers of marine. 
"6. That the r61e d 'equipage was not in good form. 
" c. That amone the cattle on board there were 7 horses destined for Antigua. " 

II. The Rensalaer was a duly r^^istered vessel of the United States, a brig of 106 
43/95 tons burden, built at Lansingbuig, N. Y., in the year 1795, and was owned solely 
by Johnston McClenahan, a citizen of the United States. 

III. The cargo of the Rensalaer , at the time of her capture, consisted of beef, pork, 
herring, oxen, horses, beans, hoops, staves, hams, hogs, sheep, casks, hay, com, oat^ 
and fowls. 

Said Johnston McOlenahan, the owner of the vessel, was likewise the owner of an 
invoice of said cargo which did not include horses. It does not appear who owned the 
cargo not covered by the aforesaid invoice. 

IV . February 26, 1800, Murray & Mumford, through John Ferrers, insurance broker, 
for account of Johnston McClenahan, effected insurance in the city of New York 
on his invoice of goods in the sum of $3,200, pa^ng therefor a premium of 20 per cent, 
said policy being underwritten by the following persons, all of whom were citizens 
of the United States: 

Rhinelander, Hartshome A Co $2,700 

Thomas Ludlow 500 

Thereafter the said imderwriters duly paid the said insured the sums underwritten 
by them respectively, being a total loss on said policy by reason of the premises. 

CONCLUSIONS OF lAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure is not shown to have been 
illegal; ^at at the time of seizure the vessel was laden with contraband merchandise 
bound for the iisland of Antigua, a colony of Qreat Britian, then enemy to Fr^ce; 
that such contraband was so carried with the knowledge and consent of the owner 
of the vessel and that of her master; and that the claimants are not entitled to in- 
demnity from the United States. 

OPINION. 

Howry, Judge, delivered the opinion of the court: 

The claims involved are those of insurers of a cargo belonging to the owner of a 
captured vessel. As the insurers can claim only as subrogees of the insured interest 
and have no other or greater right than their principals the cause will be considered as 
if principals only were involved. 

The findings show that the vessel sailed from New London, Coim., for Antigua, .a 
military and naval port of Great Britain^ having on board a cargo consisting of 10 
horses, which had diminished to 7 at the time of the condemnation. The horses were 
not included in the invoice of the cargo belonging to the vessel owner. The decree of 
condemnation directed the sale of everything. 

The traffic involved in the shipment of horses has heretofore been the subject of 
consideration by this court, leaving but little room for further discussion. In order 
to clarify whatsoever of confusion and doubt that has arisen, it is proper to advert to 
the conditions existing in this and kindred cases now before the court and in other 
cases yet to come involving the same subject matter. 
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The right to an award is made to rest in ai^^ment by claimants laigely upon the 
decision of this court in the Juno^ Smith, 38 C. Cls. R., 465. Defendants rely upon 
the authority of the AilanHc, Howe, 37 C. Cls. R., 17; 39 ib., 193. 

In the Juno it was held that where five horees, constituting a small proportion of 
the cargo, were carried, the horses could not be regarded as contraband per se, but 
that the lawfulness of the undertaking was to be determined by the intent. It had 
been previously explained by the court in the case of the Atlantic that inquiry was 
necessary to be maae into the circumstances in each case of the presence on board of 
articles useful in peace or in war for the purpose of determining the probable use to be 
made of the shipment at the port of destination. Accordingly, in the case last men- 
tioned, where it appeared that 38 horses were being carried to the port of Tobago, one 
of the West Indies group of islands then in possession of the British, it was found to be 
the port of a coimtxy at war with France, and likewise a port of naval and military 
equipment, and that the presumption existed in the absence of all proof that such a 
shipment was destined for the military use of the belligerent adversary. This state- 
ment was but the application of the general holding of the court that the burden of 
proof of the innocent purpose was upon the claimants, imder similar circumstances 
citing the Dolphin, 27 C. Cls. R.j 276; the Tom, 29 ib., 96; and the John, 22 ib., 454. 

There was nothing on the hearing of the cause of the Juno to indicate that the island 
whence the five horses were carried predominated as a port of military or naval equip- 
ment, although the court thought it may have been the rendezvous of British shipping. 
In the doubt existing as to tne unlawful intent, the court made an award that the 
improper purpose was not manifested clearly enough to say that the neutral was 
engaged in the transportation of contraband. 

Contraband has been defined to be, as settled by the practice of maritime nations, a 
trade with a belligerent intended to provide him with military supplies, equipments, 
instruments, or arms, and this court nas been obliged to recognize the ^t that great 
maritime powers when engaged in war have enlaiged the list of contraband articles, 
but nations generally neutral have contracted it. 

After the decision in the two cases upon which the respective parties rely, the case 
of the Atlantic was presented again to the court upon the motion of the claimants for a 
new hearing. Our second decision discloses that the court refused to decide that 
horses were presumptively contraband, though the contrary rule is supported by many 
writers of international law. Defendants have occasionally renewed their objections 
to the deductions of the court denying the per 9e contraband character of horses when 
carried, but making the transportotion of such live stock depend entirely upon the 
intent of the shipment. 

Out of all the discussion where international law writers have been so much out of 
harmony we are more than satisfied that the transportation of horses in all cases must 
depend upon the purpose of the shipment. 

The act conferring tnis jurisdiction requires the court to decide upon the validity of 
these claims and to receive ''all suitable testimony on oa^ or amrmation, and all 
other proper evidence, historic and documentary, concerning^ the same." 

Histor^r shows that some shippers in our countnr in the tmies which gave rise to 
these claims took advantage of tne opportunity offered by the war existing between 
Qreat Britain and France to make money by shipping caigoes, with the connivance of 
ahipowners, to carry on unlawful trade, and that some shippers sailed the seas to 
bring caigoes back to home ports for reshipment and sale abroad to effectuate the 
purpose. This practice meant the acquirement and reshipment of goods to aid 
countries at war imder cover of a neutral flag. History also establishes that inmiense 
profits were made for the risks taken by neutral skippers by loading their vessels 
with articles of such nature as was most needed by tne countries at war with each 
other and best calculated to serve the interests of that belligerent willing to pay the 
price. Houses were not infrequentiy added to invoices. Sometimes horses and 
other live stock, besides tar and munitions of war, were not disclosed by manifests or 
biUs of lading and yet were carried abroad for purposes of sale and profit. France 
complained that, as England was the greater sea power and conseauently in a position 
to enforce embargoes and blockades better than the French, tne English profited 
almost exclusively by the violation on the part of some of our merchantmen and 
seamen of the neutrabty laws. Considering the necessities of the island possessions of 
the English in the West Indies the temptation to trade in articles needea for military 
and naval use and equipment was very great. 

France contended that horses were contraband as far back as 1681, which view was 
subsequently embodied in article 24 of the treaty between the United States and 
France of February 6, 1778, 8 Stat., 1, by the declaration that "horses and their furni- 
ture" were to be considered contraband. We agreed; but when our Congress abro- 
gated the treaty containing the provision making horses and their furniture contra- 
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band, irreepectiYe of intent, the clause fell by the act of abrogatioii. It is pertineQt 
to observe that Great Britain asserted the same doctrine at the time France was 
stipulating that horses were contraband. The whole matter was relegated to the con- 
duct and customs of the nations of the earth by the act of July 7, 17&, which carried 
down article 24 with everything exceptional in the treaty of 1778. 

When the cause of the Juno was presented the record was wanting in that proof to 
which we now advert and which we think establishes the unlawfulness of the intent 
respecting the carrving of horses to belligerent ports of naval and military equipment. 

Antigua was such a port and that ishmd was the destination of this neutral. Like 
Martinique, it was held by the sword. Perhaps Martinique was the larger base, but 
history snows that in the early part of the year 1799 the English were preparing expe- 
ditions in the West Indies a^ijnst the Spanish, then allied with Fnmce in the war 
with England. 3 Southey *s West Indies, page 159. Tobago was surrendered to the 
British m 1793, and an expedition was immediately sent to capture Martinique. 
England succeeded, and it is historical that the British declared tnat they must not 
only conquer Martinique, but likewise dislodge their enenoy from every one of the 
Frcnich possessions in that part of the world. Edwards's Hist, of West Indies, ed. 
1801, page 440. Expeditions a^inst St. Lucia, Trinidad, and Porto Rico were assem- 
bled in Uie lower islands and sailed after the British conquest of Martinique to .subdue 
all the other islands. Forces were generally oinanized in 1799, not only in Martinique, 
but in other islands in th<ye seas, to drive the Franch away. 

This proof is very important in determining the objects of the trade with the islands 
bv neutrals. It hiad not developed in this class of cases on this subject at the time 
of the presentation of the Juno. It was developed some 10 years ago, on the second 
hearing in the case of the AtktrUie, and the court has imifonnly adnered to the rule 
stated to be the presumptive purpose of shipments to the group of islands in the West 
Indies. It is a rule well sustained by authoritv. CSiancellor Kent declared that the 
nature and quality of the port to which merchandise is being transported is not an 
irrational test in determining the intent of a shipment. Halleck's Int. L., 586. The 
claimants are not entitled to an award. 

The court has considered this case under int^national-law rules, and for that 
reason does not need to cite the case of the bri(^ Lucy, 37 G. Gls. R., 100, nor the case 
of the sloop RalpK 39 C. Cls. R., 204, as authority, because both of ^eee vessels came 
under the inhibition of contraband imder the existing treaty between this country 
and France. But in the first-mentioned case there is supjport given to the rule that 
it must ''clearly'' appear that where the transportation mcludes merchandise, like 
horses, of the disputable class, they were intended for the use of the noncombatant 
portion of a community to form an innocent caigo.

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the argument and considering the 
same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine tne facts to be as follows: 

I. The schooner Chanctj whereof Ichabod Goodrich was then master, sailed on a 
commercial voyage on or about the 23d day of November, 1799, bound from New 
London, Conn., to Martinique, a military and naval port of Gr^ Britain. While 
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peacefully pursuing aaid voyage she was seized on the high seas on or about Feb- 
ruary 3, 1800, by tne French privateer Le Riencift Capt. rran^ois Triol, and taken 
into Guadeloupe, where both vessel and cargo were condemned by the tribunal of 
commerce ana prizes sitting at Bassaterre in said island, whereby the vessel and 
can;o became a total loss to tne owners thereof. 
The grounds of condemnation, as set forth in the decree, were as follows: 
That a i)ortion of the cargo of said ship is composed of horses, which being destmed 
for Martinique, island occupied by the English, are contraband objects. 
That the captain of said snip has no rdle d'equipage, nor invoice, nor bill of lading. 

II. The Chance was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 135 25/95 tons 
burden, built in the year 1799 at Wethersfield, Conn., and was owned by Simeon 
Williams and John Woodhouse, of said Wethersfield, and Solomon Robbins and 
Joshua Robbins of Sandisfield, in the State of Massachusetts, all citizens of the 
United States, each in the proportion of one-fourth. 

III. The ciureo of the CJuince at the time of capture consisted of 43 barrels of beef,

feet of pine boards, 1,000 staves and headings, 100 bushels of oats, 30 barrels of 
bread, 9 barrels of com, 40 bundles of hay, 10 barrels of apples, 60 barrels of r3re 
flour, 10 barrels of potatoes, 3 barrels of cheese, 6 barrels of oeef , 46 hogs, 20 sheep, 
9 coops of fowls, 15 horses including one mule, 34 oxen, and 60 water hogsheads.

FINDINGS OF FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering the 
same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The schooner Three Friends^ Joseph Rutherford, master, sailed on a commercial 
voyage from Newburyport, Mass., about February, 1800, boimd for one or more ports 
of the West Indies, as stated in the policies of insurance effected upon the vessel and 
her cargo. While pursuing said voyage she was seized on the high seas March 24, 
1800, by the French privateer La Patnote, Capt. Nicholas Facio, ana taken to the port 
of Basseterre, Guadeloupe, and there the vessel and cargo were condemned upon the 
grounds that the vessel carried no sea letter, or passport, or commission, and that the 
crew list bore no signature of witnesses, or of public officials, and consequently was not 
in due form as prescribed in the treaty of 1778 between France and the United States. 

II. The schooner Three Frvmds wsis a duly registered vessel of the United States of 
101 7/95 tons burden, built at Amesbury, Mass. „ in the year 1798, and was owned by 
Philip Coombs and William Coombs, both citizens of the United States. 

III. The Three Friends was laden with a cargo, but its character and neutrality, and 
who were the owners thereof, is not shown, except that part of said caiw) consisted of 
cordage, which was insured as the property of Jeremiaii Nelson and Moses Savory, 
both of whom were citizens of the United States. 

IV. It is not shown by any competent evidence whether the destination of said 
vessel was a neutral port or a port of military and naval equipment belonging to 
Great Britain, which destination, if proved, would have establiahed the cargo of said 
vessel to have been either innocent or contraband. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that the neutral or belligerant character of 
the port of destination of the Three Friends^ whereby the innocence or contraband 
character of her cargo would have been established, is not diown by competent evi- 
dence; that the seizure and condemnation of said vessel and her csLtfp are not shown 
to have been illegal, and that therefore claimants are not entitled to mdemnity there- 
for.

These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 14th day of May, 1913. 

The claimants were represented by Thomas Stokes, William T. S. Curtis, and Theo- 
dore J. Pickett, Esqs., and the United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, 
through his assistant in the Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom 
was Assistant Attorney Qeneral Huston Thompson. 

BINDINGS OP FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering the 
same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The schooner Delight, whereof Orlando Dana was then master, sailed on a com- 
mercial voyage on or about March 10, 1798, from Philadelphia bound tor Port au Prince. 
While peacefully pursuing said voyage she was seized on the high seas by the French 
privateer Furet, Cfapt. Guerin, who put a prize crew on board and ordered the vessel 
to San Domingo, where she duly arrived April 11, 1798. On April 13 following both 
vessel and cargo were condemned as good prize by the provisional tribunal for prizes 
established at San Domingo, in the territory and jurisdiction of Spain, whereby the 
same became a total loss to their owners. 

The grounds of condemnation set out in the decree were as follows: 

That the vessel was bound for Port au Prince, declared to be in a state of permanent 

That part of the cargo was composed of cloths, which there was reason to believe 
were of English manufacture. 

II. The schooner Delight was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 48 48/95 
tons burthen, built in Aiathews County, Va., in 1793, and was owned solely by Ralph 
Mather, a citizen of the United States, residing in Philadelphia. 

III. The cargo of the Delight at the time of capture consisted of fish, claret, dry 
goods, and ironmongery (tools). Said cargo was owned solely by James Brown, a citi- 
zen of the United States, residing in Philadelphia. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW, 

The court decides as conclusions of law that the claims herein were not included in 
the private claims relinquished under the second article of the treaty between the 
United States and France of September 30, 1800; that said vessel having been con- 
demned within the territorv and jurisdiction of Spain, said claims were relinqui^ed 
under the ninth article of the treaty between the United States and Spain of February 
22, 1819; that the court has no jurisdiction thereof under the act of January 20, 1885 (23 
Stat. L., 283), on the authority of the Apollo (35 C. Cls., 411).

I . The schooner Industry, whereof John Waite was then master, sailed on a commercial 
voyage on or about February 6, 1799, from Newburyport, Mass., bound to St. Bar- 
tholomew. While peacefully pursuing; said voyage she was seized on tibe high seas 
March 7 following by the alleged French privateer Cremonne. commanded by Anthoine 
Feit, who took out the master of the Industry and several of his crew and carried tiiem 
on board the privateer where they were detained; what subsequently became of them 
does not appear. A prize crew was placed on hosLrd the Industry with orders to carry 
her to Guadeloupe, but as they coula not make that place she was taken to the island 
of St. Eustatius, where the supercargo and the remainder of the crew were not per- 
mitted to remain on the vessel, but were turned on shore and told to go about their 
business. 

It does not appear what finally became of the Industry and her cargo beyond that 
the owners were aiapossessed of their property and the same disposed of at St. Eustatius. 

It does not appear that the capturing vessel was commissioned by the French Gov- 
ernment or was acting under the authority or direction thereof. 

II. The Industry was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 60 tons burthen, 
built in Massachusetts in the year 1787 and owned solely by Joseph Brown and Jona- 
than Merrill, citizens of the United States residing at Newburyport in said State. 

At the time of the seizure of the Industry she was under chsu'ter to Moses Savory, 
Jeremiah Nelson, and Abner Wood, all of whom were citizens of the United States. 

III. The cargo of the Industry at the time of capture consisted of beef, pork, fish, 
candles, soap, snoes, skins, sole leather, dry goods, gla^ware. hats, boards, and hogs- 
head shooks with h^s and hoops, of the value per invoice of $9,770.11, and the same 
was the property of said Moses Savory, Jeremiah Nelson, and Abner Wood. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that it is not shown that the captor was 
commissioned by the French Government or was acting under the authority or direc- 
tion of the same, and that, therefore, the claimants are not entitled to indemnity 
under the authority of the Fotm (36 C. Cls., 361).

FINDINGS OF FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering the 
mme with the Driefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The schooner Patriot, whereof Abnei* Hammett was then master, sailed on or 
about March 3, 1798, from Wilmington, Del., on a commercial voyage, bound for 
Gonaives, St. Domingo. While peacefully pursuing said voyage she was seized on 
the high seas by a French Republican vessel and carried into the port of Jean Rabel. 
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The only evidence produced in support of the allegation that the vessel and cargo 
were condemned consists of letters from the supercargo and an agent of the owneni 
at Gonaives. No decree of condemnation is produced , and the grounds of condemna- 
tion do not appear save that in a letter dated Apjril 11, 1798, the supercargo states that 
it was pronounced " on the cook's oath that the captain gave him a paper to hum on 
the passage." It does not appear that any explanation was made to tne prize court 
regarding the spoliation of such paper. 

On March 13, 1798, the supercai]go addressed Toussaint L'Ouverture claiming release 
of vessel and cargo, who on April 2 following, referred him to the Government com- 
mission. On July 22 an asent wrote to one of the owners that appeal had been made 
and that he was in hopes tne judgment would be reversed and the property recovered. 
What was the result of said appeal does not appear. 

II. The Patriot was a duly registered vessel of the United States of sixty-four and 
seyen-ninety-fifth tons burthen, built in the State of Maryland in 1796 and was owned 
in equal proportions by Thomas Kean, Robert P. Bail, and James Riddle, all citizens 
of the United States. 

III. The cargo of the Patriot at the time of capture consisted of soap, candles, lard, 
butter, beef, flour, pork, rice, gloves, hosiery, and hats, and was of the value of 
$4,912.38. Said cargo was owned in the proportion of one-third each by the vessel 
owners. 

CONCLUSIONS OP LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that the seizure and condemnation are not 
shown to have been illegal; that the grounds of condemnation have not been proven 
by competent evidence; that in failing to show the result of said appeal the claimants 
have not established that said vessel and cargo were definitively condemned; and 
that therefore the claimants are not entitled to indemnity from the United States.

II. There is no competent evidence filed to sustain the allegations of the petitions 
as to the loss. 

OONCLUSION OF LiLW. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court decides, as a conclusion of law, that 
the claimants are not entitled to indemnity for the loss alleged herein.

A 
prize crew was then placed on board with orders to take the Commerce to Cape 
Francois. On December 29, being then in sight of Cape Francois, the prize 
crew took the ship's yawl and went on shore, fearing they would be retaken by 
an English squadron then in sight. The Commerce immediately bore away for 
the English squadron aforesaid, which sent said ship into the harbor of Mole 
St. Nicholas. 

Andrew Frothingham, one of the vessel owners, and who was on board at the 
time of capture, states in his protest that the capturing French privateer was 
named Trumpeuae, commanded by one Barriere. 

II. The Commerce was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 173 
tons burthen, built in Massachusetts in the year 1790, and was owned solely bj 
Andrew Frothingham and Benjamin Frothingham, citizens of the United States 
residing in Newburyport in said State. 

III. The cargo of the Commerce at the date of the seizure consisted of lum- 
ber and 17 rough masts In the lower hold, which latter were contraband. Said 
cargo was the property of the owners of the vessel. 

IV. There is no competent proof of the loss sustained by said vessel and 
cargo owners, except that there was paid to the agents of the British man-of- 
war Magicienne the sum of jE367, the equivalent of $1,223.31, as alleged salvage. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that it is not shown that any lawful 
claim for salvage obtained in favor of said British man-of-war or that salvage 
was paid under the decree of any court competent to award the same ; that of 
the cargo which was owned wholly by the vessel owners, a substantial part con- 
sisted of contraband destined to the island of Jamaica, a colony of Great 
British, then enemy to France; and that therefore the claimants are not en- 
titled to indenmity from the United States.

These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 13th day of May, 
1913. The claimants were represented by Thomas Stokes, William T. S. Curtis, 
and Theodore J. Pickett, Esqs.. and the United States, defendants, by the 
Attorney General, through his assistant In the Department of Justice, John W. 
Trainer, Esq., with whom was Assistant Attorney General Huston Thompson. 

FINDING or FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and consider- 
ing the same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be 
as follows: 

I. The ship Ann and Mary, Thomas Hunt, master, sailed on a commercial 
voyage on or about February 1. 1799. from the Capes of Delaware bound for 
Bllboa. While peacefully pursuing said voyage she was seized in the Bay of 
Biscay about a mile and one-half from the shore of Spain on March 28, 1799, 
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by the French privateers L^Bspoir and Le Faucon, who put a prize crew on 
txMird and carried the said ship into Santona, where the Spanish governor 
sent a gnard of soldiers on board said ship, who compelled the prize crew 
to leave her, and after removing her rudder placed the vessel in charge of 
Thomas Hunt, the master, intll the decision of the court of Spain should be 
known; that afterwards, by royal orders from Madrid, the v^sel and cargo 
were restored to the captors; that said vessel and cargo were tried in prize 
proceedings by the French consul at Santander, Spain, and released on June 
2, 1799. The captors appealed to the civil tribunal at Nantes, which court, 
upon appeal, released said vessel and cargo on December 11, 1799. Said captors 
then appealed to the council of prizes, which court, upon appeal, affirmed the 
decree of the lower court and released said vessel and cargo on October 1, 
1801. Said captors then appealed to the court of cassation, which, on appeal, 
affirmed the decree of the lower court and released said vessel and cargo 
October 8, 1801. On Biarch 8. 1800. after the decree of release of the civil 
tribunal at Nantes and before the decree of release by the council of prizes, 
said vess^ and cargo, then at anchor in the port of Santona, being in the 
possession of the French captors and in the actual custody and care of her 
master, was wrecked under the following circumstances, as detailed by said 
master in his protest made upon that date : 

" That this morning at about 7 o'clock he landed from the said ship, together 
with Joan Manuel de Castro and Santiago de Fonfria, inhabitants of this 
city, with whom he had for some time agreed to keep him company at night, 
sleep on board, and take care of the said slilp (the French privateers which 
brought him into this port having taken his crew away, upon which he hereby 
repeats the protestations which he has already made), the weather being calm 
and without any appearance of storm; that he left the said ship well fastened 
and in a situation to have nothing to fear, because l)esides her cables he took 
a new one about 20 days ago from 11 to 12 inches thick of those which the 
royal consulate keeps in this port to assist the vessels that may want it, 
and because she was moored on a suitable anchor. . At about 10 o'clock in the 
forenoon, the wind blowing from the west and the northwest, there arose 
such a tremendous storm that the inhabitants told him there hnd not been such 
a one for many years, and which raged to such a degree that several of His 
Majesty's ships in this port broke their cables, particularly the ship Assump- 
iionj which is now in great danger of being lost, for her captnin has made sig- 
nals of distress and no assistance has been given, nor is it possible to give any ; 
that he has not been able to find a boat, nor any other means of giving assist- 
ance to his said ship; that he has seen her drive from the shore and carried 
out to sea, which distressed him very much, as he could not prevent it in any 
manner, as he has already mention^, and this is notorious to everybody, for 
which reason he sees nothing to be done on his part but to wait until the 
storm abates that he may cross the bay and follow down the coast, whither 
the said ship has been seen carried by the wind, to oideavor to save something 
out of her or her cargo." 

00N0LX7SI0N GT LAW. 

The court decides, as conclusion of law, that said case is embraced in article 
9 of the treaty of 1819 between the United States and Spain, and therefore this 
court has no Jurisdiction thereof under the act of January 20, 1885; and that 
if any claim for loss exists it is against the Kingdom of Spain under the pro- 
vision of said treaty ; that said vessel and cargo were never condemned or con- 
fiscated by the Republic of France; that at the time of the wreck of said

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering 
the same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as 
follows : 

I. The sloop CatheHne, whereof Hugh Peterson was then master, sailed on a 
commercial voyage November 5, 1799, from Boston, bound for Antigua and the 
Bay of Honduras. While peacefully pursuing said voyage she was^ized on the 
high seas November 26, 1799, by the French privateer Resolute, Capt De Roust 
(or Roux), who carried the crew of the Catherine, except the master, one man, 

"and a boy, on board said privateer, and then placed a prize master and crew on 
board the Catherine, with directions to proceed to the island of Guadeloupe, 
where she arrived December 4 following. The master was afterwards sent from 
Guadeloupe, with other prisoners, and arrived at St. Kitts on December 15. No 
decree of condemnation is produced, nor does it appear that any prize proceed- 
ings were had. 

II. The Catherine was a duly registered vessel of the United States, of 
74 44/95 tons burthen, built at Bath, Moss, (now Maine), In the year 17!>8, and 
was owned solely by John Peterson, a citizen of the United States, residing at 
Bath aforesaid. 

III. The cargo of the Catherine was manifested as provisions, dry goods, 
writing paper, and lumber. It consisted of the same and also of the following 
contraband articles : Three thousand feet of oars, one yawl, scarlet broadcloth, 
and yellow vest buttons. 

Charles Peterson, the supercargo of the vessel, was the owner of the whole of 
said cargo, except a small invoice of the value of $235.24.

EXPLANATIONS. 

1. Payment to Panama under treaty of November 18, 190S. — ^By article 14 of the treaty 
of November 18, 1903, between the United States and Panama, the Grovemment of 
the United States agreed to pay to Panama the sum of $250,000 annually during the 
life of the convention, beginning nine years after the date of the exchange of the rati- 
fications of the convention. 

The first annual payment under the treaty became due February 26, 1913. and Con- 
gress voted an appropriation for the payment in the deficiency act approved Maidi 4, 
1913. 

The second annual payment becomes due to Panama on February 26, 1914, and it 
is for the purpose of promptly meeting this international obligation that the amount 
is included in the urgent aeficiency estimates. 

2. International Commission on Public and Private InUmaHonal Law. — ^An estimate 
of $20,000 for this conmiission was submitted in the i^^]i^&r foreign intercourse esti- 
mates of thedepartment for the fiscal year 1915 (see p. z22. Book of Estimates, 1915), 
but as it is probable that funds will be required in connection with the work of this 
commission prior to the enactment of the diplomatic and consular bill for the fiscal 
year 1915, it is requested that the estimate be withdrawn from the foreign intercourse 
estimates and considered in the uigent deficiency estimates. For fufi explanation 
of this item see pages 769 and 770 ofthe Book of Estimates for 1915. 

3. International jEx^sition of the Book Industry and Graphic Arts^ Leiptig, 1914. — 
On May 25, 1912, this Government was invitedf, through the German embassy at 
Washington, to participate in an International Exposition of the Book Industry and 
Graphic Arts, to be held at Leipzig from May to October, 1914. The invitation was 
communicated to the offices ot this Government which it was thought would be 
interested in the subject, and on February 8, 1913, the Secretary of State (Mr. Knox), 
at the request of the Public Printer, submitted an item of appropriation for the sum 
of $5,000 to enable the Government Printing Office to make a creditable exhibit at 
this exposition, the scheme of which embraces the following nine groups: 

1. The graphic and book arts. 

2. Book industrial instruction. 

3. The manufacture of paper. 

4. Photography and reproduction technics. 

5. The process of printing, publication, and bookbinding. 

6. Library work. 

7. Educational appliances. 

8. Machines^ apparatus, and implements. 

9. Hygiene in manu&K^ries and workshops; also protection and the wel&re c^ 

workers. 
Congress took no action on this reouest, possibly owine to the press of businesB 
needing attention before the close of tne session; and on March 24, 1913, the Public 
Printer stated in a letter to the Secretary of State that he was of the opinion that an 
exhibit at this exposition by the Government Printing Office was desirable, and 
requested that the State Department consider the matter of including an item for 
that purpose in the next estimates for foreign inteicourse.

Sir: There are transmitted herewith, for submission to Congress 
in accordance with existing law, the following-described estimates 
for the Coast and Geodetic Surrey of this department: 

Lithographic presses, Coast and Geodetic Survey: For three new lithographic 
presses 118,600 

One-story building, Coast and Geodetic Survey: For the erection of a one- 
stor^ building, between the Butler and Richards Buildings 5, 000 

Rebuilding lithographic and aluminum printing rooms. Coast and Greodetic 
Survey: For rebuilding and extending the present lithographic building. . 7, 500 

These estimates are to be substituted for the estimates for litho- 
^aphic presses, extension for lithographic and aluminum plate print- 
mg room, and brick building for storage, submitted by this depart- 
ment and reported in the -fimual Book of Estimates of Appropria- 
tions for 1915, page 604. These items show an increase of $1,900 
over the estimates first submitted. 

An investigation of the use of offset presses for chart printing, 
since the previous estimates were submitted, has demonstrated that 
three offset presses will be more economical and efficient than four 
flat-bed presses, and for this reason recommendation is made for the 
change in the wording of the estimate and a reduction in amount. 

With reference to the estimates for a one-story building and for 
rebuilding and extending the present lithographic building, you are 
advised that they are necessary because of the present con<ution of 
the hthographic-piinting building of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
which has been declared unsafe oy the office of the Engineer Com- 
missioner of the District of Columbia. This was first (mlled to the 
attention of the department in a report dated February 7, 1906, copy 
of which is attached hereto, which indicated that one of the wsdb 
was leaning, and suggested that it should be supported by shoring 
and a truss. On December 9, 1913, the department received another 
report of inspection of this building and this rei>ort indicated that 
notwithstanding the supports to the walls placed in compliance with 
the suggestion in the report of February 7, 1906, the south wall 
needed additional supports owin^ to the fact that the wall was 
leaning more than when the exammation in 1906 was made. 

From my examination of this condition I am convinced that 
allowing it to continue would be very hazardous as a collapse of the 
building might occur at any time, and I believe that the only safe 
procedure is to rebuild the entire structure. 

In order that the important chart-printing work of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survej may not be interrupted while this building is being 
constructed it is proposed to roof over the area between tne Butler 
and Richards Bmldings, making it a substantial one-story structure 
to be used by the lithographic plant during the rebuilding operations 
and later to care for the needs of the printing section wEen the new 
presses are installed. 

^ These changes will make available about 1,750 square feet of addi- 
tional floor space. It will also permit a much better arrangement so 
far as the relations of the different phases of the work are concerned 
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and will allow the use of considerable space for stbra^ purposes, 
which is now occupied by active operations, but for which it is not 
at all adapted.

8m: In compliance with your request of date February 2, 1906, we have made an 
examination of lithographic pressroom building, Coast and Geodetic Survey build- 
maa^ city, and have the honor to report as follows: 

First. We find the buildinfi[ in question leaning over toward the south 3) inches 
at the east end, 4} inches in the center, and 5 inches at the west end, the conditions 
being such as to require immediate action to prevent possible injury to life and limb. 

Second. We suggest that you shore the building as indicated on sketch plan here- 
with, one line of Sores bein^ placed at midheifliht of first story; one line of diores at 
second-floor joist level: one hne of shores at midheieht of second story. These shores 
to be abut and be wedged tight against vertical sole pieces to extend upward from 
grade level to 2 feet above last line of shores. 

Third. We suggest that a truss be framed as indicated; one end resting on retain- 
ing waU and ona end on 8 by 8 inch posts, with two intermediate posts of like dimen- 
sions and from grade upward; the chc»rd of truss resting against sole pieces as indicated. 

Fourth. We advise in the interests of safety to life and limb that die loads imposed 
upon second floor of this building be not increased. 

The plans which you loaned this department (four dieets in all) are herewith 
returned. 

Should you decide to execute the work as herein suggested, we advise that your 
mechanics take all dimensions directly from building.

Dear Sir: In response to your request by letter of December 5, 1913, inspection 
has been made of the two-story brick ouilding in the rear and north of main bailding 
occupied by the Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

Plumbings were made south of the wall, one at the east comer and one 18 feet from 
the west comer. The east comer was found to be leaning ^i^th 3| inches. From 
the report made by this office in 1906, <A which vou have a copy, it wa^ found that 
this cor^^ on that date was leaning ^ ihchee, which would indicate th^it tjiere has 
been some movement since the iime of that inspection.

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I would recommend that additional shoring eimilar to that already in place be 
used against tiie east comer of this building and the adjoining section of the wall at 
present unbraced. 

The timbering and method already in use might be adopted to brace these at pres- 
ent unsupportea sections of this wall. The cracks in this wall and the fact that it is 
leaning from the perpendicular to such an extent is, in my opinion, due to insufficient 
foundation, and this method of securing with wooden braces would not correct this 
defect, but would afford temporary security, dependent upon the condition of the 
timbering and its freedom from decay.

These two estmiates are rendered necessary by the fact that the two- 
story b\iilding now used for the aluminum and lithographic printing 
is not considered safe. A report of the office of the Engineer Com- 
missioner of the District of Columbia made on February 7, 1906, a copy 
of which is attached to the communication transmitting these esti- 
inates, indicated that the south wall of this building was leaning 3} 
inches on the east end, 4} inches in the center, and 5 inches at the west 
end. Shoring and a truss to support the wall, placed in accordance 
with suggestions in this report, did not arrest the evil, as on December 
9, 1913, another report indicated that at the east comer the wall lean^ 
. 3f inches, which shows some movement since the original inspection 
was made in 1906. In addition the last report indicates a dismtegrar 
tion of thB brickwork of the wall. A -copy of this report is also roi^ 
warded. 
. Apparently the only safe plan will be to replace this building. In 

Older to do tnis. and not interrupt the very important lithographic and 
aluminum chart printing work lof thte Coast and Geodetic Survey, it 
will be necessary to provide some place where this work can he done 
during the time of constructiDn, ana the estimate of $5,000 is to provide 
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for the erection of a one^tory buildup by roofing over the area be- 
tween the Butler and Richards Buildings of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survev, making a substantial one-etory structure which can be tem- 
porarily used by the present lithographic printing section, and later 
to care for the needs oi the printing section when the new presses are 
installed. Tliese changes will make available about 1,750 square feet 
of additional floor space, will permit a much better arrangement so hi 
as the relations of tne different phases of the work are concerned, and 
will allow the use of considerable space for storage purposes which is 
now occupied by active operations, but lor which use it is not well 
adapted.

STATEMENT OF CASE. 

On January 8, 1910, House bill No. 14878. Sixty-first CongresB, second session, was 
referred to this court by resolution of the House of Representatives of the United 
States, for findings of fact under the terms of the act approved March 3, 1887. Said 
bill reads as follows: 

' ' Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives offhe United States ofAmefica 
in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to pay, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, to Levi W. Revelle $4,750. for property taken and used by the Union troops 
xmder the command of Colonels Plummer, Hoes, and Marsh, in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one, at Fredericktown, Missouri.*' 

And the claimant in his petition makes the following alk^tions: 

I. That he is a citizen of the United States, residing in the State of Missouri. 

II. That in the year 1861, and for sonie time prior thereto, he was in possession, as 
owner, of certain personal property, being horses, mules, cattle, and harness, of the 
value of $4,750, all of whicn was taken by the United States military forces for their 
own use and xaed by them. 

The case was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on April 29, 1913. William 
H. Robeson. Esq., app^ired for the claimant, and the Attorney General, by William 
F. K orris, Esq., lus assistant and under his direction, appeared for the defense and 
protection of tiie interests of the United States. 
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The findingB in this case were made and announced May 6, 1913, and didy filed with 
the papers in the case, but were subsequently lost or removed from the files or other- 
wise misplaced. Thereupon the court, upon the evidence and brie&, files the follow- 
ing findings as a substitute therefor: 

I. Claimant, Lewvi W. Revelle, was loyal to the Government of the United States 
throughout the late Civil War. 

II. During the said war the military forces of the United States, by proper authoritjr, 
for the use of the Army, took from the claimant in Franklin County, State of Missouri, 
propertv of the kind and character described in the petition, which at the time ana 
place m taking was reasonably worth the sum of one thousand eig^t hundred and 
twenty-five doUars (11,825), no part of which appears to have been paid. 

III. The claim herem was never presented to any ofi&cer or department of the Gov- 
ernment prior to its presentation to the Sixt^-first Congress and subseouent reference 
to this court by resolution of the House of Repree^tatives. as hereinbefore set forth 
in the statement of the case, and the claimant has been guilty of laches in not earlier 
presenting said claim. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein is an 
equitable one in the sense that the United States received the benefit of the supplies 
for which claim is made.

Sib: I have the honor td submit herewith a draft of proposed 
legislation authorizing the Secretary of War to prescribe regulations 
under which licenses may be granted to persons qualified to act as 
guides to the Oettysburg battle field and prohioiting any person 
from offeriAg his services without such license. 

The existing laws for the administration of the Gettysburg National 
Park are utterly inadequate to prevent persons who possess no 
qualifications whatever as guides from ui]gin^ their services upon the 
public. As a result, visitors are daily being imposed upon and leave 
the battle field with confused and vague ideas of what actually 
occurred. When we consider the thousands of people who every 
year visit this battle field, it is apparent that such conditions are 
likely to produce in the public mind an entirely erroneous con- 
ception of the battle, and furthermore, as we get farther away in 
pomt of time from the actual knowledge of those who participated 
therein, the erroneous accounts of incompetent and unreliable guides 
win become more and more misleading. 

'Die inclosed draft has been prepareaat the instance of the Oettys- 
bui^ National Paris Commission and will, it is believed, if enacted 
into law, result in giving the public the protection and service in this 
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respect to which it is justly entitled. It has been submitted to the 
commission, and in its present form embodies it^ views as well as those 
of the department as to the best way in which to accomplish the 
desired result. It is commended to the favorable consideration of 
Congress.

AN ACT To authorize the Secretary of War to prescribe regulations for licensing 
persons to act as guides in the Gettysbui^ National Park at Gettysburg, Pa., and 
for governing their conduct therein, and placing said guides under the supervision 
and control of the Gettysburg National rark GonunisBion, subject to sucn regula- 
tions. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Revresentaiives of the 
United Staiea of America in Congress assembled, Tnat the Grettysburg 
National Park Commission is nereby authorized and directed to 

g'ant licenses to persons applying therefor to act as guides in the 
ettysburg National Park, under such regulations as to character, 
qualifications, and conduct as the Secretary of War shall deem nec- 
essary to prescribe in the public interests^ and that no person shell 
offer his services or act as a guide withm the limits of said park 
without such license, it being the purpose of this act that only such 
persons shall be permitted to serve as guides within the limits of 
this park as are properly qualified, by their knowledge of the battle- 
field, their character, and their general fitness, to serve the public 
in that capacity. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of War to pre- 
scribe such regulations as in his opinion may be necessary to carry 
out the purposes of this act, and any violation of such regulations or 
of any of the provisions of this act shall be a misdemeanor, and every 
person convicted of such misdemeanor shall be punishea by a fine 
not exceeding SlOO, nor less than $10, or by imprisonment for not 
less than ten days, nor for more than ninety days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 6f the court. 

Sec. 3. Tnat the park commissioners, the superintendent, and the 
officers or guardians of the park, or any of them, are auUiorized to 
arrest forthwith any person engaged, or who may nave been engaged, 
in conunitting the misdemeanor named in this act, and they snail 
bring such person before the nearest United States commissioner,

Sir: I have the honor to request that you submit to Congress an 
additional or supplemental estimate of appropriations for this office 
for the fiscal year 1915, as follows: 

Two expert examining accountants, at 12,500 per annum each, to make examina- 
tions* of the offices of disDursin^ officers and perform other kindred duties under the 
direction of the comptroller, and to be appointed by the comptroller, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, without regard to the provisions of the act of January 
16, 1883 (22 Stat., 403), and amendments thereto, or any rule or regulation made in 
pursuance thereof, with power in the comptroller, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, to revoke such appointments. 

In my judgment a very important part of the work of this oflBce 
is the examination of tne offices of disbursing officers under the 
authority conferred by section 5 of the act of March 15, 1898 (30 
Stat., 316). 

Nothing can be productive of more good than the knowledge on 
the part of a disbursing officer that his office will of a certainty be 
examined by competent examiners some time, and that it may be 
examined any time. The preventive effect of this knowledge has 
demonstrated its greatest value when examinations in fact reveal 
nothing wrong. 

But Tittle of this work has been done for several years. Dining the 
last few months I have been doing as much of it as the force avaUable 
would permit, and not without results, but the current work of the 
office is such that this outside work can not receive the attention it 
should. 

Aside from the fact that employees of my office can now be used 
on this work only when a temporary slackness in the current work 
of the office will permit, indicating a need for increased force to 
handle this work, is the other important fact that there should be 
available for this work men of peculiar qualifications, to the end that 
the work may be thoroughly done. 

I have reguested that these men may be appointed without regard 
to the act of January 16, 1883, for the following reasons: 

1. The work is of necessity of a personal and confidential natin^. 

2. If it is to be done thoroughly, it will require peculiar qualifica- 
tions, which will probably not be found in men certified from the 
classified list. Good accountants in the ordinary sense may still be 
poorly equipped for this. work. 

3. The only guaranty that this work will be done right and as 
directed must be found in an absolute control of these employees, . 
freed from the protective influences of the civil service and with 
responsibility on their part solely to the directing and responsible 
head. 

4. Many inside features of this work are such as to require that 
these employees work strictly along directed lines, which it is believed 
can only be fully accomplished by absolute control coupled with the 
power to remove when inefficiency or indisposition to proceed as 
directed is apparent. 
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5. The vigilanco of these employees m the examination of oflBces of 
disbursing oflBicers who are in tne classified service and the certainty 
that they .will report irregidarities will not be detracted from by the 
natural bond of sympathy existing between employees in the classified 
service. 

6. This method of procedure with reference to these appointments 
will promote eflBciency and be for the good of the service.

Division of Railway Adiustments; offices of the chief cTerbs, 
second and third divisions, Railway Mail Service: terminal railway 
post office; storage for Post Office Department files, and the mail 
lock repair shop, should be canceled sufficiently early so that the 
rental will cease on July 1, 1914, when the .divisions and offices are 
moved into the new building; and in order that the necessary con- 
tracts can be entered into for the purchase of furniture and equip- 
ment and for moving, prior to July 1, 1914, I have to urge that the 
appropriation for furniture, equipment, and moving, of $69,932, be 
made immediately avaUable. 

The estimate of $48,540 for the subclerical force has received the 
most careful consideration and is made only after a close study of 
the conditions to be met and a comparison with other Federal buildings 
and commercial houses. In all respects, with the exception of com- 
mercial houses, this estimate was found to be very conservative. 
In view of the salaries and hours of labor fixed by law, leave of 
absence, which must necessarily be granted, the department is placed 
at a disadvantage over commercial nouses in the handling of its sub- 
clerical force for the maintenance and upkeep of the building. It is

believed that if the department could let this work out by contract 
it could be performed for about one-hdf of what it would cost the 
Government to do the work by its own employees. 

These estimates were omitted in the annual estimates for the 
fiscal year 19^15, for the reasons that the assignment made of divisions 
and offices to the new building prior to March 4, 1913; was changed 
owing to reorganization of divisions and offices, changes in methods 
and Taw; as the department desired the longest time possible to 
make a careful study of the matter; and as the urgency of the 
appropriation for furniture, eq^uipment. and moving made it essential 
that tnis money be made availaole before July 1, 1914, in order that 
the department might cancel leases, purchase furniture and equip- 
ment and occupy the new building by that date.

In estimating for this appropriatibn for the current fiscal year, 
$860,000 was included to care for extraordinary expenditures on 
account of the new eight-hour law and the Parcel rost Service. The 
allowances made for this purpose during the quarter ended September 
30, 1913, aggregated $426,700; and the allowances for the quarter 
ended December 31, 1918, aggregate $600,000, including extraor- 
dinary service incident to holiday mails. With tixis fimd the depart- 
ment is enabled to meet emergency calls for help and to provide tem- 
porary service whenever needed. The calls upon it during the cmv 
rent year have been extraordinary, due to unusual expenditm-es 
necessary on account of the parcel post, and also the new eight-hour 
law, it being in many instances more economical to employ substi- 
tutes rather than regular carriers in view of the hoiu^ of service 
required to maintain satisfactory schedules outside of the 10-hour 
limit of the law.

From this appropriation are paid the salaries of carriers and the 
cost of auxiliary wid vacation service during the fiscal year in which 
Gty Delivery Service is established.

The Postmaster General may readjust the compensation of star-route and screen- 
wa^n contractors if it should appear that as a result of the Parcel Poet System Uie 
weight of the mails handled by them has been materially increased. 

Under this provision allowances on account of the 11-pound weight limit on 
parcels have been made for the current fiscal year to contractors in the sec- 
ond, third, and fourth contract sections aggregating 1254,679 

Another weighing, on account of the 20-pound weight limit, was ordered in 
October and November, 1913, and the reports are now in process of tabula- 
tion and review. Allowances on this account will be effective from Aug. 15, 
1913, and wiU cover service in all of the contract sections.

PRELnCINARY STATEMENT. 

The case was tried before the Court of Claims on the 28th day of May, 1913. The 
claimants were represented by Thomas Stokes and J. Bayard Henry, Esqs., and the 
United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, through his assistant in the 
Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom was Assistant Attorney 
General Huston Thompson. 

FINDINOS OP PACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the ar^ments and considering the 
same with tibe oriefe on each side, determine the facts to oe as follows: 

I. The brig /utio, William H. Nidiols, master, sailed on a conmiercial voyage on 
April 7, 1797, from New York bound to Jamaica. While peacefully pursuing said 
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voyage she was seized on the high seas April 30, 1797, by the FVench privitteer Natiowd 
RecourUy Gapt. Aycano, who put a prize crew on board the brig and caziied her into 
St. Jago de Cuba. Both vessel and caigo were condemned as Rood prize Mav 10, 
1797, by the commission appointed by the French Government to me L^ward Isumds 
sitting at Gape Francois, whereby the property became a total loss to the owners. 
The ground of condenmation stated in me decree was that the vessel was bound for 
the island of Jamaica. 

II. The brig Juno was a duly registered vessel of the United States of l^OJi tons 
burden, built at New Milford, Mass., in the year 1795 and owned solely by Wniuun 
Eenyon, a citizen of the United States, residing in New York. 

III. The cargo of the Juno at the time oi capture consisted of flour, meal, shingles, 
hoops, and hogshead staves. 

Joseph James & Go. were the owners of a portion of said caigo of the value of $5,100. 
It does not appear to the satis&K;tion of the court that the members of said firm were 
citizens of the United States. 

John Stokes was the owner of a portion of said cargo of the vahie of |1,282.08. It 
does not appear to the satistiu^on of the court that said owner was a citizen of the 
United States. 

The remainder of said cargo was owned by divers persons, whose claims have not 
been presented to the court, and no persons appear herein claiming to have effected 
insiurance on their interests. 

IV. April 1, 1797, Joseph James & Go. effected on their portion of the cargo insur- 
ance in the sum of |6,300 in the office of the Insurance Go. of North America, payine 
therefor a premium of 15 per cent. Thereafter said insurance company paid saia 
insured the sum of $6,174, being in full for a total loss less the customarv al>atement 
of 2 per cent. There was an overpayment on this policy of $1,074. As hereinbef(»e 
stated it does not appear that the members of the firm of Joseph James & Go. woe 
citizens of the United States. 

April 8, 1797, James G. & Samuel W. Fisher, ias agents for John Stokes, effected 
insurance on his portion of the cargo in the sum of $1,600 in the office of the Insurance 
Go. of the State of Pennsylvania, paying therefor a premium of 17J per cent. On 
May 5, 1797, John Stokes assigned the said policy to James G. d Samuel W. Fisher 
in trust for William Kenyon. Thereafter said insiurance company paid said William 
Kenyon the sum of $l,56iB, being in full for a total loss lees the customary abatement 
of 2 per cent. As hereinbefore stated it does not appear that said John stokes was a 
citizen of the United States. 

v. April 5, 1797, William Kenyon effected insurance on the vessel in the sum of 
$5,000 in the office of the Insurance Go. of the State of Pennsylvania, paving therefor 
a premium of 15 per cent. Ther^ter said insurance companv paid said insured the 
sum of $4,900, being in full for a total loss less the customary abatement of 2 per cent. 

April 5, 1797, William Kenyon effected insurance on the freifliit for said voyage in 
the sum of $4,000 in the office of the Insurance Co. of the State of Pennsylvania, payinff 
therefor a premium of 15 per cent. Thereafter said insurance company paid said 
insured the sum of $2,806.84 as a loss on this policy. 

The Insurance Go. of North America and the Insurance Go. of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania are duly incorporated under the laws of the State of Pennsylvania and empow- 
ered to carrv on the business of marine insurance. 

yi. The loss to the Insurance Go. of the State of Pennsylvania, in so far as recdrar- 
able herein, was as follows: 

Insurance paid on vessel $4,900.00 

Insurance paid on freight 2, 806. 84 

Total 7,706.84 

Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States and 
the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. They were not claims 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid m whole or in part under the pro- 
visions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22d of 
February, 1819, and were not allowed in whole or in purt under the provisions of the 
treaty between the United States and France of the 4m of July, 1831. 

The claimants, in their representative capacity, are the owners of said claims, which 
have never been assigned except as aforesaid. 
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CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusioiis of law that said sdzure and condemnation were 
ill^al, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor upon the 
French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the United 
States and the French Republic, concluded on the 30th day of September, 1800; that 
said claims were relinquisned to France by the Government of the United States by 
said treaty in part consideration of the relinquishment of certain national claims of 
France against the United States; and that the claimant is entitled to the following 
sum from the United States: 

The Insurance Co. of the State of Pennsylvania, seven thousand seven hundred 
and six dollars and eighty-four cents ($7,706.84). 

The president and directors of the Insurance Go. of North America are entitled to 
no allowance herein^ for the reasons set forth in findings III and lY. 

No persons claiming to reixresent William Kenyon, Joseph James & Co., and John 
Stokes have appeared herein.

Sir: I have the honor to request that the following legislation be 
incorporated in the urgent deficiency bill: 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, during the remainder of the fiscal year 
nineteen hundred and fourteen, to diminish as vacancies occur the number of posi- 
tions of the several grades below the grade of chief of division in the Office of the 
Auditor for the Post Office Department and to use the unexpended balances of the 
appropriations for the positions so diminished as a fund to pa^, on a piece-rate basis, 
to DO fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury, the compensation of such number of 
employees as may be needed to tabulate, by means of mechanical devices, the ac- 
counts and vouchers of the Postal Service. 

On October 20, 1913, the system ol electncai tabulation was ex- 
tended in the Office of the Auditor for the Post Office Department 
to the audit and settlement of postmasters' postal accounts and the 
tabulation of the receipts and disbursements of the Postal Service, 
resulting in an estimated saving of approximately $25,000 annually. 
In submitting the estimates of appropnations for the fiscal year 1915, 
25 salaried positions were dropped from the rolls of that office. 

The object of the proposed legislation is to authorize the Secretary 
of the Treasury to reduce from time to time, as vacancies occur by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, to June 30, 1914, the number of 
statutory positions in the various grades provided in the current

appropriation for the Office of the Auditor for the Post Office Depart- 
ment to the decreased number of statutory positions carried by the 
estimates for the fiscal year 191 5^ and to*make available the imex- 
pended balances of the appropriations for the positions so diminished 
as an addition to the fund to pay, on a piece-rate basis, the compensa- 
tion of such mmiber of employees as i^ay be needed to tabuli^ by 
means of mechanical devices, the accoimts and vouchers of the 
Postal Service. 

As a result of the extension of the electrical tabulation sjrstem, the 
auditor's office now has a disproportionately large number of salaried 

Eositions for bookkeepers ana auditing clerks, and the proposed legis- 
ttion will not only make available tne amount required to care for 
the increase in the volume of money-order business, but will greatly 
aid in making the necessary adjustments prior to the commencement 
of the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1914.

STATEMENT OF CASE. 

On January 8, 1910, House bill No. 14878, Sixty-first Congrees, second session, was 
referred to tnis court by resolution of the House of Representatives of the United 
States, for findings of fact under the terms of the act approved March 3, 1887. Said 
bill reads as follows: 

**Bext enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives offiie United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of the Treaeury be, and is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to pay, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, to Levi W. Revelle $4,750, for property taken and used by the Union troops 
under the command of Colonels Pltimmer, Roes, and Marsh, in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one, at Fredericktown, Missouri.** 

And the claimant in his petition makes the following allc^tions: 

I. That he is a citizen of the United States, residing in the State of Missouri. 

II. That in the year 1861, and for some time prior thereto, he was in possession, as 
owner, of certain personal property, being horses, mules, cattle, and harness, of the 
value of $4,750, aU of whicn was taken by the United States military forces for their 
own use and usied by them. 

The case was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on April 29, 1913. William 
H. Robeson. Esq., appcM^ed for the claimant, and the Attorney General, by William 
F. Norris, Esq., ms assistant and under his direction, appeared for the defense and 
protection of the interests of the United States. 
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2 LBYI W. BSVBIXB. 

The findings in this case were made and announced May 5, 1913, and duly filed with 
the pa]>er8 in the case, but were subsequently lost or removed from the files or other- 
wise misplaced. Thereupon the court, upon the evidence and brie&, files the follow- 
ing findings as a substitute therefor: 

I. Claimant, Lewvi W. Revelle, was loyal to the Government of the United States 
ihroug[hout the late Civil War. 

II. During the said war the military forces of the United States, by proper authority, 
for the use of the Army, took from the claimant in Franklin County, State of Missouzi, 
propertv of the kind and character described in the petition, which at the time and 
place of taking was reasonably worth the sum of one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-five doUars ($1^825), no part of which appears to have been paid. 

III. The claim herein was never presented to any officer or depanment of the €iov- 
emment prior to its presentation to the Sixty-first Congress and subsequent reference 
to this court by resolution of liie House of Kepreetfntatives. as hereinbefore set forth 
in the statement of the case, and the claimant nas been guilty <^ laches in not earlier 
presenting said claim. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein is an 
equitable one in the sense that the United States received the benefit of the supplier 
for which claim is made.

Sm: I have the honor to submit herewith a draft of proposed 
legislation auUiorizing the Secretary of War to prescribe regulations 
under which licenses may be granted to persons qualified to act as 
euides to the Oettysburg battle field and prohibiting any person 
from offeriAg his services without such license. 

The existing laws for the administration of the Gettysburg National 
Park are utterly inadequate to prevent persons who possess no 
qualifications whatever as guides from ui]gin^ their services upon the 
public. As a result, visitors are daily being imposed upon and leave 
the battle field with confused and vague ideas of what actually 
occurred. When we consider the thousands of people who every 
year visit this battle field, it is apparent that such conditions are 
likely to produce in the public mind an entirely erroneous con- 
ception of the battle, and furthermore, as we get farther away in 
pomt of time from the actual knowledge of those who participated 
therein, the erroneous accounts of ijicompetent and unreliable guides 
wiU become more and more misleadinfi;. 

The inclosed draft has been preparea at the instance of the Oettys- 
bui^ National Park Commission and will, it is believed, if enacted 
into law, result in giving the public the protection and service in this

respect to which it is justly entitled. It has been submitted to the 
commission, and in its present form embodies it^ views as well as those 
of the department as to the best way in which to accomplish the 
desired result.

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of War to pre- 
scribe such regulations as in his opinion may be necessary to carry 
out the purposes of this act, and any violation of such regulations or 
of any oi the provisions of this act shall be a misdemeanor, and every 
person convicted of such misdemeanor shall be punished by s. fine 
not exceeding $100, nor less than $10, or by imprisonment for not 
less than ten days, nor for more than ninety days, or by both sudi 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 6f the court. 

Sec. 3. Tnat the park commissioners, the superintendent, and the 
officers or guardians of the park, or any of them, are authorized to 
arrest forthwith any person engaged, or who may have been engaged, 
in committing the misdemeanor named in this act, and they snail 
bring such person before the nearest United States commissioner,

WashirigUm, January IS, 1914. 
Sm: Attention is invited to section 7 of the act of Congress ap- 
proved June 23, 1913 (Pub. No. 3), as follows: 

Sso. 7. That section eight of the District of Ck>lumbia appropriation act, approved 
June twenty-sixth, nineteen hundred and twelve, shall not take effect or be operative 
during the fiscal year nineteen hundred and fourteen except to the extent that it 
prohibits the payment of membership fees or dues in societies or associations: Pro- 
vided, That during the fiscal year nineteen hundred and fourteen expenses of attend- 
ance of officers or employees of the Qovemment at any meeting or convention of mem- 
bers of any society or association shall be incurred only on the written authority and 
direction of the heads of executive departments or other Government establishments 
or the government of the District of Columbia; and a detailed statement of all such 
expenses incurred from June thirtieth until December first, nineteen hundred and 
thirteen, shall be submitted to Congress on or before January first, nineteen hundred 
and fourteen. 

In accordance with the requirements of the above-quoted provision

Sir: I have the honor to request that you submit to Confess an 
additional or supplemental estimate of appropriations for thas office 
for the fiscal year 1915, as follows: 

Two expert examining accountants, at $2,500 per annum each, to make examina- 
tions' of the offices of disbursine officers and perform other kindred duties imder the 
direction of the comptroller, ana to be appointed by the comptroller, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, without regard to the provisions of the act of January 
16, 1883 (22 Stat., 403), and amendments thereto, or anv rule or r^^ulation made in 
pursuance thereof, with power in the comptroller, with the approval of ^e Secretary 
of the Treasury, to revoke such appointments. 

In my judgment a very important part of the work of this office 
is the examination of the offices of disbursing officers imder the 
authority conferred by section 5 of the act of March 15, 1898 (30 
Stat., 316). 

Nothing can be productive of more good than the knowledge on 
the part of a disbursing officer that his office will of a certainty be 
examined by competent examiners some time, and that it may be 
examined any time. The preventive effect of this knowledge has 
demonstrated its greatest value when examinations in fact reved 
nothing wrong. 

But Tittle of this work has been done for several years. During the 
last few months I have been doing as much of it as the force avauable 
would permit, and not without results, but the current work of the 
office is such that this outside work can not receive the attention it 
should. 

Aside from the fact that employees of my office can now be used 
on this work only when a temporary slackness in the current work 
of the office will permit, indicating a need for increased force to 
handle this work, is the other important fact that there should be 
available for this work men of peculiar qualifications, to the end that 
the work may be thoroughly done. 

I have requested that these men may be appointed without regard 
to the act ot January 16, 1883, for the following reasons: 

1. The work is of necessity of a personal and confidential nature. 

2. If it is to be done thoroughly, it will require peculiar quaUfica- 
tions, which will probably not be^ found in men certffied from the 
classified list. Good accountants in the ordinary sense may still be 
poorly equipped for this. work. 

3. The only guaranty that this work will be done right and as 
directed must be found in an absolute control of these employees, 
freed from the protective influences of the civil service and with 
responsibility on their part solely to the directing and responsible 
head. 

4. Many inside features of this work are such as to recjuire that 
these employees work strictly along directed lines, which it is believed 
can only be fully accomplished by absolute control coupled with the 
power to remove when inefficiency or indisposition to proceed as 
directed is apparent.

5. The vigilance of these employees in the examination of oflBces of 
disbursing officers who are in tne classified service and the certainty 
that they .will report irregularities will not be detracted from by the 
natural bond of sympathy existing between employees in the classified 
service. 

6. This method of procedure with reference to these appointments 
will promote efficiency and be for the good of the service.

In estimating for this appropriation for the current fiscal year, 
$850,000 was included to care for extraordinary expenditures on 
accoimt of the new eight-hour law and the Parcel rost Service. The 
allowances made for this purpose during the quarter ended September 
30, 1913, aggregated $426,700; and the allowances for the quarter 
ended December 31, 1913, aggregate $600,000, including extraor- 
dinary service incident to holiday mails. With this fund the depart- 
ment is enabled to meet emergency calls for help and to provide tem- 
porary service whenever needed. The calls upon it during the cur- 
rent year have been extraordinary, due to unusual expenditures 
necessary on account of the parcel post, and also the new eight-hour 
law, it being in many instances more economical to employ substi- 
tutes rather than regular carriers in view of the hours oi service 
required to maintain satisfactory schedules outside of the 10-hour 
limit of the law.

PRELIMINARY STATEMENT. 

The case was tried before the Court of Claims on the 28th day of May, 1918. The 
claimants were represented by Thomas Stokes and J. Bayard Henry, Esqs., and the 
United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, through his assistant in the 
Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom was Assistant Attorney 
General Huston Thompson. 

nNDINGS OF PACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the aricnuments and considering the 
same with the Diiefe on each side, determine the facts to oe as follows: 

I. The brig Juno^ William H. Nidiols, master, sailed on a commercial voyage on 
April 7, 1797, from New York bound to Jamaica. While peacefully pursumg said 
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voyage she was seized on the high seas April 90, 1797, by the F^endi pilvfcie et NaUtmd 
ReconTsey Oapt. Aycano, who put a prize crew on board the brig and carried her into 
St. Jago de Cuba. Both veasel and cargo were condemned as eood prize Mav 10, 
1797, by the commiasion appointed bv the French Government to Uie L^wazd laandB 
sitting at Cape Francois, whereby tne property became a total loss to the ownen. 
The ground of condemnation stated in tne decree was that the veasel was bound for 
the island of Jamaica. 

II. The brig Juno was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 140|£ tons 
burden, built at New Milford, Mass., in the year 1795 and owned solely by William 
Kenyon, a citizen of the United States, residing in New Yoric 

III. The cargo of the Juno at the time of capture consisted of flour, meal, ajhinglei, 
hoops, and hogshead staves. 

Joseph James & Co. were the owners of a portion of said cargo of the value oi $5,100. 
It does not appear to the satisfaction of the court that the members of said firm wen 
citizens of the United States. 

John Stokes was the owner of a portion of said caigo of the value of $1,282.06. It 
does not appear to the satisfaction of the court that said owner was a citizen of the 
United States. 

The remainder of said caigo was owned by divers persons, whose claims have not 
been presented to the court, and no persons appear herein claiming to have eCFected 
insurance on their interests. 

IV. April 1, 1797, Joseph James & Co. effected on their portion of the cargo insur- 
ance in the sum of $6,300 in the office of the Insurance Go. of North America, payios 
therefor a premium of 15 per cent. Thereafter said insurance company paid said 
insured the sum oi $6,174, oeing in full for a total loss less the customarv abatement 
of 2 per cent. There was an overpayment on this policy of $1,074. As hereinbefoie 
statcKl it does not appear that the members of Uie firm of Joseph James & Go. were 
citizens of the United States. 

April 8, 1797, James G. & Samuel W. Fisher, as agents for John Stokes, effected 
insurance on his portion of the cargo in the sum of $1,600 in the office of the Insurance 
Go. of Uie State of Pennsylvania, paying therefor a premiiun of 17i per cent. On 
May 5, 1797, John Stokes assigned the said policy to James G. A Samuel W. Fidier 
in trust for William Kenyon. Thereafter said insurance company paid said WiUiam 
Kenyon the sum of $1,568, being in full for a total loss lees the customary abatement 
of 2 per cent. As hereinbefore stated it does not appear that said John Stokes was a 
citizen of the United States. 

V. April 5, 1797, William Kenyon effected insurance on the vessel in the sum of 
$5,000 in the office of the Insurance Go. of the State of Pennsylvania, paving therefor 
a premium of 15 per cent. Thereafter said insurance companv paid said insured the 
sum of $4,900, being in full for a total loss lees the customary abatement of 2 per cent 

April 5, 1797, William Kenyon effected insurance on the freifi^it for said voyage in 
the sum of $4,000 in the office of the Insurance Co. of the State of rennsylvania, payins 
therefor a premium of 15 per cent. Thereafter said insurance company paid aaid 
insured the sum of $2,806.84 as a loss on this policy. 

The Insurance Go. of North America and the Insurance Go. of the State of Pennajd- 
vania are duly incorporated under the laws of the State of Pennsylvania and empow- 
ered to carry on the businees of marine insurance. 

VI. The loss to the Insurance Go. of the State of Pennsylvania, in so far as Teoafrm- 
able herein, was as follows: 

Insurance paid on vessel $4, 900. 00 

Insurance paid on freight 2,806.84 

Total 7,706.84 

Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States and 
the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. They were not daiins 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in part under the pro- 
visions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22a of 
February, 1819, and were not allowed in whole or in part under the provisions of the 
treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July, 1831. 

The claimants, in their representative capacity, are the owners of said daims, which 
have never been assigned except as aforesaid. 
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CONCLUSIONS OP LAW. 



The court decides ts conclusions ci law that said seizure and condemnation were 
illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor upon the 
French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the United 
States and the French Republic, concluded on the 3(Hh day of September, 1800; that 
said claims were relinquisned to France by the Government of the United States by 
said treaty in part consideration ci the relinquishment of certain national claims of 
France against the United States; and that the claimant is entitled to the following 
sum from the United States: 

The Insurance Co. of the State of Pennsylvania, seven thousand seven hundred 
and six dollars and ei^ty-four cents ($7,706.84). 

The president and directors of the Insurance Co. c4 North America are entitled to 
no allowance herein^ for the reasons set forth in findings III and IV. 

No persons claiming to represent William Kenyon, Joseph James A Co., and John 
Stokes have appeared herein.

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, during the remainder of the fiscal year 
nineteen hundred and fourteen, to diminish as vacancies occur the number of posi- 
tions of the several grades below the grade of chief of division in the Office of the 
Auditor for the Post Office Department and to use the unexpended balances of the 
appropriations for the positions so diminished as a fund to pay, on a piece-rate basis, 
to DO fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury, the compensation of such number of 
employees as may be needed to tabulate, by means of mechanical devices, the ac- 
counts and vouchers of the Postal Service. 

On October 20, 1913, the system ot electncai tabulation was ex- 
tended in the Office of the Auditor for the Post Office Department 
to the audit and settlement of postmasters' postal accoxmts and the 
tabulation of the receipts and disbursements of the Postal Service, 
resulting in an estimated saving of approximately $25,000 annually. 
In submitting the estimates of appropnations for the fiscal year 1915, 
26 salaried positions were dropped from the roUs of that office. 

The object of the proposed legislation is to authorize the Secretary

ment to the decreased number of statutory positions carried by the 
estimates for the fiscal year 1915^ and to make available the imex- 
pended balances of the appropriations for the positions so diminished 
as an addition to the fund to pay, on a piece-rate basis, the compensa- 
tion of such mmiber of employees as may be needed to tabulate, by 
means of mechanical devices, the accounts and vouchers of the 
Postal Service. 

As a result of the extension of the electrical tabulation system, the 
auditor's office now has a disproportionately large number of salaried 

Eositions for bookkeepers ana auditing clerKs, and the proposed l^b- 
ition will not only make available the amount required to care for 
the increase in the volume of money-order business, but will greati; 
aid in making the necessary adjustments prior to the commencement 
of the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1914.

PBBLTMINARY STATBlffSNT. 



These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 13th day of May, 1913. 

The claimants were represented by John St. Clair Brookes, William T. S. Curtia, 
Theodore J. Pickett, and Charles W. Clasett, Esqs., and the United States, defend- 
ants, by the Attorney General, through nis assistant in the Department of Justice, 
John W. Trainer, with whom was Assistant Attorney General Huston Thompson. 

FINDINGS OF FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering tbe 
same, with the briefs of counsel on both sides, determine the facts to be as follows: 

J. The brig Julia, whereof Samuel Caleff was then master, sailed on a commercial 
voyage from Hampton Roads, Va., on or about the 18th day of May, 1797, bound from 
Norfolk, Va., to St. Thomas or Martinioue. While peacefully pursuing said vb^tce 
she was seized on the high seas on or aoout the 16th day of June following, bv the 
corvette of the French Republic La VenuSy commanded by Commodore Loiidolphe, 
and on the 4th day of July following was, together with her cargo, condemned by the 
French tribunal of commerce established in the island of Guaaeloupe, whereby the 
same became a total loss to the owners thereof. 

The sole grounds of condemnation, in the language of the French tribunal, was: 

''Considering that it is proved by the declarations of Samuel Caleff, master ol the 
brig JuUay taken by the municipality of Port Liberty mentioned above, that althoui^ 
the said brig Julia was cleared apparently for St. Thomas, her real destination was for 
Martinique, where the said master had orders to go, and where he was really going 
when he was stopped by the corvette La Venus.** 

II. The brig Jiuia was an American vessel of lllU tons burthen, foreign built, and 
was owned by the firm of Fletcher & Otway, composed of John Walter Fletcher and 
Robert Otway, citizens of the United States. 

III. The cargo of the Julia at the time of captiu^ consisted of flour, bread, and 
com and was owned by the owners of the vessel, the said firm of Fletcher & Otway. 

The value of the said cargo at the time was the sum of $9,100.70, exclusive of com- 
missions and premiums of insurance. 

IV. The losses to the firm of Fletcher & Otwav by reason of the seizure and con- 
demnation of the brig Julia and cargo were as follows: 

Value of vessel $5,000.00 

Two-thirds of freight earnings 1, 850.00 

Value of the cargo 9,100.70 

Premiums of insurance paid : 

In office of Crawford & Co $1, 846. 00 

In office of Granberry on actual value of cargo 1,820.14

Deduct insurance received 17,955.63 

Net loss 1,661.21 

y. June 6, 1797, Fletcher & Otway effected, through the office of James Crawford 
& Co., of Philadelphia, insurance in the sum of $9,000 (being $5,000 on the vessel 
and $4,000 on the freight), paying therefor a premium amounting in all to the sum 
of $1,846. 

Thereafter the sum of $8,555.63 (being 98 per cent of said insurance effected, lees 
brokers' fees of $45 and commissions of $219.37) was paid by said brokers to the said 
insiured as and for a total loss by reason of the premises. 

The underwriters on this policy of insurance are imknown, and no claim is made 
on account of payment thereof. 

M^y 17, 1797, Fletcher & Otway effected, through the office of John Granbeiry, 
of Ncorfolk, Va.j insurance on the cargo for said voyage in the sum of $9,400, payinff 
therefor a prenuum of 20 per cent, or $1,880. The actual value of the cargo so insured 
being $9,100.70, the premium paid on said value amounted to $1,820.14. 

Thereafter said John Granbery, as agent, paid to said firm the sum of $9,400 as and 
for a total loss by reason of the premises.

VI. The firm of John Cowper & Co. was composed of John Cowper, Joseph Cowper, 
William Cowper^ and Robert Cowper. Said John Cowper was the survivor of the firm. 

The citizenship and identity of John Nivison, Matt. Anderson, and Ben. Dabney 
have not been eetablished by competent evidence to the satisfaction of the court. 

It does not appear by competent evidence who composed the firm of John Proud- 
fit & 0>., or that the members of said firm were citizens of the United States. 

All of the other underwriters, except as stated^ were citizens of the United States. 

The claimants have produced letters of administration on the estates of the parties 
for whom they appear, and have otherwise proved to the satisfaction of the court that 
the persons for whose estates they have filed claims are in fact the same persons who 
Bu£fered loss by reason of the seizure and condemnation of the bri^ Jiklia and cargo, 
as set forth in the preceding findings, with the exceptions hereinbefore mentioned. 

Said claims were not embraced in the convention oetween the United States and 
the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. They were not claims 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in part under the 
provisions of the treatv between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22d 
of Februarv, 1819, and were not allowed in whole or in part under the provisions of 
the treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July, 1831. 

The claimants, in their representative capacities, are the owners of said claims 
which have never been assigned except as aforesaid. 

CONCLUSIONS OP LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation were 
illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor upon the

Curtis, Esqs., and the United States^ defendants, b>r the 
Attorney General, througjb his assistant m the Department c^ Justice, John W. Trainer, 
Esq., inth whom was Assistant Attorney Qeneral Huston Thompson. 
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FINDINGS OP FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and considering 
the ^ame with tne briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as followK 

I. The brig Patsey, whereof John Livingston was then master, sailed from Norfolk, 
Va^ August 7, 1797, on a commercial voyage, bound to Montego Bay, in Jamaica. 

While peaceably pursuing said voyi^ she was seized on the high seas September 
4, 1797, by the French privateer AmiaSU ixmiso. Cap t. RouUean, who placed a priio 
crew on board, which conducted said brig to rort de Paix, in the French p^ d 
Santo Domingo. 

The vessel and cargo were condemned as good prize by decree of the commission 
delegated by the French Government to the Leewaifd Islands sitting at Cape Francois, 
on the 3d complimentary day of the fifth year of the French Republic (Sept. 19, 1797). 

The ground of condemnation, as stated in the decree, was as follows: 

''Considering that the proceedings and papers incontestably established that the 
said brig was boiund from Norfolk to Jamaica.'' 

There were no averments in the decree that Sloan and Pagan were not citizens of 
the United States.

Said Sloan 
and Fagan were citizens of the United States. 

The loss to the said Harrison Allmand and Francis Smith by reason of the 
capture and condemnation of the Patsey was as follows:

V. August 30, 1797, V^alter & Kennedy, as agents of Harrison Allmand and Francb 
Smith, effected insurance on said vessel in the sum of $7,000, paying therefor a pre- 
mium of 274 per cent, in the office of the Insurance Co. of North America. 

Thereafter, to wit, December 2, 1797, the said company duly paid the said assured 
the sum of $6,860, as and for a total loss by reason of the premises, being the face of 
said policy less the customary abatement of 2 per cent. 

August 30, 1797, sa d Walker & Kennedy, as agents of Harrison Allmand and Fimnds 
Smith, likewise effected insurance on their portion of sud cargo in the sum of $4,500 
in the office of the same company, paying therefor a similar premium.

No persons claiming to represent the estates of Harrison Allmand and Sloan A 
F^igan nave appeared herein. 
Joseph Ogden, administrator, etc., of John Ferrers, has proved no valid daim. 

OPINION. 

HowBT, Judge, delivered the opinion of the court: 

The illegal seizure and condemnation of the vessel is established. There was a 
total loss of $18,129.14, as appears from the schedules incorporated in the findings 
and established by the other proofe. Deducting the insurance paid, there was a net 
loss to the owners of the vessel and that part of the csxfp owned by Francis Smith and 
Harrison Allmand of $6,859.14. Francis Smith's administrator is entitled to one half 
of this sum, but as no claim was ever filed for the owner of the other half, there can be 
no allowance for the Allmand interest not sued for. 

The contention that the Allmand part of the claim can be allowed under the petition 
of Francis Smith's administrator must fail, because the Smith petition is too general 
to cover anything more than the individual claims of Francis Smith. There is no 
evidence to suj)port the contention of a partnership between the two owners of the 
vessel and their part of the cargo and the court can not assume that these two owners 
were partners. The jurisdictional act bars any such assumption without proof. 

As to that part of the cargo belonging to Sloan & ^^^^ it must not be understood 
that their representatives are claiming anjrthing. The argument relating to the 
citizenship of these two persons goes to a question of right on the part of the under- 
writers on Sloan &. Pagan's part of the caigo to recover as subrogees for the amount 
paid said firm. As it is necessary for the American citizenship of the insured to be 
established before the insurers can recover, we must now consider the matter of citizen- 
ship to determine the merits of this part of the claim. 

An affidavit on file^ made by Dunbar Sloan after the sailing of the vessel, relates to a 
bill (A lading and an mvoice on account of the shipment made by Sloan &. Pagan, who, 
according to the affidavit^ were citizens of the United States. Defendants contend 
that this statement of citizenship in the affidavit is no part of the facts certified as 
sworn to, but is merely matter descriptio personoe made by the notary. The affidavit 
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appears to have been made almost immediately after the capture of the sh^ and tbe 
condemnation (A the eoods shown by the biU and the invoice. The invoioe in evi- 
dence dbcloees that Sloan & Pagan were citizens and residents of Norfolk, Va. And 
on its iBce the notary certifies that the affiant was one of the members of the house of 
Sloan & Paean, **who are citizens of the United States." This affidavit, with the 
statement of the notary incorporated therem, impears to have been made at the pkce 
where Sloan A Pagan seem to have been enga^ecl in business accotdiog to the invoice. 

It is not usual to prove citizenship so indurectly. Neither a bill of lading nor in 
invoice is ordinarily employed for any other purpose than to give the names of Aof- 
pers and consignees, with a statement of the character c^ the goods shipped and the 
place of shipment and the port c^ destination. But these pi4>ers in the present 
instance are supplemented by the recitals <^ tiie decree (A the prize tribunal, which 
disclose that the French were satisfied with the truth of the statement u>pearing in 
the different bills of lading and the invoices. The decree also recites that it was i 
matter of public notorietv that the Enrlirii in the Antilles were not respecting anj 
neutral flag, and particularly that of tne United States. The privateer seized the 
ship as a neutral and the prize tribunal condemned vessel and catfq as neutral prop- 
erty, but for reasons quite different from the matter of the Am^ican citizenship of 
the owners of both. The property was not condemned toir the want of proof that 
Sloan & Pagan were citizens of the United States. The master's protest indudei 
complaint <n the condemnation ioir the owners of both ship and cargo. There ie no 
loom to doubt ownership and very little occasion, if any, to discredit Amerian 
ownership throughout. Taking the circumstances and proof all together the coart 
concludes that the citizenship of Sloan k Pagan sufficiently ^>pears to justify the 
contention of the subrogees of Sloan A Pagan's interests. 

The seizure on the put of the privateer and the subsequent condemnation were 
illegal acts and the exact amount recoverable from the United States is disclosed 
by the findinss, to wit, $15,679.57. 

A copy of these findings of the court will be certified to Congress, together with i 
copy of this opinion.

Thereafter Joseph Taylor, as aj^ent, paid the insured the sum of $4,500 f or a totol 
loss as aforesaid, the loss to each underwriter being the sum underwritten on aaid 
policy. 

The claimants have produced letters of administration on the estates of the parties 
for whom they appear, and have otherwise proved to the satisfaction of the court thai 
the persons for whose estates they have filed claims are in fact the same persons who 
suffered loss by reason of the seizure and condemnation of the schooner Sea FUme, 
as set forth in the preceding findings. 

Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States and 
the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. They were not dairos 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in part under tltf 
provisions of the treatv between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22d 
of February, 1819, ana were not allowed in whole or in part under the provisions of 
the treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July. 1831. 

The claimants, in their respective capacity, are the owners of said claims, ^diica 
have never been assigned. 
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CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The coart decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation of the 
vessel were illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor 
upon the French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the 
United States and the French Republic, concluded on the 30th day of September, 
1800; that said claims were relinquidied to France by the Government of the United 
States bv said treatjr in part consideration of the relinquishment of certain national 
claims of France against the United States; and that the claimants are entitled to the 
following sums from the United States, being the respective amounts underwritten 
on the Vessel as aforesaid, to wit: 

Nathan Matthews, jr., administrator of Daniel Sargent, two hundred and fifty 
dollars (|250). 

Daniel W. Waldron, administrator of Jacob Sheafe, two hundred and fifty dollars 
(1250). ^

James C. Davis, administrator of Cornelius Durant, five hundred dollars ($500). 

George G. King, administrator of James Scott, two hundred and fifty dollars ($250). 

William G. Perry, administrator of Nicholas Gilman, two hundred and fifty dollars 
($250). 

Frstnk Dabney, administrator of Samuel W. Pomeroy, five hundred dollars ($500). 

Augustus P. Loring, administrator of William H. Bordman, two hundred dollars 
($200).^ • 

David G. Haskins, iuiministrator of David Greene, three hundred dollars ($300). 

Amounting in all to the sum of two thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars ($2,750). 

No persons claiming to represent Thomas Godfrey or Luke Baker have appeared 
herein. 

The estate of Joseph Taylor has proved no valid claim. 

As to the cargo, the court decides that the condemnation thereof was not illefi:al, the 
same havine been after the abrogation of the treaty of 1778 with France, and it not 
appearing that the vessel carri^ any documents to establish the ownership and 
neutrality of the cargo, or that proof thereof was offered at the prize proceedings. 

OPINION. 

HowBY, Judge^ delivered the opinion of the court: 

These are underwriters' claims, the owners of both vessel and cargo not being 
represented in court. The court finds the facts sufiicient to draw the necessary con- 
clusion that the condemnation of the vessel was illegal and that an award must be 
made for the insurance paid thereon. 

As to the cargo there is controversy. Claimants contend that the recitals of the 
decree show that there was an analysis of the ship's papers, and that the grounds 
assigned for the sale of the cai^ on the papers as analyzed were not good and sufficient 
to justify the conclusions of the decree of the prize tribunal condemning the cargo. 

According to the language of the decree all documents aboard the ship were placed 
with the records. These records do not show any documentation of the cargo, ana there 
are also wanting the necessary proofs of neutrality. We must assume in the absence 
of proof that all documents ana papers carried by the ship were kept as a final record 
and not destroyed. It does not appear that the neutral offered on the hearing any 
proof of documentation of the cargo or that proof of the neutrality of the cargo was put 
Defore the prize court. Nor does it appear that the original invoice was on board. 
If it was, there is nothing contained m it, as we now find the invoice, to establish 
neutrality, even if the invoice could be taken as sufficient proof on that point. 
{Eiramy Whitney, 41 C. Cls., 12.) The master's protest is silent on the subject. 

The- United States as the defending Nation has the right to rely upon the facts of 
the case and thereby justify the condemnation. This is so even where on the face 
of the decree the ground of condemnation appears to be illegal. (Ship Joanna, 24 
C. Cls., 198.) 

Nothing appearing to have been offered to establish the neutrality of the cargo, 
nd ith nothing in the r rotest asserting its innocence, but looking to the evidence 
as contained in me record before us and the want of proof to establish a fact vital to 
recovery, it can only be held that the condemnation of the cargo was proper. The 
case of tne BetMy (Wyman, 36 0. Gls., 256) summarizes the general rule and need 
not be restated.

The ultimate findings cover tkie enlire ftdrnkiiMe proof. There was an invdce d 
the schooner's cargo on the voyage to St. Croix; a protest of the master of the ship di>' 
closing that his VMsel and the cargo aboard were«old by and oaacoountof tiw ctpton 
and the owners of the privateer, aopplemented by the decroe of ^le piiie coot 
assigning insnfficient causes lor the cosdeainatioii of both diip and cargo. But it 
alao appears that an analysis of all the idup's pa p e r s was made and that all si tli« 
documents were put with the records, as stated, aad e vwy t liiu g d a doouneirtiiy 
character found lodgment in this comrt. As there is nothing shcywtng, or tendii^lo 
dM)w, the presence of the necessary papers to establish neutiauty, the omky akensliw 
"tlus court has is to find that iho fault k^ with the master and ownese ef ti^ vewl in 
not carrying the papers necessary to their protection. For the waat of proof lelstiif 
"to the essential matter of Beutrauty the case is stronger for the deiendasts even tbin 
that of the Ncmtasket, Higgins (39 C. Cls., 119; 46 ib., 291). 

The findings necessarily redound to the benefit of m Iniited Ststles as to the^iiso. 
As to the ship, the findings show an allowance for the insurance paid thereon, aaMsat* 
ng to $2,750. 

The findings of the court, together with a copy of this opinion, will be certtfsd to 
Ixiogress.

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PRELIMINARY STATEMENT. 



These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 15th day of ^ay, 1OT3. 
The claimants were represented by William T. S. Curtis and Theodore J. Pickett, 
Es^s., and the United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, through his 
assistant in the Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom wis 
Assistant Attorney General Huston Thomi>0on. 

IINDINOS OF FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the aiguments and considmng 
the same, with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine the facts to be as follows: 

I. The schooner Port Royal, whereof William Smith was then master, sailed on 
a commercial voyage in the month of April, 1799, from Baltimore bound for St. 
Thomas. Wliile peacefully pursuing said voya^ ^e was seized on the high seas 
on or about April 29, 1799, by the French privateer Africaine and conducted to 
Guadeloupe, wnere both vessel and cargo were condemned as good prize by the 
tribunal ot prizes there sitting and ordered sold for the benefit of the actors, whexcby 
the same became a total loss to the owners thereof. 

The grounds of condemnation as stated in the decree were as follows: 

That the master of the vessel did not have attached to the bottom of the sea letter 

or passport, of which he ^as the bearer, his oath that the vessel belonged to one or 

more citizens of the United States. 

II. The Port Royal was a duly registered vessel of the United States, of 59f| tons 
burthen, built in Virginia in the year 1798, and was owned solely by John H. Behn, 
a citizen of the United States, residing in Baltimore. 

III. The cargo at the date of seizure consisted of dry goods, soap, wine, oil, poik, 
butter, and flour, and was owned in part by John Charles Niemeyer, the super- 
cargo, a citizen of the United States. It does not appear by competent evidence 
who owned the remainder of said cargo. 

IV. The losses to said John H. Behn by reason of the seizure and condemnation 
aforesaid were as follows:

Freight earnings 983. 33 

Total '. A 3,683.33

Sir: I have the honor to submit for the favorable consideration of 
the Congress a revised estimate for printing and binding for the 
Treasury Department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1915, to be 
executed by the Public Printer. The amoimt estimated for this 
purpose in the Annual Book of Esthnates was $360,000. The 
accompanying revised estimate provides an increase in this amount 
of $40,000, or $400,000. This increase is requested for the purpose 
of enlarging the number and editions of publications of the Public 
Health Service, in conformity with the act of Congress approved 
August 14, 1912. 

liie act referred to provides that the Public Health Service may 
from time to time issue information in the form of publications for 
the use of the public. This is an important means bv which the 
Government can advance public-healtn work. Heretofore the ex- 
penditures on this account have not exceeded $40,000 in any one 
vear, and editions of important sanitary bulletins nave necessarily 
been limited to from 3,000 to 10,000 copies. Many of these bulletins 
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should be issued in much lar^r editions, and a total of $80,000 
should be made available for tnis purpose. 

I have therefore to recommend tnat the estimate for printL^ and 
binding for the Treasury Department, to be executed by the Fubfic 
Printer, on page 496 of the Annual Book of Estimates for 1915, be 
revised to read as follows:

FRBLIMINABT BTATBIIBNT.

Twenty-ninth Germinal, sixth year (Apr. 18, 1798), the Tribunal of Commerce, 
sitting at Basseterre, Guadeloupe, condemned both vessel and cargo as good prize for 
the benefit of the captor, the ground thereof being: 

"Considering the brig in question was bound to Surinam, imd instead of that went 
to Demerara; uiat in conseouence she has made a false course and haa carried pen- 
sions to the enemies of the Republic.*' 

II. The Resoluiion was a duly registered vessel of the United States, of 100 tons 
burthen, built at New Market, N. H., in the year 1792, and was owned solely by Heze- 
kiah Emley and Benajah Leffingwell, of Norwich, Conn., citizens of tne United 
States.

The homewaxd cargo, and which was seized and condemned, consisted of rum, 
coffee, 8u^, and cotton, together with certain portions of the outward cargo which 
had remamed unsold, and miscellaneous articles, the total value of which cargo was 
no.560.10. 

Bsdd cargo waa owned solely by Hezekiah Edley, pert owner of the veasel. 

IV. March 12, 1798, Levi Coit, as agent for Hezekiah Kelley, part owner d the 
vesMl, insured the same in the office of the New York Insurance Co. in the sum of 
11,800 at a premium of 17^ per cent, for a voyage at^and from Demerara or E^ssequibo 
to Norwich or a port of aischar^ in the United States. 

Thereafter, the said insurer paid the duly autheviaed' agent ^of the said insored the 
sum of $1,764, as and for a^totu loss on saia i>olicy by reason of the premises, less an 
abatement- of 2 per oentw 

March 12, 1798, Levi Coit, as agent for Hezekiah Kelley, caused insurance to be 
made in the office of the New York Insurance Co. in the sum of $4,709; at a premimm 
of 17} per cent, on a certain cargo on board the Resolutionf owned by tkeeaid.Hezekiah 
Kelley, for a voyage at and from Demerara or Essequibo to a i>ort of discharge in tiie 
United States. 

Thereafter the said insurer paid the duly authorized agent of the said insured the 
Bom of $4,606 as and for a total loss on saia i>olicy by reason* of the premises, less an 
abatement of 2 per cent. 

March 29, 1798, Levi Coit, as agent for the said Hezekiah Kelley. effected insurance 
upon certain cargo on board the KesoltUion. owned by the said Kelley, in the office of 
the New York Insurance Co., in the sum ot $3,500, at a premium of iVj per cent, for a 
voyage at and from Demerara to a port of discnarffe in the United States. 

Thereafter the duly authorized agent of the said insured was paid the sum of $3,430 
by the said insurer, as and for a total loss on said policy by reason of the premise, 
less an abatement of 2 per cent. 

March 27, 1798, Levi Coit, acting in behalf of the said Hezekiah Kelley, insmed 
in the office of Winthrop & Lewis, insurance brokers of New York, certain caigo on 
board the Resolution, owned by the said Kelley, in the sum of $4,S^, at a premiuBi 
of 15 per cent, for a voyage at and from Demerara to a port of dischaige in the United 
States, said policy being underwritten by the following^named persons, each in the 
sum set opposite nis name, to wit:

The cost and expense accruing to the said owners to obtain possession of said veoBel 
after her capture and condemnation by the French do not appear.

The grounds of condenmation set forth in the decree were as follows: That the 
vessel was cleared from New England for Martinique, a colony in the hands of the 
enemies of the Republic, occupied and defended by the rebels; that the rOle d'equi- 
pege was wanting to the clearance of said brig. 

II. The Hiram was a duly registered vessel of the United States, of 994{ton8 burthai. 
built at Derby, Conn., in the year 1796, and was owned by Samuel Hull, William 
Mansfield, Liberty Kimberly, Israel Kimberly, John Humphreys, Joseph Davis, and 
Jacob Townsend, citizens of the United States, each in Uie proportion of one-eeventh. 

III. The cargo of the Htram at the tim§ of capture consistea of oxen, com, heaiA, 
oats, butter, candles, onions, pork, beef, empty hogsheads, staves, hay, bread, and 
meal. 

It does not appear by competent evidence who were the owners of said cazgo or 
that proof thereof was made to the French court.

April 4, 1808, the administrators of said TuthUl Hubbart, for and in consideration 
of $60,000 to them paid by Peter C. Brooks, and the assumption by said Brooks of all 
and any liabilities and disadvanta£;es arising from his underwriting in the office of 
said Brooks, assigned to said Brooks all the right, title, and interest in and to all 
insurance done by said Hubbart as an underwriter in the office of said Brooks. 

VI. August 24, 1798, Jacob Townsend effected in the office of the New Haven In- 
surance Co. insurance on the vessel in the sum of $600, pairing therefor a premium of 
33} per cent. Thereafter said insurance companv paid tne insured the sum of $583.58 
as and for a total loss by reason of the premises less an abatement. 

November 7, 1798, Samuel Hull, William Mansfield, Israel Kimberly^ Liberty 
Kimberly, and John Humphreys effected insurance on the vessel in the office of the 
New Haven Insurance Co. in the sum of $900^ paying therefor a premium of 22} per 
cent. Thereafter said insurance company paid said msured the sum of $730, as and 
for a total loss by reason of the premises less an abatement. 

The New Haven Insurance Co. was and is a body corporate existing under the laws 
of the State of Connecticut. 

VII. The loss to John Humphreys by reason of said seizure and condemnation was 
as follows:

I. The sloop Jenny y whereof Cornelius B. Church was then master, sailed on a com- 
mercial voyage from Edenton, N. C, January 1, 1800, bound to Barbados. 

While peaceably pursuing said voyage, she was siezed on the high seas, March 12, 
1800, by the Frencn privateer Unicnf commanded by one Daubas, and carried to

Bnaee Terre, where both veesel and cargo were condemned as good price, March 1S» 
1800, by the tribunal of commerce and prizes. 

The grounds of condemnation, as set forth in the decree, were as followa: 

(a) TbsA the sea letter was not in pood form. 

(6) That the captain had neither invoice nor bill of lading, but only a manifest. 

(c) That the captain had no r61e d* Equipage, but only an agreement signed by the 
crew. 

II. The Jenny was a duly rg^istered vessel of the United States, a sloop of 71^ tons 
burden^ and was owned by Thomas Bissell and Nathaniel G. Bissell, both citizens 
of the United States, who composed the firm of Thomas Bissell & Son. 

III. The cargo of the Jenny at the time of seizure consisted of com, peas, staTes, 
and shingles, and was owned by Thomas Bissell & Son, owners of the vessel. 

IV. The losses to said firm by reason of the capture and condemnation of the Jaung 
for which France was liable were as follows: 

Value of the vessel $2,000 

Freight earnings 1,806 

Total loss 3,806 

The claimant has produced letters of administration on the estate of the party for 
whom he appears, and has otherwise proved to the satisfaction of the court that the 
person for wnose estate he has filed claim is in fact the same person who suffered 
loss by reason of the seizure and condenmation of the Jenny, as set forth in tiie pre- 
ceding findings. 

Said claim was not embraced in the convention between the United States and 
the Republic of France, concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. It was not a claim 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in part under the pro- 
visions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22a of 
February, 1819, and was not allowed in whole or in part imder the provisions of the 
treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of Julv, 1831. 

The claimant, in his representative capacity, is the owner of said claim, which has 
never been assigned. 

OONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation of the 
vessel were illegal, and the owners had valid claims of indemnity th^^for upon Uie 
French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the United 
States and the French Republic, concluded on the 30th day of September, 1800; 
that said claim was relinquished to France by the Government of the United States 
by said treaty in part consideration of the relinquishment of certain national claims 
of F^ruice agamst the United States; and that the claimant is entitled to the following 
sum from the United States: 

W. D. Pruden, administrator, etc., of Nathaniel C. Bissell, surviving partner 
of firm of lliomas Bissell & S<m, three thousand eig^t himdred and six 
dollars $3,806 

But that the condemnation of the careo was legal, it having been after the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of 1778, and the vessel carried no documents to establiah the neu- 
traUt;^ of the cargo, and the master offered no pro<^ at the trial to supply such 
omission.

The claimants were represented by William T. S. Curtis and Theodore J. Pickett, 
Esqs., and the United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, through his assist- 
ant in the Department of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with wnom was Ajsedstant 
Attorney Greneral Huston Thompson. 

riNDINGS OV FACT. 

The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the amiments and considering the 
same with the oriefs of counsel on each side, determine tne facts to be as follows: 

I. The sloop Ducovef^f, whereof Noble Perry was then master, sailed on a commercial 
▼oyage from Kingston, Jamaica, on or about July 18, 1797, bound to Charleston, 
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ff 



S. C. While peacefully pursuing said voyage she was seized cm the bigh aaa 
about August 18 following bv the French privateer Revanche, which placed a udm 
crew on board who conductea her to the city of Habana, and thereafter, on or arxnit 
October 19, 1797, both vessel and cargo were condemned and ord^ned sold for the 
benefit of the captors by decree of the tribunal of prizes sitting at Gape Francois, and 
became a total loss to the owners thereof. 

The groimds of condemnation as stated in the decree were as follows: That the veesd 
came from an English port; that the neutral ownership of the cargo was not sufficioitiy 
proven. 

II. The Discovery was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 49^ Uan 
burthen, built in the State of Massachusetts in the year 1794, and was registered 
December 12, 1795, in the names of Noble Perry and Joseph Perry, both citizens <A the 
United States. 

On December 14, 1795, said vessel owners chartered seven-twelfths of the veasel u 
follows: To Simeon Tisdale, Joseph Tisdale, one-fourth part; to John Smith, one-€izth 
part; and to William Bichmona, one-sixth part, for a voyage from Digfaton, MasBL, 
to the Southern States or elsewhere and back again to Dighton at the rate of 7 shiliii^ 
6 pence per month per ton for the whole time she should be performing said voyage. 
By the terms of the charter part]^ the charterers were to rist said seven-twelfths of 
said vessel against seizures, enemies, foes, and the dangers of the seas and any other 
providential accident, and if said sloop should be seized, taken, or lost by any proyi- 
dential accident, then the charterers should pay unto the said vessel owners for said 
seven-twelfths thereof the sum of $861.33 in the proportions of their hiring. After 
the condemnation of said vessel, the vessel owners brought suit against the cSiartereQ 
in the common pleas coiut of Bristol County. Mass., upon said charter party to recover 
thereon the said sum of $861.33 and the furtner sum of $720, the charter hire of seven- 
twelfths of the vessel to the time of her capture, a total of $1,581.33, in which action 
a judgment was rendered in favor of said vessel owners against the charterers for said 
sum of $1^581.33. From said judgment the charterers (defendants) appealed to the 
supreme judicial court and entered into a recognizance for the prosecution thereoL 
Whether said appeal was prosecuted, and if so, what was the result thereof, is not dia- 
closed. 

III . The cargo of the Discovery at the time of seizure consisted of 50 hogshead of mm, 
2 tierces and 14 barrels of sugar, but it does not appear by competent evidence who 
were the o'wners thereof. 

IV. Mav 6, 1797, said Noble Perry, for himself and said Joseph Perry, executed a 
bottomry bond on said vessel in favor of Robert Hazlehurst A Co., of Charleston, S. C, 
in the sum of $952.30. 

Thereupon said Robert Hazlehurst & Co. effected insurance on said bottomry bond 
in the Union Insurance office in the sum of $1,200. paying therefor a premium of 20 per 
cent, by a policy underwritten by David Alexander, John Teasdale, and Muir St Boyd, 
which mereafter paid to said insured the sum of $1 ,200 as and for a total loss by reason 
of the premises. 

It does not appear by competent evidence who composed the firm of Rob^t Hazle- 
hurst A Co., or tnat said members were citizens of the United States. 

V. The losses to Noble Perry and Joseph Perry by reason of the capture and con- 
demnation herein, were as follows: 

Five-twelfths value of vessel $530. 50 

Five-twelfths freight earnings 147. 50 

Total 678.00 

One-half to Noble Perry 339.00 

One-half to Joseph Perry 339. 00 

The claimants have produced letters of administration on the estates of the parties 
for whom they appear, and have otherwise proved to the satisfaction of the court that 
the persons for whose estates they have filed claims are in fact the same persons who 
suffered loss by reason of the seizure and condemnation of the sloop DiMovery as set 
forth in the preceding findings. 

Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States and 
the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. They were not claims 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in part under the pro- 
visions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22d of 
February, 1819, and were not allowed in whole or in part imder the provisions of the 
treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July, 1831. 

The claimants, in their representative capacity, are the owners of said claims which 
have never been assigned. 
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CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation of the 
vessel was illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor 
upon the French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the 
United States and the French Republic, concluded on the 30th day of September, 
1800; that said claims were relinquished to France by the Government of the United 
Statee by said tnsat^ in part consideration of the relinquishment of certain national 
ckdms of France agianst the United States; and that the claimants are entitled to the 
following sums from the United States: 

William Babbitt, administrator of Noble Perry, three hundred and thirty- 
nine dollars $339.00 

WiUiam Babbitt, administrator of Joseph Perry, three hundred and thirty- 
nine dollars 339.00 



Amounting in all to {he sum of six hundred and seventy-eight dollars. 678. 00 

But that the condemnation of the cargo was legal, the same not having been prop- 
erly documented and the ownership thereof not having been proven by competent 
evidence; hence no allowance is made therefor under the authority of the oeUey^ 
Wyman (36 C. Cls., 261). 

The estates of John Teasdale, David Alexander, and Muir & Boyd have proved 
no valid claims. 

No persons claiming to represent Simeon Tisdale, Joseph Tisdale, John Smith, 
William RichoK^nd, or Robert Hazlehurst & Co., have appeared herein.

My Dear Mr. Jones : In compliance with your request of June 21, 
1913, that I let you know what I think about the Grrace Cox inher- 
itance case, I wish to say that I have heard arguments for and 
against the motion and have gone quite thoroughly into the matter 
myself. 

The letter of the Indian Office of March 1, 1913, sets out the law 
points involved, which were in essence as follows: 

That the act of June 25, 1910 (96 Stat L., 855), conferred upon the Secretary 
of the Interior indispntable and exclnsiye Jarisdlctlon to ascertain the lawful 
heirs to Indian trust estates. 

That this carries with it the power to inquire into personal statl of descend- 
ants and claimants and into any court proceedings, or acts preUminary to 
proceedings, intended to affect the title or descent of the lands or other 
restricted property. 

That no decree of any court Is binding upon the Secretary with respect to 
these estates, although such decrees and court records may be used as evidence. 

That the Secretary is not only empowered to inquire into all phases of a 
proceeding affecting the domestic statl of decedent and daimnnts, but that in 
his office of guardian of Indian interests It Is his duty to so inquire. 

That where the primary incidents of an adoption were in operation during 
the lives of the adopter and adopted — that is, where the relations of parent 
and child had actually been entered upon and equities accrued — a liberal con- 
struction of the adoption statutes should be had. 

As to facts and law the conclusions were, in effect : 

That Grace Cox was incurably ill at the time of the alleged adoption. 

That her deathbed statements, as related by Mrs. Merrick, whose testimony 
was undisputed, are sufficient indication of her ignorance of any proceedings 
or acts on her part with reference to her land. 

That she was not competent, physicaUy, mentally, or intellectually, to ini- 
tiate adoption proceedings. 

That the parties were not in court, as recited in the decree. 
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That Jnrisdictional defects appear in the court record, and that tliey wen 
of such character as to be fatal to a legal adoption. 

That the record contained evidences of imposition and fraud, and that tiie 
alleged status of Jennie Woodhull Cox was therefore not worthy of recognition. 

That Grace Cox died unmarried and without issue* her nearest snrviving ktn 
being her nephew, Thomas P. Webster, and her half-sister, Emily Walker, 
who became her sole heirs, entitled to equal shares in Grace Cox's estate. 

Department decision of May 8, 1913, rejecting office conclusions, 
proceeds on the theory that the Secretary of the Interior has judicial 
authority only to "ascertain" the heirs to an Indian trust estate, 
accepting without inquiry the stati of decedents or claimants as 
already aetermined in the local courts and applying the descent laws 
of the State to those stati. This doctrine with the consequent find- 
ings appears on page 3 of the decision, as follows : 

In passing upon the validity of an adoption for the purpose of reaching a 
proper determination of the heirs of an allottee, the department is bound by 
the statutes and decisions of the State as to adoption. 

The record in this case shows that the adoption was consummated in a court 
of competent Jurisdiction. 

The Supreme CJourt of Nebraska in the case of Ferguson t?. Herr (64 Nebr, 
663; 94 N. W., 542) states specifically that adoption statutes "being peculiarly 
beneficial and altruistic" are not to be strictly construed, and that acts of 
adoption consummated under them are to be upheld " if it be found that there 
was substantial compliance with the statute." 

That there was substantial compliance in the adoption proceedings in qaesdon. 

That the department is therefore unable to go behind the adoption decree 
for the purpose of looking into the merits of the case. 

That the status of Jennie Woodhull Goz as the adopted daughter of Grace 
Ck)z must be recognized by the department 

The attorneys in this case made oral argument at a hearing hefon 
me and each had reasonable opportunity to present his views. We 
finally reduced the issues to one of law and one of fact, namely — 

Whether or not the Secretary's Judicial functions extend to an examinatioii 
of all acts and conditions leading to a decree; or, to put It in the form uaed 
in the decision, 

Whether he lias power to go behind a court decree to look into the merltB 
of the case; 

Whether, having such power, the facts Justity recognition of the status con- 
ferred on J^mie Woodhull by the decree. 

Section 6 of the act of August 7, 1882 (22 Stat L., 341, 342), under 
which the Omaha patents were issued, provides in part: 

That the laws of descent and partition in force in the said State (Nebraska) 
shall apply thereto after patents therefor have been executed and delivered- 

The Secretary, in his determination of heirs to Indian estates, 
must, therefore, apply the laws of descent to the facts disclosed by 
the evidence. In the case of Fosburgh v. Rogers (114 Mo., 122), 
the court said that the statutes of descent — 

must be understood as merely laying down general rules of inheritance, and not 
as completely and accurately defining how the status is to be created which 
gives the capacity to inherit. It does not undertake to prescribe who shall be 
considered a child or a widow or a husband or what is necessary to constitate 
the legal relation of husband and wife or of parent and child. The inheritable 
right of an adopted child does not conflict with the statute of descents. The 
statute touching adoption points out who are to be considered " children " within 
the meaning of the statute of descents. 

It will be seen therefore that the law of descent is general in its 
terms and merely provides for a class of persons, such as brother and 
sister or husband and wife. The act of June 25, 1910 (36 Stat L, 
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865), gives the Secretary of the Interior the exclusive right to de- 
cide (as will be more fully shown hereafter) from the evidence ad- 
duced by his personal representative in the field, what persons are 
to fiU the status of " brother " or " sister," or '[ child " or " kindred." 
In the Grace Cox case we have one person claiming as a " child " of 
the decedent, and two other persons denying that claim and contend- 
ing that thev are the decedent's heirs as half sister and nephew or 
the " next ot kin." The adoption decree, the briefe of the attorneys, 
the proof of the relationship of the half sister and the nephew, to 
the decedent, were all submitted in the form of evidence by the spe- 
cial examiner, together with his conclusions for the conclusion of the 
office, and the final decision of the Secretary. It should be borne in 
mind that the departmental procedure, prescribed under the act of 
June 25, 1910, supra, and promulgated October 12, 1910, and the 
duties of the Secretary as judge of the special tribunal created by 
the act, are not analagous to tnose of any court, State or Federal. 
The Secretary is, as it were, counsel for both plaintiff and defendant 
as well as judge upon the bench. He does not wait for a case to be 
brought before him, but on the contrary, institutes the necessary pro- 
ceedings through his representatives in the field, collects the neces- 
sary evidence which may be in the form of decrees of the State 
courts, ex parte or interrogatory affidavits, etc., and renders his de- 
cision on legal and eauitable grounds. The act defining the scope 
of his duties specifically provides that his decisions shall be under 
^such rules and regulation as he may prescribe,'^'* It is evident, 
therefore, that the l^retary is not " bound " by the decisions or de- 
crees of any court in inheritance matters affecting Indian trust lands, 
and that it rests entirely in his discretion, from the evidence sub- 
mitted, as to the determination of Indian heirs. In this connection 
attention is invited to the uniform decisions of the Federal courts as 
to the power and authority of the Secretary of the Interior imder the 
act of June 25, 1910. That act provides in part as follows : 

That when any Indian to whom an allotment of land has been made, or may 
hereafter be made» dies before the expiration of the trust period and before the 
issnance of a fee-simple patent, without having made a will disposing of said 
allotment as hereinafter provided, the Secretary of the Interior, upon notice 
and hearing, under such rules as he may prescribe, shall ascertain the legal 
heirs of such deced^it, and his decision thereon shall be final and conclusive. 

In the case of Bond v. U. S. (181 Fed., 613), decided September 12. 
1910, the above law was for the first time construed by the United 
States Circuit Court for the District of Oregon. This suit was 
brought in 1907 by an Indian, Frank Bond, for a decree adjudging 
him to be the sole heir of one Calapooya Jack, an Indian to whom 
an allotment of land was made in the Grand Bonde Beservation in 
1891, under the allotment act of February 8, 1887. Among other 
things the court said : 

By this act (the act of 1887) the United States retained title to and control 
over the allotted lands during the trust period, without any right in the al- 
lottee to do more than occupy and cultivate them under a paper or writing, 
showing that at a particular time in the future, unless it is extended by the 
President, he would be ^titled to a regular pat^t, conveying the fee. The 
property did not cease, by the allotment, to be the property of the United States 
nor subject to its control, nor did the allottee cease to be a ward of the Gov- 
ernment The title still remained in the Government and the allottee remained in 
a condition of pupilage and dependency. The determination of all disputes 
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concerning the allotment, its occupancy and possession, and the gi^aenil contnd 
of the Indian remained with the Secretary of the Interior. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

The title to the land and the conseqneit control thereof being in the United 
States, it was subsequently held in the Smith case (194 U. S., 401), and the 
Kalyton case (204 U. S., 458). that the sole anthortty for settling all controTer- 
sies. necessarily including the determination of the title and incidentally the 
right to the possession of the Indian allotments while the same were held In 
trust by the United States, resided in the Secretary of the Interior, and were 
not cognizable by any court, either State or Federal, except as such authority 
has been expressly conferred by act of CJongress. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

If, however, Congress intended, by the act of 1901, to confer upon ttie 
courts jurisdiction to determine questions of heirship and descent as it may 
affect allotted lands during the trust period, it was a Jurisdiction which it 
could take away at any time. This it did by making the Secretary of the 
Interior a special tribunal to determine such questions, and declaring that 
his decision sfiall be "final and conclusive,*' thus making the Jurisdictioii 
conferred upon him exclusive, and to that extent operated as a repeal by 
implication, of the act of 1901, conferring Jurisdiction on the courts. (U. S. «. 
Tynen 11 Wall., 88; Eckloff v. D. C, 135 U. S., 240.) And as there is no saving 
clause, the authority of the court immediately ceased over pending: cases. 
In my Judgment therefore, the court has no jurisdiction of this suit, but 
the question sought to be litigated must be determined by the Sec^-etary of 
the Interior. 

On January 12, 1911, the act received its second construction by 
the United States circuit court in the case of Pel-Ata-Yakot v. The 
United States (188 Fed., 387) . The court said in part : 

The provision is comprehensive, and clearly evinces the intention of Con- 
gress to confer exclusive Jurisdiction to decide such controversies apon the 
Secretary of the Interior. That being true, it must be held that by Implicatloii 
the existing act (of 1891) conferring Jurisdiction upon the courts was repealed. 
(United States v. Tynen, 11 Wall., 88; 20 L. Ed., 153.) The repeal thus effected 
being without any reservation as to pending cases the present case, althon^ 
commenced prior to the passage of the repealing act, must fall with the act 
upon which it rested. (Railroad C5o. v. Grant, 98 U. S., 398; 25 L. Bd.. 231.) 
Precisely the same question was Involved In Bond v. United States (CX C; 
181 Fed., 613), and with the conclusion there reached I am in accord. 

The demurrer will be sustained, and the bill dismissed for want of Jnii»- 
dictlon. 

The next case to construe the act was that of Parr v. Colfax (197 
Fed., 302, in the CSrcuit Court of Appeals, Ninth Circuit, July 15, 
1912. The court said : 

Indians (par. 18) — Lands — ^Descent — ^Determination — ^Appeal: In a salt to 
determine heirship to an unpatented Indian allotment of the Umatilla Reserva- 
tion the court decided that the equitable title to the land was in the Indian's 
widow. Eleven days after an appeal taken act Cong. June 25, 1910, 431, 36 
Stat, 855, was passed, providing that when an Indian allottee dies before ex- 
piration of the trust period and before the issuance of a patent, without a 
will disposing of the allotm^it, the Secretary of the Interior, on notice and 
hearing, shall ascertain the legal heirs of such decedent, and his decision shall 
be conclusive. Heldr, that such act deprived the Circuit Court of Appeals of 
Jurisdiction to entertain an appeal from a decree sued out after the statute went 
into effect, since it deprived the court of Jurisdiction to enforce any Judgment 
it might render on such appeal. 

The question arises, What is the effect of that statute upon the appeal in this 
case? The contention is made that it has no application to a case which was 
begun before the date of the statute. But we do not think so. There is In the 
statute no clause reserving Jurisdiction as to pending cases, and the meaning 
of the statute is clear that exclusive Jurisdiction is given to the Secretary of 
the Interior of all cases where an Indian, to whom allotment of land had been 
made or might thereafter be made, dies or had died intestate before the expira- 
tion of the trust period and before the issuance of the fee-simple patent That 
construction being given, the statute deprived the Circuit Court of Jurisdlcti<»i 
to eatertain an action such as is here under consideration, and thereby, as a 
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necessary incident, it took away the Jtirisdictlon of this court to entertain an 
appeal from the decree of the Circuit CJourt sued out after the statute w«it 
into effect, and this for the reason that the act deprives this court of the power 
to enforce any judgment it may render on appeal. 

Under date of May 3, 1913, the Attorney General advised the de- 
partment that in the Indian heirship case of Harris v. The United 
States, United States District Court, Western District of Oklahoma, 
the court held that the act of February 14, 1913 (which extended the 
provisions of the act of June 25. 1910, supra, to Oklahoma), divested 
it of any jurisdiction it may nave had to determine the question 
involved. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the act of June 26, 1910, with its 
declaration that the Secretary's findings shall be final and conclusive, 
assures to him a judicial capacity and powers more extensive and 
complete, jperhajjs, than those exercised by courts having original or 
appellate jurisdiction. Even without this specific declaration by 
Congress and the uniform decisions indicated, the Secretary had 
power to look into all features of a matter coming before him for 
adjudication. McKay v. Kalyton (204 U. S., 468), United States v. 
Wright (11 Wall., 648), and other decisions are declarative of the 
judicial powers of an executive officer. On August 26, 1911, in Little 
Bill V. Swanson (117 Pac. Rep., 481), the Supreme Court of Wash- 
ington — 

Held, In an action between an Indian claiming as heir of the original patentee 
to recover the land from the commissioners* grantees, that, irrespective of the 
adjudication of the probate court, the questions as to heirship and ownership 
were res judicata, since the decisions of the differ^it departments of the United 
States Government on questions of fact within the scope of their authority are 
conclusive except on appeal within the departments. 

With reference to a liberal construction of statutes of adoption in 
order to effect their beneficent and altruistic objects, and the case of 
Ferguson v, Herr (64 Nebr., 663 ; 94 N. W., 542) , cited in the decision, 
there does not seem to me to be sufficient similarity of facts or issues 
to give that case a controlling influence here. On looking into Fergu- 
son V, Herr, I find that the Fergusons received frc«n the poor master 
a destitute child, but failed to set out in their petition to adopt that 
they wished to confer upon it the rights of heirship. The statute 
itself did not make inheritance an incident of the adoption, but pro- 
vided for a decree '" in accordance with the terms and conditions of 
said consent and petition." The decree conferred upon the child 
rights of heirship. Apparently the child enjoyed for years the bene- 
fits of a good home, ana his status as adopted child of the Fergusons 
was not questioned during the life of his foster parents. The main 
issue in the case was thus oriefly stated by Commissioner Kilpatrick, 
who delivered the opinion ; 

The pivotal point, therefore, is, did the prohate conrts have Jurisdiction to 
decree that the adopted child should possess the rights of a child born in law- 
ful wedlock? 

Dwelling on the primary objects of an adoption, the commissioner 

said: 

Adoption statutes are peculiarly beneficent and altruistic. Their purpose is 
wholly humane. By reason of their enactmait much misery, otherwise in- 
evitable, has been prevented ; and the happiness of a most permanent and lofty 
character thereby eng^idered is practically incalculable. Childless parent^

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have been provided with objects on which to bestow their affections, and or- 
phans have been snugly entr^iched In homes of comfort, and even loxniy. 
brought thereby under the most valuable of influences, and, perchance, saved 
from swelling the ranks of the vicious and criminal. * * * As has bea 
aptly stated : " In cases of this kind it is not the duty of the court to bring 
the judicial microscope to bear upon the case in order that every slight defect 
might be enlarged and magnified so that a reason might be found for declar- 
ing invalid nn act consummated years before; but rather to approach the case 
with an inclination to uphold such acts, if it is found that there was a sob- 
stantlal compliance with the statute." 

It is certainly to be assumed that the Fergusons knew that this decree had 
been entered, and knew what it provided. Throughout their lives they ap- 
pear to have been perfectly satisfied therewith. This argues strongly in favor 
of the conclusion that the i»t)bate judge correctly reflected their own inten- 
tions in the decree. 

An adoption bj^ a citizen Indian can be effected, of course, only 
through the exercise of his personal right to go into the State court 
for the purpose, and any claim of this kind to heirship rights in 
restricted Indian lands must rest on the personal status thus be- 
stowed. Ex officio the Secretary is guardian of all Indian interests. 
Only on his recognition of the stoMia of " child " created by adop- 
tion proceedings can an adopted child take restricted Indian prop- 
erty. If it be said that the responsibility declared in the several 
allotment acts is simplj a trusteeship over the lands, and not over 
the individual Indian, inasmuch as he becomes a citizen of the State 
and subject to its civil and criminal laws as soon as the trust patent 
issues in his name, the answer is that the courts have repeatedly 
held that a personal relation did continue which they define as that 
of guardian and ward. (U. S. v. Rickert, 188 U. S., 432 ; U. S. r. 
Celestine, 215 U. S., 278.) It is only through the Secretary's wise 
supervision over the lands and investigation into needs and acts of 
his ward that each individual allotment may become of practical 
" use and benefit " to its owner. For this reason, if he find after due 
inquiry into the law and the facts that an alleged adoption was in 
accordance with law and meritorious; that the adoptive parent and 
adopted child each realized appreciable benefit therefrom, or th.it 
equities arose through the adoptor's act which could not otherwise 
be satisfied, he is justified in overlooking minor and innocent irre^- 
larities in procedure, and, if necessary, to invoke the principles of 
morality and ethics in order to further a humane and beneficent 
purpose. (Choctaw Nation v. United States, 119 U. S., 1-28.) In 
sucn cases only can substantial compliance become of pivotal im- 

Eortance. There is another feature of the decision in Ferguson v. 
[err to which I desire to call attention. The probate decree in the 
adoption matter under consideration shows a jurisdictional defect 
on the face of it, in that the required number of days had not elapsed 
before the rendition of the decree. The Supreme Court of Nebraska, 
in the case just alluded to, also passed upon the identical point oi 
proper notice under the statute^ saying: 

We doubt whether a court would, after many pears had elapsed, during 
tohich all parties appeared to have been content toith the event of the proceed- 
ings, hear the obje<rtion that the notice required had not been published In 
exact compliance with the statute. • • • 

Decided on rehearing April 9, 1903, reversing the court's own 
decree of 1902, in which the district court's decision was affirmed. 
(The underscoring is supplied.) 
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The inference here is plain that if no urmecessary time had elapsed 
after the rendition of tne decree, and two of the mtally interested 
parties had opposed it continualhf from the time it issued, the court 
would have required strict compliance with the statute. In the Grace 
Cox adoption case prompt steps were taken to annul the decree, and 
extreme dissatisfaction felt hy the blood-related heirs as to a stranger 
taking the whole of an inheritance valued at approximately $20,000 
by the creation of an artificial status. In this connection special 
attention is invited to the case of Omaha Water Co. v. Schamel (147 
Fed., 507). 

In the case of Tucker v. Fisk (154 Mass., 574), decided in 1891, the 
court said : 

But for the alleged adoption the petitioners, who were next of kin to Eliza, 
woold have been her heirs at law. If the adoption proceedings should turn out 
for any reason to be invalid, they will be entitled to her estate as her heirs 
at law. They have therefore a direct pecuniary interest in the matter, like 
disinhierited heirs in proceedings concerning their ancestor's will or heirs whose 
anceetor was fraudulently induced to make a conveyance of real estate. No 
law required that any notice should be given to them before the decree of 
adoption was passed. They were not parties to the proceeding, had no oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and are not concluded by the decree. 

The circumstances here indicated are very similar to the adoption 
matter now under consideration. The court also said : 

While the primary result of adoption is, like marriage, to create a different 
relationship and status as to the parties immediately concerned from that 
which existed between them before, it may also indirectly affect, then or 
afterwards, the rights and interests of others; and in principle there would 
seem to be Just as much reason that parties interested should be allowed to 
contest the vaUdity of a decree of adoption, as that they should be allowed to 
contest the validity of a divorce and subsequent marriage by one of the divorced 
parties. 

And it was decided that the case should stand for hearing on the 
evidence. 

The last adoption case heard in the Supreme Court of Nebraska 
was that of Tiffany v. Wright (79 Nebr., p. 10), May 10, 1907. It is 
adverted to here merely to show the attitude of the court where 
frattdulent acts were performed under color of law. The case was 
neard in the district court on an appeal from a proceeding of adop- 
tion, instituted in the county court of Keyapaha County, Nebr., m 
which Tiffany and his wife were declared and adiudg^ to have 
legally adopted an infant child, named Minnie Wright. . The appeal 
from the order was prosecuted by the father of the child, FranMin 
P. Wright, under the provisions of section 801d of the code, and on 
a hearing of the cause in the district court, the appeal was dismissed 
and the judgment of the county court affirmed. To reverse this 
jud^ent Mr. Wright appealed to the supreme court, and judgment 
m his favor was rendered. In concluding the court said : 

We are strougly impressed with the view that the pretended adoption pro- 
ceedings were but a collusion and fraudulent attempt on the part of the 
Tiffanys to deprive the appellant of the natural guardianship of his child 
without Just cause. The specious pretense of legal guardianship of the child, 
under which the appellee. Mrs. Tiffany, assumed to consent to the adoption 
gives the entire proceedings an appearance too clearly resembling an attempted 
kidnaping under cloak of the law to find favor in this court 
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The conclusion is forced upon me by the evidence that the court 
proceedings were irregular and that the adoption idea did not origi- 
nate with Grace Cox ; that she did not initiate the court proceeding 
with any understanding of their import ; that she was witnout advice 
from any other source than those who were to profit by the adoption 
directly or indirectly ; that she was not capable or fitted in any way 
to assume a mother's responsibility toward any child. Moreover, hei 
affliction made it undesirable to bring a child in close contact witib 
her. Jennie Woodhull had a good home. She needed no other, and 
Grace Cox had ncme to offer. The parents in fact never relinquished 
their control over her. None of the beneficent incidents of an adop- 
tion were realized during the life of Grace Cox, and there are good 
reasons for believing that they could never have been realized. 'Kiere 
was, therefore, no consideration of justice, expediency, or equity to be 
served by the adoption, or by recognition now of the relations de- 
clared in the decree. 

Grace Cox's estate could easily bear the expense of her care and 
maintenance during her illness. If no bill therefor was submitted 
and settled during the administration of her estate in 1905, an item- 
ized accoimt covering all legitimate charges for sustenance and nurs- 
ing should now be submitted. Claims for reasonable expenditures of 
this nature receive favorable consideration in this office, and are paid 
out of rentals or other funds remaining to the credit of the estate. 

I have gone into the matter at some length because there is a vital 
principle in the administration of Indian estates involved, and title 
to an estate, valued at approximately $20,000, depends upon the con- 
clusion to be reached. My review of the case reveals to me the need 
for just such authorization as Congress has given in the act of June 
26, 1910, and for a liberal construction of its powers under that act in 
order that our adjudications, while conforming to legal principles and 
decisions, may not be void of equity or give effect to fraudulent or per- 
nicious purposes. 

Grace Cox was possessed at her death of her own allotment and a 
one-third interest m the allotments of her father, Luther Cox, her 
brother, Ou-ba-ne Cox, and her brother, Walter Cox, the last named 
being subject to a life interest in the allottee's wife, Mag^e Cox (now 
Dick). She died unmarried and without issue, survived by her 
nephew, Thomas P. Webster, and her half-sister, Emily Walker, her 
nearest kin, who, in my opinion, should be held to be her sole heirs 
under the laws of descent of Nebraska, entitled to share equally in 
all ho" property, real and personal ; and as such heirs entitled also to 
all rentals or other moneys accrued therefrom; all as contained in the 
recommendation in Indian Office letter of March 1, 1913. 

The decision of the department of May 8, 1913, as it appears to me, 
rests entirely on imtenable grounds. It is at variance with long-estab- 
lidied principles of the Secretarv's authority in Indian matters, and 
in addition to effectuating, in this instance, a questionable transac- 
tion, would, if sustained, materially limit the Secretary's powers 
under the act of June 25, 1910, and interfere with a consistent and 
strictly upright administration of Indian estates. I therefore recom- 
mend that it be vacated; that the doctrine of complete jurisdicdoia 
in the Secretary, herein indicated, be adhered to; that the alleged 
status of adoptive parent and adopted child, as between Grace Cox 
and Jennie Woodhull, be not recognized ; and that the sole heirs to 
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the restricted estates of Grace Oox, Luther Cox, Ou-ba-ne Cox, and 
Walter Cox, and their respective shares in each estate, be declared as 
follows :

Emily Walker, daughter, one-half. 
On-ba-ne Cox: 

Thomas P. Webster, grandson of father, one-half. 

Emily Walker, daughter of ftither, one-half. 
Walter Cox: 

Thomas P. Webster, grandson of father, one-half. 

Emily Walker, daughter of father (subject to an estate for life In Maggie 
CJox— now Dick — surviving wife), one-half. 
Grace Cox: 

Thomas P. Webster, nephew, one-half. 

Emily Walker, half sister, one-half.

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith, for the consideration 
of Congress, the record of a judgment rendered by the Court of Claims 
on October 13, 1913, on mandate of tho Supreme Court of the United 
States, in cause No. 27196, William Stewart MacLeod, as sole sur- 
viving partner of the partnership of MacLeod & Co. v. The United 
States, m the amount of $5,578.89. 

Copies of findings of fact and conclusions of law by the Court of 
Claims dismissing the petition and from which plaintiffs appealed, 
and the opinion of the Supreme Court of the United States in the 
case, filed June 10, 1913, accompany this communication. 

An appropriation for the judgment is necessary before payment 
can be made. 

Attention is invited^ however, to the fact that the moneys sued 
for and recovered in this cause represent duties exacted from plaintiffs 
upon a cargo of rice shipped by them on the steamship VeniLS, from 
Saigon, Chma, to Cebu, r. I., and landed at the latter port on or 
about February 4, 1899, duties thereon being demanded by and paid 
to the so-called insurgent government, then m possession of the port 
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of Cebu. Thereafter the military collector of customs at Manik 
refused to receive further business from the claimant firm until the 
duties on the Saigon cargo^ discharged at Cebu, should be paid, and 
on March 6, 1899, the plamtiffs paid, under protest, to the United 
States military collector of customs at Manila the sum of $5,578^, 
being the same amount as theretofore paid by plain tiffis to the so- 
called insurgent government at tiie port of Cebu. 

The Supreme Court holds that **tne payment made at Manila was 
not a tariff duty, but an iUegal and unwarranted exaction in the 
nature of a penalty, covered by neither the orders of the President 
nor the ratirying acts of Congress" relating to tariff duties in the 
Philippine Island. 

No part of the monejrs paid as duties ever reached the Treasury of 
the United States.

This case having been heard by the Court of Claims, the court, upon the evideoce, 
makes the following 

FINDINGS OP PACT. 

I. At and prior to the dates hereinafter mentioned, petitioner and Neil Madeod 
and Henry Anthony Macleod were in partnerEhip under the firm name of Macleod & 
Co., doin^ a general mercantile business in the Philippine Idands and in other parts 
of tne Orient, with their head office at Manilaj P. I., where they also transacted such 
business. All the members of the firm were citizens and subjects, and petitioner still 
is a citizen and subject, of Great Britain, but he resides at Manila, P. I., and had bo 
resided for several years prior to the dates hereinafter mentioned. Neil Macleod and 
Henry Anthony Macleod have deceased, and petitioner is the only survivor <rf sudi 
partnership. 

II. On the I3th of January, 1899, the claimant firm chartered at Manila from her 
owners, the Compania Maritima, the steamship Venus, an American registered veeeel 
fljring the American flag, and cleared her in ballast to Saigon, China, from whence she 
sailed on the 22d of January, 1899. with a cargo of 14,500 piculs of rice of 134 pounds per 
picul, consigned to the claimant nrm at the port of Cebu, island of Cebu, in the I^ulip- 
pine Archipelago. 

III. Previous to the above dates it had been the practice of the military au^orities 
at Manila to require resident importers at that port shipping rice to points other than 
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Manila in the Fliilippme Islands not actually occupied by the military forces of the 
United States to present certified manifests covering such caigo and to pa^ tiie duties 
thereon to the United States military collector of customs at Manila, which practice 
was matter of common knowledge and discussion among the business men of Manila. 

IV. On or about the 18th of January, 1899, said military collector of customs at 
Manila was informed by certain business interests of that city that the claimant firm 
proposed to ship said caigo of rice by the Ventu direct from Sitigon, Chiniu to the port 
of Oebu, and did not intend to enter said cargo or to pay duty thereon at Manila. The 
collector was further informed that said business interests were likewise engaged in 
the importation of rice into the Philippine Islands, and that they had, in carrymg on 
such business, complied with the requirements imposed by the United States authori- 
ties, and had paid duties upon similar cargoes at Manila, and that under such unfair 
competition they would be unable to carry on further trade. 

On the same date the collector of customs at Manila inquired of the United States 
consul at Saigon, by cable, as to the facU thus reported (Copy A, p. 68), and on Janu- 
ary 21, 1899, received a cable reply from said consul confirming said report and inform- 
ing him that the Vemu would sail for Cebu upon the following day. 

V. On Januarys 23, 1899, the claimant firm was officially notified by said military 
collector at Manila tnat he had been informed of the sailing of the Vemu direct to the 
port of Cebu with said caigo. and that a certified manifest of said cargo must be pre- 
sented and the duties paia tnereon at the customhouse at Manila. 

VI. On January 24, 1899, the following letter was presented to said collector of 
customs at Manila by Henry A. Mcicleod, a memb^ of the claimant firm, since deceased : 

Manila, January t4, 1899, 

Col. G. R. COLTON, 

Collector of Customs. (Present.) 

Dba9 Sir: As your letter of yesterds^ to the Maritima re Venus duties concerns us 
they have handed it to us for reply. There was no secret made of the voyage of the 
Venus, She was openly dispatcoed for Saigon, there to load a cargo of rice for the 
Philippines. 

Before leaving Manila we instructed the captain to furnish himself with U. S. con- 
sular papers if ordered to Cebu (orders bein^ sent by cable) in case that port should be 
in possession of the U. S. authorities on his arrival. We presume, therefore, that his 
papers are in order to cover this point. 

According to our last advices Cebu is in the hands of the republican government 
and there are no American authorities there. We feel certain that the Cebu authorities 
will exact ^e pa3anent of duties on the Venus caigo of rice, and we are informed that 
it will be exactly the same amount as if collected; under tne Manila tariff at present 
ruling. 

In selling the caigo we had, in foct, to ^ve a guaranty to the buyer that the duty 
would not exceed that of the present Mamla tariff. Now, if the duty be exacted by 
the Cebu authorities, we can not afford to pay it for a second time to you in Manila, 
and for our own protection must protest against so doing, since it is through no fault of 
ours iJiat the duty goes to the Cebu customhouse. 

As our desire, however, is to pay all the respect we possibly can to your notification, 
we will, if you so instruct us, reouest our Cebu friends to protest against the payment 
of any duty in Cebu in view of tne Cebu customs being at present under your control, 
according to your text under reply. 

Regretting the present political situation which presents us with this complicated 
case, we remain, dear sir. 
Yours, faithfully, 

(Signed) Macleod & Co. 

VII. At the time of personally presenting the above letter Macleod informed said 
collector that a ehip of tne claimant firm was about to leave Manila for Cebu and would 
reach Cebu in time to head off the Venus before dischaiging; that his intention in so 
advising the collector was that the collector might take such steps as he thought mo.«!t 
expedient in the interest of the Government, but that the claimant firm had no inten- 
tion of deviating the Venus from her course or stopping the discharge of her caigo — that 
it was the claimant firm's intention to carry out their contract with the buyers of the 
caigo at Cebu even at the loss involved in the payment of double duties. 

Tne ship thus referred to by said Henry A. Macleod actually sailed upon the same 
day from Manila and arrived at Cebu on the 26th of January, three days before the 
Venus reached that port. 

VIII. On the 25th of April, 1898, by an act of Congress (30 Stats., 364) war was 
declared between the United States and Spain. 
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Immediately thereafter war was waged by the contending powefs, and amen? the 
early results thereof was the capture of Manila Bay and harbor, May I, IS98, and the 
destruction or capture of the Spanish fleet by the forces of the United States. 

Pursuant to ttie power vested in him by the Constitution and the said declaratkm oi 
war, the President promulgated ^e following order: 

Wab Dbpabtmknt, 
Wa^ingtonf July IS, 1898. 
The following order of the President is published for the information and guidance 
of all concemea: 

"ExBCUTivB Mansion, July ISj 1898. 

"By virtue of the authority vested in me as Commander in Chief of the Army aad 
Navy of the United States of America, I do hereby order and direct that upon the 
occupation and possession of anv ports and places m the Philippine Islands bv the 
forces of the United States the following tariff of duties and taxes, to be levied aad 
collected as a military contribution, and regulations for the administration thereof, 
ehall take effect and be in force in the ports and places so occupied. 

''Questions arisiDg under said tariff and regulations shall be decided by the gene&I 
in command of the United States forces in those islands. 

"Necessary and authorized expenses for the administration of said tariff and rcgo- 
■ lations shall be paid from the collections thereunder. 

"Accurate accoimts of collections apd expenditures shall be kept and rendered to 
the Secretary of War. 

"William McKinlbt." 

Upon the occupation of any ports or places in the Philippine Islands by the forces of 
the United States the foregoing order shall %e proclaimed and enforced. 

R. A. Alobr, SecreUay of War. 

Article III of the protocol of August 12, 1898, between the United States and Spain 
is as follows: 

* ' The United States will occupy and hold the city, bay, and harbor of Manila pending 
the conclusion of a treaty whicn shall determine the control, disposition, and govern- 
ment of the Philippines." 

Manila was opened to commerce as a port of entry August 20, 1898, and Iloilo wss 
opened February 22, 1899; Cebu, March 14, 1899; Zamboanga, Siassi, and Jolo, 
December 26. 1899. 

IX. The treaty of peace between the United States and the Kingdom of Spain wm 
signed on the 10th of December, 1898, but it was not ratified and proclaimed by the 
two countries until the 11th of April, 1899. 

On the 25th of December, 1898, the Spanish flag was hauled down and the Spanish 
forces, civil and military, evacuated tlie island of Cebu, having first appointed a pro- 
visional governor thereof. Forty-eight hours later a so-called republic under Uie name 
and style of the Republica do Filipina, of which Aguinaldo was the head, compoeed of 
the native inhabitants, who had formerly been in insurrection against the Government 
of Spain, took possession of said island and proceeded to administer the public a&irt 
thereof, and maintained a government at Cfebu, including the collection of customs. 
imtil the 22d of February following, when possession was surrendered to the United 
States. 

For many years prior to December 25, 1898, the Kingdom of Spain had poeseased and 
governed the island of Cebu and had maintained armed forces there for defense and 
the preservation of order. 

At no time between the date of the decalaration of war between the United States 
and the Kingdom of Spain and the 22d day of February, 1899, had an officer of the 
United States, either civil or military, or any armed force of the United States, been 
in the island of Cebu, nor had the United States been in possession or occupation of 
the port of Cebu or any part of the island of that name; on the contrary, from the time 
of the declaration of war between the United States and the Kingdom of Spain to the 
22d day of February, 1899, the Spaniards and the people of the island of Cebu suc- 
cessively had been in the actual physical possession of the island. 

X. The Venus arrived at the port of Cebu on the 29th of January, 1899, and the 
officers of said native government demanded payment of duties on her cargo iiom the 
resident agent of the claimant firm in the sum of 11,045 pesos and 50 cents, refusing to 
allow said cargo to be discharged until said payment was made. 

Six days later, on February 4, 1899, said resident agent of the claimant firm at the 
port of Cebu paid the full amount of duties thus demanded under protest to the so- 
called republican government, and said cargo was thereafter discnarged from the 
Venus and subsequently delivered to the purchaser thereof at the port of Cebu. 
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n. The Venu9 thereafter took on new cargo and sailed for Manila, airiving at the 
latter port on February 12, 1899, consigned to the Oomimfifa Maritima. 

On me arrival of the Venus at Manila she was at first prevented by the American 
authorities from discharging her cargo without first paying the duties upon the Saigon 
cargo dischsurged at Cebu, but very shortly thereafter was permitted to do so without 
such condition. 

XII. March 4, 1899, the claimant firm made application to the collector of customs 
at Manila to "open register to allow of steamship Knivsberg receiving cargo for Hong- 
kong," but the collector of customs at Manila rerused to receive further business horn 
the claimant firm until the duties upon the Saigon cargo, discharged at Cebu, should 
be paid. 

lliereafter, on March 6, 1899, the claimant firm, through said Hemy A. McLeod 
paid under protest to the said United States collector of customs at Manila the sum 
of 15,578.89 m United States currency, being the same amount as that theretofore paid 
in i>eeos on February 6, 1899, by the resident agent of said claimants upon the same 
cargo to the so-called republican government at the port of Cebu. 

CONCLUSION OP LAW. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court finds, as a conclusion of law, that the 
claimants are not entitled to recover, and the petition must be dismissed. 

OPINION. 

Barney, J., delivered the opinion of the court. 

This is a suit by the plaintiffs to recover $5,578.89, the amount of certain import 
duties collected nom them by the United States military collector of customs at 
Manila upon a cargo of rice shipped from Sai^n, China, to the island of Cebu, Philip- 
pine Islands, in January, 1899. after the signing of the treaty of peace between Spain 
and the United States, but before its ratification. The plaintiffs are subjects of 
Great Britain, and at the time stated were importers of general merchandise in the 
Philippine Islands and other ports of the Orient, with headquarters at Manila. 

The cargo was shipped upon the Vmus^ an American vessel flying the American 
flag, direct from Saigon, China, to the port of Cebu, consigned to the plaintiff firm, 
and arrived on the 29th day of January. 1899. On the 25th day of December previous 
the Spanish military forces evacuated the island of Cebu, the officers of me civil 
government leaving at the same time. Within forty-eight hours theres^ter the native 
inhabitants oi]ganized a government for the island, the same being a branch of the 
so-called Philippine republic, of which Aguinaldo was the head. This government 
continued to administer the civil affairs of the island, including the collection of cus- 
toms, until the 22d of February following, when possession was delivered to the United 
States. Upon the arrival of the Venus at the port of Cebu, duties upon the cargo 
were demanded of the plaintiffs by this provisional government, refusing to allow the 
same to be landed until the duties were paid. In compliance with said demand, but 
under protest, the plaintiffs paid duties on said cargo in the sum of $5,578.89. 

Thereafter the military collector of customs at Manila demanded of the plaintiffs 
myrnent to him of the customary duties levied by the military authorities in the 
Philippine Islands upon the said cargo landed at Cebu, and refused them permission 
to do further business at the custom-house at Manila until said duties were paid. The 
claimants thereupon paid the said collector, under protest, the duties thus demanded, 
which were the same m amount as had previously been paid to the provisional govern- 
ment at Cebu when the cargo was discharged. 

It is contended by the defendants (1) that the collection of the duties in question at 
Manila was a valid and lawful exercise of the war power vested in the military com- 
mander of the United States forces in the Philippinelslands; (2) that, even if otherwise, 
the collection of said duties was fully ratified and confirmed by the act of Conmes 
approved June 30, 1906 (34 Stat., 636), commonly known as the Spooner Act. Both 
of these contentions are disputed by the plaintiffs. 

The nile of international law seems to do well settled that between the hi^ con- 
tracting parties the exchange of ratifications has a retroactive effect, confirming the 
treaty from its date. But a different rule prevails where individual rights of third 
parties are affected, and as to them it is not considered as concluded until there has 
been an exchange of ratifications. (Haver v. Yaker. 9 Wall., 32.) As was said by 
Mr. Justice Brown in Doohsy v. United States (182 IJ. S., 222, 230): 

"While it is true that the treaty of peace was signed December 10, 1898, it did not 
take effect upon individual ri^ts until there was an exchange of ratifications." 
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Under the foregoing rules, as between the high contracting parties, the title of ikt 
United States to the island of Gebu vested on the 10th day of December, 1898, thi 
date of the treaty of Paris, but in so far as this question of title affects third parties, 
the title did not vest until the 11th day of April, 1899, the date of the ratification of the 
treaty. From the foregoing rule it would appear that technically a state of war exited 
between the United States and Spain until tne 11th of April, 1899, in so far as that rela- 
tion would affect third parties; and this notwithstanding the protocol of August 12, 
1898, the only effect of which was to suspend active hostilities until a treaty was cw- 
duded. In view of this fact we do not see that it makes any difference in the dedsua 
of this case whethw we consider the island of Cebu as belonging to the United Stata 
or as belonging to Spain at the time of the importation of the merchandise by the 
claimants. If Spanish territory, then the claimants who, thoujg^ British subj^^ta, 
were doing business at Manila, a port within the military jurisdiction of the United 
States, were trading with belligerents of the United States, which is forbidden by ^ 
rules of international law {Wheatan*$ IrUemational Law, 422; MoTitffomery v. Umtei 
States, 15 WaU., 395.) 

Doubtless the military authorities of the United States could grant p^rmisBion » 
to trade, and it seems had done so in this case. But they had granted this privil«9 
upon the condition that the duties upon importations into the different ports ol the 
Pnilippine Islands must be paid at Manila. This condition the claimants failed to 
compijr with in the first instance, and the exaction of these duties at a later date vie 
well within the authority of the military commander at Manila. 

As to the duties and obligations of tne claimants while doing business at Manik 
under the American fiag, it nardly needs citation of authorities to the effect tiiat for 
the time being they owed allegiance to the military authorities of the United Statei 
at that place. Any lawful regulation imposed by the collector of that port was as 
binding upon them as though they had been native-bom citizens. ( Taylor'9 hUer- 
national Law 467; Carlisle v. United States, 16 Wall., 147.) 

It is true tnat Cebu was not then in the actual '* occupation and poasession" of the 
United States as prescribed by the Executive order of July 13, 1898, but Matiila wis 
so occupied and possessed; and trade elsewhere by American citizens or aliens doii^ 
business at Manila and under the American flag was forbidden except upon the con- 
dition that Manila should be considered the port of entry for the payment of datiee 
upon importations. For the purpose of exacting this condition all of the ports of tht 
Pnilippine Islaands were occupied and possessed by the military authorities of the 
United States. 

It was said by the military board at Manila, to which this matter was ref^red, that 
the remedy of the United States on account of this infraction of trade was the con- 
fiscation of the Venus and her cargo, and not the collection of duties. We do lai 
think so. It does not appear from the findings that there was any secrecy about this 
transaction. This regulation as to the payment of duties at Manila was a matter <d 
common knoT^ledge among those doing business there. Before the arrival of the 
Venus at Gebu the claimants had an interview with the military collector of customs 
at Manila in which the payment of duties on this importation was discussed, and at 
which time the claimants themselves su^eeted the interruption of the Venus belore 
its arrival at Gebu, that the collector might thereby take such steps as he thouf^t 
most expedient in the interest of the Government. If in connection with this fKt 
we take iato consideration the letter of claimants to the collector of customs under 
date of January 24, 1899 (set forth in Finding VI), the next day after this interview, in 
which they say that they will request their Gebu friends '* to protest against the pay- 
ment of any duty in Cebu in view of the Cebu customs being unaer your control ** it may 
well be presumed that the claimants were not willfully violating the regulations ol 
the collector at Manila and expected to pay their duties there if reauired so to do. 

If we take the other view of this controversy, that the island of Gebu was Americaa 
territory at the time of the importation of the merchandise, the case of the Hainx AT^tw 
is certainly no better. In that event our possession and occupation of the Philippine 
Islands was no less a mere military occupation, subject to such rules and regulations 
as the militarv authorities might prescrioe, one of which was the one already men- 
tioned, that all duties should oe paid at the port of Manila. If the claimants were 
willfully disobeying these regulations and were secretly trading with rebellious sub- 
jects of the countrjr under whose flag they were doing business, they certainly have 
no cause for complaint when only peiudized by being <^ed upon to pay the prescribed 
duties. If the more lenient view is taken as above, then they were only aomewlttt 
reluctantly obeying a lawful regulation. 

Much reliance is placed by the claimants upon the case of Rice v. United Stata 
(4 Wheat., 246^. In that case it appeared that Gastine, Me., was captured by the 
British forces September 1, 1814, and remained in possession of the enemy untfl after 
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the ratification of the treaty of peace February, 1816. During that period the Britiah 
Government exercised all civil and military authority at that place, including the 
collections of customs upon importations. Upon the reestablishment of American 
authority th^re^ the collector of customs claimed the right to collect American duties 
upon goods which had already paid duties to the British military government above 
mentioned, but this right was denied by the Supreme Court in that case. There was 
nothing in that case aiuJogous to the case at bar. Althouj^h the report of the case doe? 
not show who the imiwrt^ was who had paid these duties to the British authorities, 
he was doubtless a citizen of Castine, who for the time being was subject to such laws 
and regulations as the military power there might prescribe; or, perhaps, a citizen 
of Great Britain or some neutral power who was carrying on a lawful trade with the 
inhabitants of Castine. Certainly it could not have been an American citizen, or 
an alien doing business at another American port, carrying in merchandise to Castine 
under an American flag. 

If there was any doubt about the authority of the military collector of customs at 
Manila to collect duties upon importations at other ports, though in the actual pos- 
session of a temporary authority, the act of June 30, 1906 (34 Stat., 636), as construed 
by the Supreme Court in Hemnen v. UniUd Statu (206 U. S., 370), ratified this col- 
lection, in that case Mr. Justice White, speaking for the court, said: 

''That where an agent, without precedent authority, has exercised in the name of 
a principal power wmch the principal had the capacity to bestow, the principal may 
ratify and affirm the unauthorized act, and thus retroactively give it validi^ when 
rights of third persons have not intervened, is so elementary as to need but statement."- 
(W.,382.) 

There can be not doubt of the authority of this Crovemment at that time to pre- 
scribe such conditions as it saw fit upon trade under its own flag with the different 
ports in the Philippine Islands. Its a^ent prescribed the conditions mentioned under 
which the duties in question were paid, and if we admit, as we do not^ that he ex- 
ceeded his authority in so doing, they were subsequenUy ratified and aflormed. 

Judgment will be entered dismissing the petition. 

Howry, J., was not present at the trial of this case and took no part in its decision. 



(Snpmne Court of tbt United States. No. 259, October term, 1912. Wflliam Stewart MacLeod, as sole 
smrfving partner of the partnership of MacLeod & Co., appellant, v. The United States. Appeal, from 
the Court of Claims.) 

[June 10, 1913.] 

The appellant, William Stewart MacLeod, surviving partner of MacLeod & Go., 
brought suit in the Court of Claims to recover from the United States the amount of 
certain duties paid by the firm under protest upon a cargo of rice imported into the 
island of Cebu at the city and port of the same name, in the Philippine Islands, on 
January 29, 1899. The Court of Claims decided in favor of the United States and 
rendered judgment dismissing the petition. (45 C. Cls. 339.) The case was then 
appealed to this court. 

The Court of Claims made findings of fact the substance of which is as follows: 

The claimant firm, comprised of the appellant (the survivor) and two others, all 
citizens of Great Britain, had its head omce at Manila and was eno;aged in doing a 
general mercantile business there and elsewhere in the Orient. On January 13, 1899, 
the claimants chartered an American steamship, the VenitSy at Kianila and cleared her 
in ballast for Saigon, China, whence she sailed for the port of Cebu with a cargo of 
rice on January 22, carrying the usual consular papers. Prior to that time it had 
been the practice of the military authorities at Manila to require importers, residing in 
that city and shipping rice to points in the Philippines not actually occupied by the 
United States forces, to present certified manifests covering their cargoes and to pav 
the duties tiiereon to the United States military collector of customs at Manila, which 
practice was a matter of common knowledge and discussion among the business men 
m that city, but there is no other evidence charging the claimants with knowledge of 
the fact. 

The collector at Manila was informed by competitors of the claimants that the 
latter proposed to ship the cargo to Cebu without paying duty at Manila and that, as 
they complied with the requirements of the United States authorities, they would be 
unable to compete, under such un^ir conditions, with the claimants; and the collector 
received confirmation of such report from the consul at Saigon on the 21st of January, 
and on the 23d officially notified the claimants that a certified manifest must be 
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presented and duties paid on the cargo at the customhouse at Manila. The next day 
one of the claimants presented in person to the collector a letter stating that there had 
been no secret as to tne movement of the Venus; that she had been openly dispatched 
to Saigon to load a cargo of rice for the Philippines, and that the captain had instruc- 
tions to secure consuh^ papers, if ordered to Gebu, in case that port diould be in the 
possession of the United States authorities upon ms arrival, ana that they presumed 
his papers were in order; that according to their advice Oebu was in the hands of the 
republican government, whose authorities would exact the payment of duties, the 
same in amount as under the Manila tariff; that in selling the cargo they had been 
required to guarantee that the duties would not exceed those under the lunila tarifif; 
that the claimants protested against paying the duties twice, as it was through ik> 
iAuXt of theirs that the duties went to the Gebu authorities, and that, desiring to reapect 
the notification, they would, if instructed, request their Gebu friends to protest 
against the payment in Gebu because, according to the notification, the Oebu customs 
were under the control of the United States. At the same time the collector was 
informed that a ship of the claimants was about to leave Manila for Oebu, which would 
arrive in time to head off the Venus (which did in fact sail from Manila that dav and 
arrived in Oebu before the Venus); that their intention in so advising the collector 
was that he might take the steps he thoi]^ht most expedient, but that the claimants, 
unless otherwise ordered by the United States, intended to carry out their contract 
with the purchasers of the cargo, even if required to pay double duties. 

Upon tne arrival of the Venus at Gebu, Januarv 29, 1899, the native Government 
demanded that payment of duties on the cargo and refused to allow its discharge untU 
such payment was made. On February 4, 1899, the duties were paid and the caigo 
delivered to the purchasers. Upon the arrival of the Veniu thereafter at Manila, 
with a cargo from Gebu, she was at first prevented from dischargii^ her cargo without 
paying the duties involved in this case, but later was permitteof to do so. Subse- 
auentl]^ the collector refused to receive further business from the claimants until the 
duties in question were paid, and because of such refusal, and in order to transact 
further business with the collector, the claimants, involuntarily and under protest, 
paid the duties demanded. 

War was declared with Spain on April 25, 1898, and on May 1, 1898, the forces of the 
United States captured Manila Bay and Harbor. The following order of the President 
was Uiereafter promulgated: 

ExECunvB Mansion, July H^ 1898. 

By virtue of the authority vested in me as Gommander in Ghief of the Army and 
Navy of the United States of America, I do hereby order and direct that upon the 
occupation and possession of any ports and places m the Philippine Islands by the 
forces of the United States the following tariff of duties and taxes, to be levied and 
collected as a military contribution, and regulations for the administration thereof, 
shall take effect and be in force in the ports and places so occupied. 

Questions arising under said tariff and regulations shall be decided by the general 
in command of the United States forces in those islands. 

Necessary and authorized expenses for the administration of said tariff and regu- 
lations shall be paid from the collections thereunder. 

Accurate accounts of collections and expenditures shall be kept and rendered to 
the Secretary of War. 

William McKinlbt. 

The protocol of August 12, 1898, provided that " the United States will occupy and 
hold the city, bay, and harbor of \Ianila pending the conclusion of a treaty of peace 
which shall determine the control, disposition, and government of the Philippines." 
Manila was opened as a port of entry on August 20, 1898, and Gebu on March 14, 1899. 
The Executive order of July 12, 1898, was not proclaimed in Gebu until Februarjr 22, 
1899, or later. The treaty of peace was signed on December 10, 1B98, but ratifications 
were not exchanged until April 11, 1899. The Spanish forces evacuated the Island of 
Gebu on December 25^ 1898^ havino; first appointed a provisional governor. Shortly 
thereafter the native inhabitants, formerly in insurrection against Spain, took pos- 
session of the island^ formed a so-called republic, and administered the affairs of the 
island until possession was surrendered to the United States on February 22, 1899, 
prior to which time no authorities of the United States had been in the island 
and the United States had not been in possession or occupation of the island, it 
having been up to that time in the actual physical possession of the Spanish and the 
people of the island. 
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Mr. Justice Day, after making the foregoing statement, delivered the opinion of 
the court. 

When the Spanish fleet was destroyed at Manila, May 1, 1898, it became apparent 
that the Government of the United States might be required to take the necessary 
steps to make provision for l^e government and control oi such part of the Philippines 
as might come into the military occupation of the forces of the United States. The 
right to thus occupy an enemy's country and temporarily provide for its government 
has been recognized by previous action of the Executive authority and sanctioned 
by frequent decisions of this court. The local government being destroyed, the con- 
queror may set up its own authoritv and make rules and regulations for the conduct 
of temporary government, and to that end may collect taxes and duties to support 
the military authority and carry on operations incident to the occupation. Such was 
the course of the Government with respect to the territory acquirea by conquest and 
afterwards ceded by the Mexican Grovemment to the Umted States. (Cross et al. v. 
Harrison, 16 How., 164. See also in this connection Fleming et al. v. Page, 9 How., 
603; New Orleans v. Steamship Co., 20 Wall. 387; Dooley v. United States, 182 U. S. 
222; 7 Moore's International Law Digest, sees. 1143 et seq., in which the history of 
this Government's action following the Mexican War and during and after the Span- 
ish-American War is fully set forth* and also Taylor on International Public Law, 
Chapter IX, Military Occupation and Administration, sees. 568 et seq. ; and II Oppen- 
helm on International Law, sees. 166 et seq.) 

There has been considerable discussion in the cases and in works of authoritative 
writers upon the subject of what constitutes an occupation which will give the right 
to exercise governmental authority. Such occupation is not merelv invasion, but is 
invasion plus possession of the enemy's country for the purpose of holding it tempo- 
rarily at least. (II Oppenheim, sec. 167.) What should constitute military occupa- 
tion was one of the matters before The Hague convention in 1899 respecting laws and 
customs of war on land, and the following articles were adopted by the nations giving 
adherence to that convention, among which is the United States (32 Stat., II, 1821): 

"Art. XLII. Territory is considered occupied when it is actually placed under the 
authority of the hostile army. 

''The occupation applies only to the territory where such authority is established 
and in a position to assert itself. 

*' Art. aLIII. The authority of the legitimate power having actually passed into 
the hands of the occupant, the latter shsJl take all steps in his power to reestablish 
and insure, as far as possible, public order and safety, while respecting, unless abso- 
lutely prevented, the laws in force in the country." 

A reference to the Messages and Papers of the Presidents, to which we may refer 
as matters of public history, shows that the President was sensible of and disposed to 
conform the activities of our Government to the principles of international law and 
practice. See 10 Messages and Papers of the Presidents, 208^ Executive order of the 
President to the Secretuy of War, in which the President said (p. 210): 

''While it is held to l>e the right of a conqueror to levy contributions upon the 
enemy in their seaports, towns, or Provinces which may be in his military possession 
by conquest, and to apply the proceeds to defray the expenses of the war, this rii^ht 
is to be exercised withm such limitations that it may not savor of confiscation. As 
the result of military occupation the taxes and duties payable by the inhabitants to 
the former government become payable to the military occupant, imless he sees fit to 
substitute tor them other rates or modes of contributions to the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment. The moneys so collected are to be used for the purpose of paying the 
expenses of government under the military occupation, such as the salaries of the 
judges and the police, and for the pa)rment of the expenses of the Army." 

To the same effect. Executive order of the President to the Secretary of the Treas- 
urv, in which Uie President said (p. 211): 

I have determined to order that all ports or places in the Philippines which mav 
be in the actual possession of our land and naval forces by conquest shall be opened., 
while our military occupation may continue, to the commerce of all neutral nations 
as well as our own, in articles not contraband of war, upon pa)rment of the rates of 
duty which may be in force at the time when the goods are imported." 

And the like Executive order of the President to the Secretary of the Navy (p. 212). 

In pursuance of this policy, the order of Julv 12, 1898, was framed. By its plain 
terms the President oraers and directs the collection of tariff duties at ports in the 
occupation and possession of the forces of the United States. More than this would 
not have been consistent with the principles of international law, nor with the prac- 
tice of this Government in like cases. While the subsequent order of December 21, 
ISdS, made s^r the signing of the treaty of peace is referred to in the brief of counsel 
f cff the Govenunent, it was not alluded to in the findings of fact <^ the Court of Glaima;

but we find nothingin that order indicating a change of policy in respect to the col- 
lection of duties. While the signing of the treaty of peace between the United Statei 
and Spain on December 10, 1898, was stated, the responsible obligations imposed 
upon the United States by reason thereof were recited and acknowledged ana the 
necessity of extending the government with all possible dispatch to tne whole (k 
the ceded territory was emphasized, no disposition was shown to enlarge the numbef 
of ports and places in the rhilippine Islands at which duties ^ould be collected m 
as to include those not occupied oy the United States, and the President said (p. 220): 

''All ports and places in the Philippine Islands in the actual possession of tne land 
and naval forces of the United States will be opened to the commerce of all friendly 
nations. All goods and wares not prohibited for military reasons, by due anoonnce- 
ment of the inilitary authority, will be admitted upon payment of such duties and 
other chaiges as shall be in force at the time of their importation." 

The occupation by the United States of the city, bay, and habor of Manila pendii^ 
the conclusion of a treaty which should determine the control, disposition, and gov- 
ernment of the Philippines was provided for by the protocol of Au^st 12, 1S98, and 
the necessity of further occupation, until the exchange of ratifications by the Gov- 
ernments of Spain and the United States, was recognized by the President in the order 
of December 21, 1898. We have been unable to find anything in the executive or 
or congressional action prior to the importation of the cargo now in question having 
the effect to extend the Executive order as to the collection of duties during the 
military occupation to ports and places not within the occupation and control oi 
the United States. 

The statement of the facts shows that the insurgent government was in actual posses- 
sion of the customhouse at Cebu, with power to enforce the collection of duties there, 
as it did. Such government was of the class of de facto governments described in 
1 Moore's International Law Digest, section 20, as follows: 

''But there is another description of government, called also by publicists a gov- 
ernment de facto, but which mi^ht, pemaps, be more aptly denommated a ^vem- 
ment of paramount force. Its distinguishing characteristics are (I) that its existence 
is maintained by active military power withm the territories, ana against the rightful 
authority of an established and lawful government; and (2) that while it exists it muat 
necessarily be obeyed in civil matters by private citizens who, by acts of obedience 
rendered in submission to such force, do not become responsible, as wrongdoers, for 
those acts, though not warranted by the laws of the rightful government. Actual 
governments of tnis sort are established over districts disering greatly in extent and 
conditions. They are usually administered directly by military authority, but thej 
may be administered also by civil authority, supported more or less directly by mili- 
tary force." (Thomington v. Smith, 8 Wall., 1, 9.) 

The attitude of this Government toward such de facto governments was evidenced 
in the Bluefields case, a full account of which is nven in 1 Moore's International Lav 
Digest, pages 49 etseq. In that case Gen. Reyes nad headed an insurrectionajry move- 
ment at Bluefields and acquired actual control of the Mosquito Territory in Nicaragua. 
His control continued for a short time onljr, February 3 to Februarv 25^ 1899, and after 
the reestablishment of the Nicaraguan Government at Bluefields it demanded of 
American merchants the payment to it of certain amounts of duty which they had been 
compelled to pay to the insurgent authorities during the period of their de facto con- 
trol. The American Government remonstrated, and the duties demanded by the 
Nicaraguan Government were by agreement deposited in the British consulate pend- 
ing a settlement of the controversy. The Department of State of the United States, 
upon receiving sworn statements of the American merchants to the effect that they 
were not accomplices of Reyes, that the money actually exacted was the amount 
due on bonds wnich then matured for duties levied in December, 1898^ payments 
being made to the agent of the titular government, who was continued in office by 
Gen. Reyes; that payment was demanded under threat of suspension of importations* 
and that from February 3 to February 25 Gen. Reyes was in full control of the civil 
and military agencies m the district, expressed the opinion that to exact the second 
payment would be an act of international injustice; and the money was finally re- 
turned to the American merchants with the assent of the Gh)vemment of Nicaragua. 

A similar case appears in 1 Moore's International Digest, page 49, in which our 
Government was requested by Great Britain to use its good offices to prevent the exac- 
tion by the Mexican Government of certain duties at Mazathm which had been pre- 
viously paid to insurgents. The then Secretary of State, Mr. Fish, instructed our 
minister to Mexico as loUows: 

'4t is difficult to understand upon what ground of eqiuty or public law such duties 
can be claimed. The obligation of obedience to a government at a particular place 
in a country may be regaraed as suspended, at least, when its authority is usurped. 
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and is due to the usurpers if they choose to exercise it. To require a repayment of 
duties in such cases is tantamount to the exaction of a penalty on the misfortune, il 
it mav be so called, of remaining and carrying on business in a port where the author- 
ity of the government had been annulled. The pretention is analogous to that upon 
which veeselB have been captured and condemned upon a charge of violatu^ a 
blockade of a port set on foot by a proclamation only, without force to carry it into 
effect." 
(See also Colombian controversy, 6 Moore's International Law Digest, pp. 995 et 

wmle diffeni^ somewhat in its circumstances, the case of United States v. Rice 
(4 Wheat., 246) is an instructive case. In that case, during the War of 1812, the port 
oi Castine, Me., was captured by the British forces, and dunng its occupation the Brit- 
ish Crovemment exercised civu and military autnoiity over the people, established 
customhouses, and collected duties on goods. After peace and the reestablishment 
of the American Government at Castine the collector of customs claimed the right 
to collect duties upon the goods, and this court held that the duties could not be col- 
lected a second time. Mr. Justice Story, delivering the opinion of the court, after 
stating that the British Government was in full control of the port and authorized 
to collect duties, said (p. 254) : 

*' Castine was, theretore, during this period, so far as respected our revenue laws, 
to be deemed a foreign port, and goods imported into it by the inhabitants were sub- 
ject to such duties only as the British Government chose to require. Such goods 
were in no correct sense imported into the United States. The subsequent evacua- 
tion by the enemy and resumption of authority by the United States did not, and 
could not, chan^ the character of the previous transactions. The doctrines respect- 
ing the jus postliminii are wholly inapplicable to the case. The goods were liable 
to Amencan duties when imported or not at all. That they are so uable at the time 
of importation is clear from what has been already stated; and when, upon the return 
of peace, the jurisdiction of the United States was reassumed tney were in the 
same predicament as they would have been if Castine had been a foreign territory 
ceded^by treaty to the United States and the goods had been previously imported 
there. In the latter case there would be no pretense to say that Amencan duties 
could be demanded, and upon principles of public or municipal law the cases are 
not distinguishable. The authontles cited at the bar would, if there were any doubt, 
be decisive of the question. But we think it too clear to require any aid from 
authority." 

We observe that the learned justice puts the case of the importation of ^oods into 
a foreign territory afterwards ccKied to the United States as one which under no pre- 
tense would afford an authority to collect duties upon goods previously imported 
there. We do not think that it was the purpose of the Executive order under which 
the government at Manila was institutea and maintained at the time of this importa- 
tion to direct the collection of duties at ports not in the occupation of the United States^ 
and certainly not at one actually in the possession of a de facto government, as is 
shown in this case. 

It is said, however, that the claimants resided and were doing business at Manila 
and therefore were subject to the military authority there, and the authority of a 
conquering power, recognized in New Orleans v. Steamship Co., supra (394), to regu- 
late trade with the enemy and in its country is cited in support of the proposition. 
That there is such genera] authority, there can be no douot. It is, however, not 
without limitation, and a local commander is certainly bound by the orders of the 
President as Ck>mmander in Chief, which in this case had limited tariff collections to 
ports and places occupied by the United States. And such authority ia subject to the 
laws and usages of war (New Orleans v. Steamship Co.^ supra, p. 394) and, we may 
add, to such rules as are sanctioned by established principles of international law. 

A state of war as to third persons continued until the exchange of treaty ratifica- 
tions (Dooley v. United States, 182 U. S., 222. 230), and, although rice, not being con- 
traband of war, might have been imported (7 Moore's International Law Dig., pp. 
6S3, 684), the authority of the militajy commander, until the exchange of raUnca- 
tions, may have incluaed the right to control vessels sailing from Manila to trade in 
the enemy's country and to penalize violations of orders in that respect. But what- 
ever the authority of the commander at Manila or those acting under his direction to 
control shipments by parsons trading at Manila and in vessels sailing from there of 
American registration, such authority did not extend to the second collection of duties 
upon a caim from a foreign port to a port occupied by a de facto government which had 
compulsomy required the payment of like duties.

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It 18 further contended that, if the collection of duties was originally wiClMmt »• 
thority, it was ratified by the act of June 30, 1906 (34 Stat., 636), which provides: 

''That the tariff duties, both import and export, imposed by the aulboritieB d ths 
United States or of the provisional military eovemmeat thereof in the I^iilippiM 
Islands prior to March 8, 1902, at all ports and places in said islands upon all gcmi, 
wares, and merchandise imported into said islands from the United States^ or fran 
foreign countries, or exported from said islands, are hereby legalized and ratified, and 
the collection of all such duties prior to Marcn 8, 1902, is hereby leealized and rati- 
fied and confirmed as fullv to all intents and purposes as if the same had by prior act 
of Congress been specifically authorized and oirected. " 

The history of this act and others growing out of the Spanish-American War is fullj 
set forth in United Stotes v, Heinszen & Co. (206 U. S. ^ 370). This court had h^d that 
the President had no authority to order the iinposition of duties subeequent to ths 
ratification of the treaty, with reference to Porto Kico (Dool^ v. United States, soixa), 
and with reference to the Philippine Islands (Fourteen Diamond Rings «. Unittd 
States, 183 U. S., 176). The act of July 1. 1902 (32 Stat., 691), was then passed by 
Congress, ratifying the action of the President in making the order of July 12^^ 1898, 
whereby duties had been collected at ''all ports and places in the Philippine Lsbyidi 
upon passing into the occupation and possession of the forces of the United States,* 
and amendments of that order and ratiiying such action of the authorities in the Phil- 
ippines as was done in accordance with the orders of the President. In Lincoln t. 
United States, and Warner, Barnes & Co. (Ltd.) v. United States (197 U. S., 419), 
aflSrmed on rehearing in 202 United States, 484, the act of July 1. 1902, was conistnied 
to apply only to duties collected prior to April 11, 1899, when the treaty became ef- 
fective. In this situation, the month following the decision of this court in 202 
United States, 484, supra, afl^rming the Lincoln and Warner^ Barnes A Co. (Ltd.) 
cases. Congress passed the ratifying act now in question. (United States v. HeinaBaB 
& Co., supra, 381.) 

Conceding that the act is broad enough in terms to cover tariff duties exacted under 
the authority of the President's orders before the ratification of the treaty, it is ex pro BBiy 
limited to tariff duties, import and export, imposed by the authorities of the United 
States and of the provisional government of tne islands prior to March 8, 1902, the 
date of the act of Congress temporarily providing revenue for the Philippine Ishyids 
(32 Stat., 54) ; and there is no expression of purpose in the statute to enlarge the Execu- 
tive orders of the President, which limited the collection of duties during our mtlilaiT 
occupation to ports and places actually held and occupied by the forces of the United 
States, or to ratify collections made where eoods had been entered at a port not under 
American control and in possession of a ae facto insurrectionary government, as ii 
here shown. 

The statute should be construed in the light of the purpose of the Government to 
act within the limitation of the principles of international law, the observance of 
which is so essential to the peace and harmony of nations, and it should not be assamed 
that Congress proposed to violate the obligations of this country to other natSone, 
which it was the manifest purpose of the President to scrupulously observe and whick 
were founded upon the principles of international law. 

The act has the scope given to it in the case of United States v. Heinszen d Os. 
(206 U. S., 370), namely, to ratify "the collection of the duties levied under the order 
of the President," which, as we have seen, were tariff duties imposed at ports in the 
occupation and possession of the United States. The tariff duties upon the cargo of 
rice nere in question were paid to the de facto authorities at Cebu, where the cai^ 
was entered, and the payinent made at Manila was not a tariff duty but an ille^ 
and unwarranted exaction in the nature of a penalty, covered by neither the ordera 
of the President nor the ratifying acts of Congress. 

We think the Court of Claims was in error in holding the duties coDectiWe at Manila 
under the circumstances related, and in adjudging that the act of June SO, 1906, 
ratified the conduct of the military authorities at Manila in compelling such payment. 
Its judgment will therefore be reversed and the case remanded to the Court of Claims 
with instructions to enter judgment for the claimant. 

Reversed.

The SECiBETABY OF THE TREASURY. 

Sm: I have the honor to invite your attention to the following 
statement of facts: 

During the time intervening between the present date and July 1, 
1914, this ofiice will be required to prepare specifications, tabulate 
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proposals, consider bids, and make suitable recommendations to the 
Secretary of the Treasury in connection therewith, draw contracts, 
and prepare a schedule of awards covering approximately 15,000 
items and subitems of suppli^ for the Government service; also to 
distribute such S3hedules to all interested parties. 

The clerical force of the office, as you are advised, consists of one 
superintendent of supplies and two clerks of class 2. When the Isrg^ 
amoimt of work to be performed is taken into consideration, it will 
be readily acknowledged that Hxe force mentioned is entirely inade- 
(^uate for the purpose. In order to perform this work heretofore, 
it has been necessary to call upon the various departments for de- 
tailed clerical assistance. This course has been foimd to have been 
very imsatisfactory in the past, as the clerks so detailed have not, 
in many instances, been qualified to immediately perform the duties 
necessary. Consiaerable time has been spent each year in instructing 
the group of inexperienced clerks, who nave been detailed for only 
two or tnree weeks at a time, after which they have been recaUed 
to their respective departments, and new ones sent to take Uieir 
places. 

This has resulted in a delay of from two to three weeks in scheduling 
proposals and having the necessary information available for the 
committee on which to recommend awards, and it has also causcnd 
delay in placing proper information before the public. La many 
instances it has oeen foimd necessary to assign two clerks to duties 
which should have been performed by one. At the time of opening 
proposals thousands of samples have to be handled, checked, re- 
checked, and forwarded to the various testing laboratories for exami- 
nation, at which time this same type of detailed clerical assistance is 
expected to perform duties calling for technical knowledge of a char- 
acter that requires more or less study and originality of thought. 

In view of the foregoing, it is earnestly requested that a deficiency 
estimate be submitted to Congress for the purpose of providing a 
temporary clerical force for at least four months of the remainder of 
the current fiscal year. This does not seem to be an unreasonable 
request when consideration is given to the character of the work on 
which the General Supply Committee is engaged, which requires 
extreme accuracy and intelligent thought on the part of everybody in 
the office, involvmg. as it does, the expenditure of public moneys and 
the difficulties whicn are liable to arise in case mistakes are made in 
connection therewith.

Sm: The sundry civU act approved June 23. 1913 (Public, No. 3), 
under the caption "Quarantine stations/' autnorizes an expenditure 
of $33,500 for the Reedy Island quarantine station, subdivided into 
two items, and $20,000 for the oan Francisco quarantine station, 
Bubdividea into three items. 

It is frecjuently the case that appropriations subdivided in this 
manner, with specific amounts named for each of the subitems of a 
pari^aph, occasion delay in the accomplishment of the work, inas- 
mucn as bids are received in some instances in excess of the figures 
authorized in the subitems, and in other instances for less than said 
sums, the total, however, being within the gross amount provided. 

The condition named naturally requires a readjustment of the 
fimires in the bids, and in some instances makes it necessary to again 
place the work on the market, all of which contributes to delay and 
mvolves additional labor from aa administrative standpoint before 
figures can be obtained which will permit of the accomplishment of 
tiSe work within the amount stated for each aubitem. 

It is believed that the method above referred to, by which appro- 
priations are made for a number of minor items under small projects, 
carrying a gross sum as representing the total expenditure, could 
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be modified in the interests of good administration, without lessMung 
in any particular those safeguards which are essential to the proper 
expenditure of the public funds. 

It is recommended, therefore, that the legislation referred to aboTe 
be amended in the urgent dm^ciency act now pending before the 
Committee on Appropriations of the House of Kepresentatives, so 
as to leave the objects and the gross totals unchanged in the items 
named above, but to eliminate the subdivisions of the ri^pective 
totals as follows:

1915. 

When the regular estimates were submitted it was impossible to 
determine with reasonable assurance the amount which should be 
available for the valuation work. 

Since the registers of the Civil Service Commission have been com- 
pleted and it is now possible to ascertain approximately the amount of 
work which can be aone within the next year, the progress made will 
depend entirely upon the amount of the appropriation, estimate for 
which is submitted in the amoimt of $2,060,000. The conunission 
thinks that the valuation work can be completed at a lower total cost 
and with better results if it is done within tne shortest time consistent 
with thorough work. 

It may be proper to say that the commission hopes within the next 
fiscal year to make substantial progress in the valuation of the tele- 
graph lines and abo certain long-distance telephone lines. 

Dince the regular estimates were made the act of October 22, 1913, 
authorized the commission to investigate and report on block-signal 
svstems, and the sum of $25,000 is now requested for that purpose 
(luring 1915. 

In order to more fully comply with the acts to promote the safety 
of employees and travelers upon railroads, by which the commission 
is autnorized to inspect appliances, investigate and report on acci- 
dents and their causes, and to surest proper remedies therefor, it will 
be nece^ssary to increase the force of inspectors.

NoTx.— In accordance with the provisions of the act of Confiress tkpproyed Blardi 2, 
1913 (37 Stat. L., 723), the work of collecting or copying and cBssifying with a view to 
publication the scattered military records of the Revolutionary War. has already 
begun. Of the appropriation of 126,000 made for collecting the mihtary records, 
$814.97 has been expended and the liabilities, actual and proq>ective, within the next 
few months, amount to $23,411.03. As the work progresses the amount available will 
rapidly diminish and the work must come to a stop unless provision is made in ample 
time to continue it without interruption. 

It is found that the number of Revolutionary records to be investigated is so great 
that the process can not possibly be completed in a very few montJ^, nor with the 
appropriation now available. llie archives of 13 States and the collections of ^a^ 
historical societies have &11 to be searched, and extensive efforts made to obtain addi* 
tional documents of importance from descendants of Revolutionary soldiers and other 
private possessors. Moreover, the total mass is so great that it will be impracticable 
to publish all, and therefore the process will be one of selection. This means that 
several experienced investigators of unusual intelligence and historical training most 
be employed in numerous places, but it is obviously good economy t^t they should 
be employed continuously until their respective tasks are completed. After they 
have selected the desired documents these must be copied by use of tiie photostat, 
a photognq>hic process rocogniBed as the most economic method of cc^ying and of 
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course perfect in point of accuracy. Copies will then be shipped to Washiufifton. It 
will reiuiily be seen that the cost of employment of searchers and photographers, and 
the cost of photographic material and transportation, especially if^the work proceeds 
in a number of places simultaneously, will soon exhaust the present small appropria- 
tion. 

A large amount of preliminary investigation and location of records has already been 
accompushed. The work of examining, selecting, and copying records is under way 
in three States, namely^ Massachusetts, Virginia, and North Carolina, and public 
intefest in the undertakmg appears to be so great that a vigorous prosecution of the 
work is demanded. The patriotic societies, uke the Society of the Cincinnati, Sons 
of Uie Revolution, Sons of the American Revolution, Daughters of the Revolution, and 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, are urging the continuation of the work 
and assi^ing by furnishing information as to the whereabouts of records. The impor- 
tance of the project from the historical point of view is indicated by the keen interest 
manifested by the American Historical Association, which is the recognized center of 
historical learning in this country. This association, both as a body and individually, 
is assisting the director by exp^ advice and information. 

In view of the amoimt already expended and the present liabilities, it is thought the 
present appropriation will be exhausted by September; and in order that the work 
will not be interrupted from lack of funds it is considered necessary to submit this 
estimate to Congress at this time for an additional appropriation of $25,000.

the Trench privateer Sevouif Capt. Gradia, and carried into St. Martms. nieieAftet, 
on April 27^ 1798, both vessel and cargo were condemned by the French tribunal d 
commerce sitting at Basse Terre, Guadeloupe.

X. In March, 1798, Nathaniel Wattles effected insurance on his one-third of ike 
caigo in the office of James Bruce Nickolls, of Alexandria, Va., in the sum of S2,^, 
paying therefor a premium unknown. The imderwriters on said policy are abo hb- 
known. 

Thereafter said underwriters paid the said insured the sxmi of $2,352, bein^ In foO 
for a total loss lees the customary abatement of 2 per cent. One-third of said c«go 
being of the value of $1,705.61, there was an overpayment on said policy to the amoost 
of $646.39. 

XI. All of the above-named underwriters on whose behalf claims have been filed 
herein were citizens of the United States. 

The firm of Robert Smith & Co. was composed solely of Robert Smith and James 
Robertson. Said Robert Smith was the survivor of the firm. 

The fiim of Rimdle A Leech was composed solely of Geoi^ge Rundle and ThomaB 
Leech. Both parties are in court by their legal representatives. 

The firm of Pragers & Co. was composed solely of Mark Prager, jr., and John Prager. 
Said Mark Prager, jr., was the survivor of the firm. 

The firm of Thomas & John Clifford was composed of the persone named. Said 
John Clifford was the survivor of the firm. 

The firm of Pratt & Kintzing was composed solely of Henry Pratt and Abraham 
Kintzing. Said Henry Pratt wae the survivor of the firm. 

The firm of WilUngs & Francis was composed solely of Thomas WiUin^, Thomas M. 
Willing, and Thomas W. Francis. Said Thomas M. Willing was the surviving partnff. 

XII. George Taylor, Nathaniel Wattles, and Isaac McPherson, owners of vessel 
and cargo, were each reimbursed by the said insurers in a sum greater than their 
respective losses herein. 

XIII. The claimants have produced letters of administration on the estates of the 
parties for whom they appear and have otherwise proved to the satisfaction of the 
court that the persons for whose estates they have filed claims are in fact the same 
persons who suffered loss by reason of the seizure and condemnation of the brig Fmr 
Columbian, as set forth in the preceding findings. 

Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States ixmI 
the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803. Thej were not clatmB 
growing out of the acts of France, allow^ed and paid in whole or m part under U^ 

Provisions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluded on the 22d 
ay of February, 1819, and were not allowed in whole or in part imder the provisioiis 
of the treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July, 1831. 

The claimants, in their representative capacity, are the owners of said claims 
which have never been assigned except as aforesaid. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure, detention, and condemna- 
tion were illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of inaemnity therefor 
upon the French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the 
United States and the French Republic concluded on the 30th day of September. 
1800; that said claims were relinquished to France bv the Government of the Unitea 
States by said treat^r in part consideration of the relinqui^ment of certain natioittl 
claims of France against the United States; and that the claimants are entitled to the 
following sums from the United States:

The estates of George Taylor, Nathaniel Wattles, and Isaac McPherson are entitled 
to no allowances, for the reasons stated in Finding XII. 

The estates of William W. Corcoran, George W. Riggs, Richard Smith, and Andrew 
Bayard have proved no valid claims. 

No persons claiming to represent Jeremiah Warder and Joseph Gary, underwriters, 
have appeared herein. 

OPINION. 

HowBY, Judge, delivered the opinion of the court. 

There is but one issue and that relates to an illegally condemned vessel. The 
owners of both vessel uid cargo were indemnified by their insurers for a greater sum 
than the amount of their losses. The proper distribution of the insurance appears in 
the findings. Nevertheless, the owners claim demurrage for the detention of the 
vessel independent of their losses for its value and for which they were otherwise 
reimbursed by their insurers as stated. 

The act conferring jurisdiction in this class of claims provides relief for such citizens 
of the United States or their le^l representatives as nad valid claims to indemnity 
upon the French Government arising out of illegal captures, detentions, seizures, con- 
demnations^ and confiscations within the neriod named by the statute. The imme- 
diate question before the court, then, is wnether there was such an illegal detention 
as will entitle the proper parties to further relief. 

After the vessel had been condemned the former master bought her in under the 
decree of condemnation at the sale. The presumption follows that the vessel was pur- 
chased by the master for the registered owners. The contention is that demurrage is 
allowable in cases where the vessel is shown to have been repurchased at tiie con- 
demnation sale by or for the former owners whenever the date of the sale is disclosed. 
According to that contention the court eliminates from consideration the case of tiie 
Hiram ^23 C. Cls., 431), because in ihsX case the court was advised that the time of 
sale ana the time of condemnation were coincident, or, if not coincident, that the 
condemnation and sale were so contemporaneous as to escape notice. In the case 
now before the court the circumstances show a difference. 

But in further support of their contention the claimants rely upon the case of the 
Lib^, Caldwell (H. Doc. No. 639, 59th Cong., 1st sess.), the Delaware, Dunphy 
(H. Doc. No. 904, ib.), and the LUOe John BtUler, Smith (H. Doc. No. 531, 59th Cong., 
2d sess.). 
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Defendants contend tliat no demurrage should be allowed for Hub detentioii, be- 
cause in a number of repurchase cases (set forth in the margin) dem mia g e was mI 
allowed.* 

Beeddes the cases mentioned in the marein it has been made to appear that tiie 
court has refused to allow demurrage in otner claims not yet certifiea to Oougren. 
While it is true that in some of the cases relied upon by the defendants the findineB do 
not disclose the repurchase price by the Ammcan own^, and while it is also tme tbil 
no daim appears for the allowance of damages by way of demurrage, neverth^ess there 
are many cases where the principle was applied that demunage could only be alkvcd 
up to the time of the decree conaemnin^ the property. 

In the first case relied on by the claimants that damages should be allowed ud to 
the date of the sale, we find that the Liberty was not condemned or sold at all. but 
that the vessel was released, and consequently demurrage was allowed for sudi de- 
tention as there was. The allowance therein was proper, but the action of the court 
furnishes no precedent for the case now imder consideration. In the next case relied 
on an examination will show that the Delaware presented a case of salvage in the Brit^i 
Admiralty court and the matter of demurrage did not appear to have becm in bsw 
at all. lliis leaves for consideration the case of the LittU John Butler, supra, w\aA 
was decided in 1907. We are of opinion that the conclusion of the court there wk 
erroneous, as we shall imdertake to fully show by way of precedent for all future caam 
under this jurisdiction in the matter of demurrage. 

Where findings dislcose the fact of a repurchase by the former ownen, throudi tbe 
master or other agents of the owners, demurrage can only cover that period dating 
from the capture to the condemnation. 

The time at which demunage for detention begins is when the propert]^ haa been 
illegally detained. It ceases when the owner becomes divested of his title to tbe 
property because such owner becomes a stranger to the res when the title is extxA- 
ffuished. In international law it ia settled doctrine that the sentence of cond^nnatkin 
By a prize court completelv extinguishes the title of the original proprietor and sudi 
condemnation transfers title to the captor or his sovereign. 

In Williams v, Armroyd, 7 Cranch, 423, the court declared that a sale before con- 
demnation by one acting under the possession of the captor does not divest the court 
of jurisdiction, but the condemnation relates back to the capture, afllrms its legality, 
and establishes the title of the purchaser. More direct authority is found in the case 
of the Star (3 Wheat., 78), where it was held that in cases of capture a firm posseanoii 
changes the title to the propert}^ and that the sentence of condemnation completely 
extinguishes the title of the orupnal proprietor and transfers the full right. 

Hie capture, detention, condemnation, and sale were illegal. The proper adjust- 
ment of insurance and the amounts thereunder due the insurers appear in Uie findings. 
The various items aggregate 15,016.03. The item of demurrage in favor of the insureis 
is restricted to the period dating from the capture to the condemnation and no further. 
This period was 10 days. 

The foregoing findings, together with a copy of this opinion, will be certified to 
GongresB.

PRELIMINARY STATEMENT. 

These cams were tried before the Court of Claims on the 13th day of May, 1913. 

The claimants were represented by Charles W. Clagett and John W. fiutterfield, 
^^., and the United States, defendants, by the Attorney General, through hia 
anutant in the De^rtment of Jiistice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom was Assistant 
Attorney General Huston Thompson. 
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FINDINGS OF FACT. 



The court, upon the evidence and after hearing the arguments and ccntfideriog the 
same with the oriefs of counsel on each side, determine me facts to be as foUovs: 

I. The sloop Friendship, whereof Geoige Rapall was then master, sailed on a com- 
mercial voyage from Newouryport, Mass. , in the early part of 1800, bound for Barbados, 
or Tobago. While peacefully pursuing said voyage she was seized on the high seas by 
the French privateer La Bijou, Capt. Collar. On July 10^ 1800, the veasel azKi caigo 
were condemned by the tribunal of commerce and prizes sitting at Basseterre, Guade- 
loupe, on the following grounds: That the affidavit at the bottom of the sea letter vm 
not signed by the officer of the marine, as required; that consequently it is in contia- 
vention of the passport, which appears more manifest, as it was issued for the island of 
Barbados; that the destination ot Tobago establishes that there were reasons which 
caused the master to change the place of destination; that there was no rdle d 'equips, 
but only a simple agreement with the crew, and the signatures were not lormallj 
authenticated. 

II. The Friendship was a duljr registered vessel of the United States of 92 52^5 
tons burden, built at Bath, Me^ in the year 1783, and was owned solely by Benjamin 
Wyatt, a citizen of the United States. The r^:i8ter carried by this vessel at the time 
of capture was dated May 23, 1800. 

III. A cargo was on board the Friendship at the time of capture, but its ownenhip, 
character, and value are not disclosed. 

IV. The losses by reason of the capture and condemnation of the Friendakipy as hr 
as presented to the court, are as follows:

V. On May 26, 1800, said Benjamin Wyatt procured insurance on the vessel from 
the Newburyport Association of Underwnters m the sum of $600, paying therefor a 
premium of 22 per cent. On December 4, 1800, said association paid the insured die 
sum of $600, bemg in full for a total loss bv reason of the premises. 

VI. On June 18, 1800, George Rapall, the master of the Friendship^ procured insur- 
ance on his effects on board from the Newburyport Association of Underwriters in the 
sum of $333.33, paying therefor a premium of 22 per cent. Thereafter, on December 4, 
1800, said association paid the insured the sum of $333.33, being in full for a total Ion 
by reason of the premises. 

It does not appear what effects, if any, the master had on board this vessel at tiie 
time of capture. 

VII. On June 19, 1800, one Eleazer Johnson effected insurance in the sum of $600 
on vessel and $400 on cargo in the office of the Newburyport Association of Under- 
writers, paying therefor a premium of 22 per cent. Thereafter, on December 9, 1800, 
said association paid the insured the sum of $1,000, being in full for a total loss by 
reason of the premises. 

It is not established by competent evidence that said Eleazer Johnson owned any 
part of this vessel or cargo. 

VIII. On July 12, 1800, one Joseph Toppan effected in the office of John PeaisoQ, 
jr.^ of Newburyport, insurance on the cargo in the sum of $500, paying therefor a pre- 
mium of 22 per cent, said policy being underwritten by the following: J<^ Pear- 
son, jr., $100; James Prince, $400. 

Thereafter, on December 2, 1800, said Pearson paid the insured the sum of $500, 
bein^ in full for a total loss by reason of the premises. 

It is not established by competent evidence that said Joseph Toppan was the owner 
of cargo on board this vessel. 

IX. The claim of the estate of Joseph Toppan was not filed until January 21, 190i, 
at which time it was attempted to present said claim to the court by intervention to 
petition No. 2352. 

X. The l^al status of the Newburyport Association of Underwriters is not deter^

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation w^e 
illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor upon 
the French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the Umted 
States and the French Republic, conoluded on the 30th day of September, 1800; 
that said claims were relinquishea to France by the Government of the United States 
bv said treaty in part consideration of the relinquishment of certain national claims 
of France against the United States; and that tne claimants are entitled to the fol- 
lowing sum from the United States: 

Edward D. Lawrence and Isaac H. Lawrence, administrators of Benjamin Wyatt, 
two thousand eight hundred and sixty-five dollars ($2,865). 

The insurance paid herein on the effects of the master and the caigo is not recover- 
able for the reasons set forth in Findings 111, VI, VII, and Vlll. 

The claim of Charles 0. Donnell, aaministrator of Joseph Toppan, is not properly 
beforo the court for the reason set forth in Finding IX. 

No allowance is made to Henry Russell Perkins, receiver of the Newburyport Asso- 
ciation, for the reason set forth in Finding X. 

OPINION. 

Ho WRY, Judge, delivered the opinion of the court: 

The seizure and condemnation of the sloop were illegal acts, and liability must 
follow as to the vessel. The nature, amoimt, and value of the caigo are not proven. 

The issues between the parties relate (1) to the ownership of the vessel, and (2) as 
to the right of allied individual underwriters to rocover through a receiiper of an 
unincorporated body or association of men and who, without a charter, have likewise 
not established relations as partners. 

As to the vessel, defendants' contention is based upon the fact that a third person, 
who does not otherwise appear, either from the register or otherwise by the record, 
to have been interested, took out insurance upon the sloop, the register owner mean- 
time insuring for a like amount of one-third of the sloop. 

The findings disclose that the register was taken out about the date of the sailing 
of the ship and that this re^pster named Benjamin Wyatt as the only owner. There- 
after, one Johnson took out msurance for $600 on the vessel and collected the amoimt. 
Before that time, however (only three days before sailing), Benjamin Wyatt took out 
insurance on one-third of the vessel in the same sum for which Johnson subsequently 
insured and collected. There is no proof that the registered owners had Imowledge 
of the Johnson insurance. The aigument is made that the ^t that a person who does 
not otherwise appear to have any interest in the vessel took out insurance does not 
prove that such person owned an interest in the vessel; that he is a mere volunteer; 
and that as ag^unst the record owner there must have been something more than his 
action in obtaining insurance to support his claim. It is contended by the conflict- 
ing interests that the &ct that Benjamin Wyatt only insured one-third of the vessel 
does ^dot prove that he was not the sole owner of the vessel, but does prove that he 
only desired to insure his interest of one-third. 

An examination of the dates of the various transactions as they appear discloses 
that the register was obtained May 23, 1800, and that three days thereafter Wyatt 
took out his insurance on one-third pf the vessel in the sum of |600. Johnson took out 
hu insoiance June 19, 1800, for |600 on the doop, and, havins collected the money 
when the ship was lost to the owner or owners, he either denauded the insurance 
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company or sustained a loss. It is possible that in taking oat the insannoe JoluMi 
did so for the benefit of the register owner. This being mere conjectme, hovever, 
we can not account for his action. At all events we have a caae where the dfoit ] 
appears to be made to overcome the record effect of the register. 

in passing upon these claims the court has frequently held that polides of iiMh 
ance merely are insufficient to establish ownership of a vessel. On this point oae d 
the parties claiming as against another interest aigues that the court has contimioQilj 
and consistentl^r held this to be the rule. Whether the court has been abeohi My 
consistent on this proposition or not we are unable, in the mass of litisation in thoe 
cases involving conflicting claims, to sav, but we repeat that the court has frequentij 
held that policies of insurance, generally speaking, are not enough to prove owm- 
ship of a vessel. Considering the drctunstances and the solonn character of a regiter 
where trouble ensues, the court is of opinion that the register must govern. EBpeoaUy 
does this seem to be the most reasonable view to take of the case, as it appean tbt 
the third person took out his insurance on the vessel after the sloop had sailed for kr 
destination. 

As to the matter of title: One of the claimants contends that the court should \em 
the question of title to be decided if and when an appropriation is made. On the 
other lumd, defendants insist that we shoidd find the mcts in reference to the 'uma- 
ance, from which we must necessarily decide the matter of title before any i^propm- 
tion can j>roperly be made for a debatable interest. 

We think we ought to show everything necessary for an understanding of the cue 
in Congress. This brings us to the matter of the legal status of the Newburypot 
Association of Underwriters. 

The court's conclusion as to the conflicting rights of the parties is that no individol 
underwriter claiming through this body is entiUed to an award for the want of props 
identification of interest. The representatives of the individuals named as losos- 
that is, the representatives of the parties claiming under the asBociation named aod 
operating through a receiver — are not entitled to an award. Individiud loBses tie 
established only by and through the receiver of a defunct organisation. In the fint 
place, the rig^t of a receiver to recover has never yet been estaUished by the oomt, 
according to the case of the Dove, Goodhue (H. B. Doc. 429, 56th Ooi^., 2d em,), 
and other cases. Next, the findings have not established the incrc^MinUienof theso- 
caJled Newbiuyport Association of Underwriters. Neither do the findlngp estahlirit 
a partnership among the people whom this receiver i>rof eases to ret^esent. The oooit 
is therefore unable to declare anv rule by idiich an individual can claim tiirou^ u 
unincorporated body of men calling themselves an association where, too, there ii 
wanting proof of the elements of a partnenhip. 

The value of the vessel, together with its frei^t eamingB and the proniiim d 
insurance paid, totals 13,465. Deducting the $600. the amount (A insurance receiTed, 
the net loss to Benjamin Wyatt was $2,865, and the award must be for that anunmi. 
Accordingly, the finding herein are directed to be transmittdd to Congress, togethar 
with a copy of this opimon.

Sm: I submit herein an item of le^lation designed to regulate the 
expenditure of the annual appropnation for the Organized Militia 
made by section 1661, Revised Statutes^ as amended, requesting that 
it be referred to the Conmiittee on Mihtary Affairs for consideration 
as to its inclusion in the act making appropriation for the support of 
the Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1915, and, in case of 
favorable action by the committee, suggesting its insertion immedi- 
ately after the item ' 'Encampment and maneuvers, Organized 
MiHtia." 
The item proposed is as follows: 

That hereafter the allotment to axiy State, Territory, or the District of Columbia, 
from the annual appropriation made by section sixteen hundred and sixty-one, 
Kevised Statutes, as amended, shall be available for the purposes specified by law 
only under such conditions as may be prescribed by the Secretary oi War to secure 
effective organisational field or camp service for instruction and generally increased 
field efficiency on the part of the Organized Militia. 

The necessity for this legislation arises from a late decision of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, which practically leaves the Secretary 
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of War powerless to exercise proper supervisory control over Ae 
expenditure of Federal appropriations for the Organized Militia. 

That such control is absolutely essential in order to insure a props [ 
return to the Federal Government for its outlay in behalf of the 
Organized Militia has been amply demonstrated by experience and . 
wifl be made clear by the War Department in sucn hearings as the | 
military conmiittees may desire.

STATEMENT OF CASE. 

This is a claim for property taken by the military forces of the United States during 
the Civil War. On the 22d day of June, 1912, the House of Kepreeentatives referred 
to the court under act of March 3, 1911, known as the Judicial Code, a bill in the fol- 
lowing words: 

" [H. R. 21050, Sixty-ieeond Congress, second session.] 

"A BILL For the relief of the heirs at law of George Boone, deceased. 

*'Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and directed to pay, out of any money in the Treasury of the United States 
not otherwise appropriated, to the heirs at law of George Boone, late of Winchester, 
Clark County, Kentucky, the sum of $2,500 in full compensation for whisky, apple 
brandy, p^eu^h brandy, wines, cigars, and tobacco taken from the storehouse of said 
George Boone, in Winchester, Kentucky, in the month of December, eighteen hun- 
dred and sLKty-three, by the United States troops and by them used.''

The claimant appeared in this court on the 11th day of December, 1912, and filed 
his petition, in winch it is substantially averred: 

I. That he was appointed and duly qualified as administrator of the estate of 
George Boone, deceased, in the County Court of Clark County, Ky.. at the May term ci 
said court in the year 1892, and files herewith duly authen*'cated certificate of sadi 
appointment. 

II. That during the late Civil War his decedent resided in Winchester, State of 
Kentucky. 

III. That during said period, and on or about December, 1863, the military forces 
of the United States, by proper authority, took from his decedent in said city, and 
appropriated to the use of tne United Stated Army for hospital purposes, c^tain 
whiskies, brandy, and other liquors of the quantity, and value as follows: 

1. Five barrels of whisky, 45 gallons each, 225 gallons, at $3 per gallon $1, 350 

2. Three barrels of apple brandy, 45 gallons each, 135 gallons, at $6 810 

3. One barrel peach orandy, 45 gallons, at $;^ 300 

4. A lot of ales and wines 300 

Total 2,820 

(Taken by Gen. Stur^iss^s command.) 

4. That said claim is just and correct; that no part thereof has ever been paid; 
that his dec^ent was loyal to the Government of the United States, and did not give 
any aid or comfort to the rebellion. 

5. That his decedent died in the vear 1867, and your petitioner is not infonned as 
to what effort he made to collect saia claim. Subsequent to his death the heirs have 
taken the matter up with attorneys, and have also had bills presented in Congreas for ■ 
their relief, but no final action was ever taken thereon. 

The court, on a preliminary inauiry October 27, 1913, found the claimant's decedent, 
George Boone, the person from whom the property was taken, loyal to the Government 
of the United States throughout the late Civil War. 

The case was brought to a hearing on merits on the I6th day of December, 1913. 

Ralston & Richardson, Escis., appeared for the claimant, and the Attorney General, 
by George E. Boren, Esq., his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the 
defense and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence adduced and after considering the briefa and argu- 
ments of couhsel on both sides, makes the following 

FINDING OF FACT. 

During the late Civil War the military forces of the United States, by proper author- 
ity, took possession of the saloon of the claimant's decedent in Winchester, State of 
Kentucky, and took and used for hospital purposes the stock of liouors therein con- 
tained, which at the time and ])lace of taking was reasonably wortn the sum of four 
hundred and forty dollars ($440), no part of which appears to have been paid. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing finding of fact the court concludes that the claim herein is an 
equitable one in the sense tliat the United States had the benefit of the use of the 
liquor herein claimed for.

Sir: The situation at New York, N. Y., in connection with the 
assay office building, is of sufficient importance to justify its being 
again brought to the attention of Congress. 

This project involves work of peculiar responsibility and difficulty. 
Under existing legislation the building is required to be remodeled. 
A careful study oi the conditions has demonstrated that it will be 
necessary to construct an entirely new building. 

The work involves problems for which special expert assistance 
must be employed. It is necessary, therefore, that specially trained 
engineers and draftsmen should be secured in connection with the 
work of placing the foundations and designing and installing the 
vaults. Modified legislation is necessary if the department is to be 
placed in a position to accomplish this important project along lines 
conducive to the public interests, and tne matter is of sumcient 
importance, in the opinion of the department, to justify its being 
made the subject of consideration in connection with the forthcoming 
urgent deficiency bill. 

1 inclose a copy of Senate bill 3342, Sixty-third Congress, first 
session, which contains a draft of legislation intended to accomplish 
what the department considers appropriate under the circumstances.

Sm: Referring to the estimate of appropriations for the Patent 
OflBlce for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916, I have the honor to 
submit an amended estimate covering an item of the utmost impor- 
tance to the Patent Office and reouest your approval thereof. 

A situation has developed whicn was not fully appreciated by me 
at the time of submitting the estimates for this office in October. 
The Patent Office furnishes each year typewritten copies of records 
embodying 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 words, and at no time is 
the office able to furnish these copies promptly on account of 
the insufficiencv of the force employed. A congestion of orders 
occ\u« during the summer time when many employees are on leave, 
and as a result the orders are many weelra in arrears. Because of 
the inelasticity of the force the accumulation of work can not be dis- 
posed of and the office is subjected to many complaints in this par- 
ticular. Cases set for hearing at a definite time are frecjuently re- 
quired to be postponed for the simple reason that the desired copies 
of records can not be secured from the Patent Office, and it is with a 
view to meeting this exigency that I ask an appropriation of SI 0,000 
for the temporary employment of typewriters, certified by the Civil 
Service Commission, m such numbers at $2.50 per day as, in the 
judgment of the Commissioner of Patents, may be necessary to keep 
this work current. 

A cjualified typewriter copies about 10,000 words per day, which 
is paid for at the rate of $1 per thousand words. It would be ex- 
pected, therefore, that these temporary emplovees would bring into 
this office a revenue of $10 for each day's work, and for which they 
would be paid $2.50. 

The surplus earnings of the Patent Office for the year 1913 are

The hfe of the commission, as expressed in the act creating it, is 
three years. Fourteen montns of that time had elapsed before the 
appointment and confirmation of the commission were accomplished. 
The commission immediately began what might be termed the foim- 
dation or primary constructive portion of its work, consisting of 
research and prehminary investigations through its staflF of investi- 
gators and experts. 

Since the work was started the manifold expressions of industrial 
unrest throughout the Nation would indicate that public hearing 
by the commission in various parts of the country, carried on simm- 
taneously with the work already being prosecuted, are imperative. 
Furthermore, the commissioners have expressed a willingness, both 
on account of the urgency of arriving at results, as well as from con- 
siderations of economy, to attempt, if possible, to cover the ground 
and arrive at conclusions at the earliest possible moment, whicn may 
be, if this appropriation is granted^ far earlier than the time antici- 
pated in the act creating the commission.

PRBLDONABT 8TATBMBNT. 

These cases were tried before the Court of Claims on the 9th day of January, 1907. 

The claimants were represented by William T. S. Curtis, Theodore J. Pickett^ 
J. Bayard Henry, John 0. Clark, and Evarts, Tracy & Sherman, and the United 
States, defendants, by the Attorney Greneral, through his assistant in the Department 
of Justice, John W. Trainer, Esq., with whom was Assistant Attorney General Josiah 
A. Van Orsdel. 

CONCLUSIONS or VACT. 

The court, upcm the evidence and after hearing the aiguments and considering 
same with the briefs of counsel on each side, determine tiie fects to be as follows: 

I. The brig Little John Butler, whereof James Smith, jr., was mast^, sailed on a 
commercial v oya ge from Philadelphia on or about the 2d day of August, 1799^ bound 
for Habana. While peacefully pursuing said voyage she was seized on the high seas 
on or about the 7th day of September, 1799, by the French privateer Bayonnaise^ 
Capt. Dubon, and taken into St. Johns, P. R., wnere said vessel and cargo were ccxi- 
demned as good prize by the tribunal oi commerce and prizes, sitting at Basseterre 
in the island of Guadeloupe, on December 15, 1799, and tlie vessel was sold April 25, 
1800, whereby the same became a total loss to the owners. 

The grounds of condemnation as set forth in the decree were as follows: ' 

First. That the certificate at the end of the sea letter was not signed by the public 
officers of the marine. 

Second. That the r61e d'equipage was not in due form. 

Third . That the cargo was composed in part of goods the product of England . 

The said tribunal also foimd tnat the said privateer Boyonnaue "had no commis- 
sion from the agents of the executive directory at the time when he made this cap- 
ture, but merely a certificate or passport from the French delegate in the Danim 
island of St. Thomas, which, according to law, can not supply the want of a commis- 
sion, and which, depriving the captors and owners of all oeneficial interest in the 
said prize, of rignt leaves it to the profit of the Republic.'' 

II. The LiuU John Biuler was a duly registered vessel of the United States of 121{t 
tons burden, was built at Philadelphia in the year 1796; and was owned bv Standish 
Forde and John Reed, citizens of the United States, residing in Philadelphia, and 
composing the firm of Reed & Forde, whereof John Reed was the surviving partner.

by him. 

Thomas Muigatroyd A Sons underwrote on said policy in the office of Wharton A 
Lewis in the sum of $1,000 and paid $980. In July, 1802, the said firm, which was 
composed of Thomas Muigatroyd, Samuel Muigatroyd, and Daniel Muigatroyd, 
were adjudicated bankrupt, and Jacob S. Wain became their assignee. Ed. Wain, 
administrator of Henry Lisle Wain, surviving executor, etc., of Jacob S. Wain, has 
filed claim for this loss.

Rhinelander, Hartshome & Co. This firm was composed of Frederick Khine- 
lander, William Rhinelander, Philip Rhinelander, Richard Hartshome, William 
Ken yon, and Joseph Lindley . Said Richard Hartshome was the survivor of the firm. 

Benjamin Seaman & Co. This firm was composed of Benjamin Seaman, Nicholas 
G. Rutgers, Herman G. Rutgers, Thomas C. Biboy, and Charles L. Ogden. Nicholas 
G. Rutgers was the surviving partner of the firm. 

Henry Sadler & Co. This nrm was composed of Henry Sadler and William Craig. 
Said William Craig was the surviving partner of the firm. 

Hallett, Bowne & Co. This firm was composed of Richard S. Hallett and Walter 
Bowne, and the legal representatives ol both partners have appeared in this case. 

July 20, 1799, said Francis Nechtler effected insurance wiui the Insurance Com- 
pany of North America in the sum of $6,000, to wit: $5,000 on his portion of the 
cargo and $1,000 on his commiesion as supercargo of saia vessel, for the said voy- 
age, paying therefor a premium of 12) per cent. 

Thereafter the said company duly paid the said assured the sum of $5,880, as and 
for a total loss by reason of the premises, being the face of the said policy, less the 
customary abatement of 2 per cent in saia office. 

The value of the portion of the cargo owned by said Francis Nechtler^ exclusive of 
premium of insurance^ was $3,654.10. He was therefore overinsured m the sum of 
$1,345.90 on that portion of the said policy. No claim has been filed on his behalf. 

VII. The defendants have filed a counterclaim against Robert Wain in the sum 
<rf $71,480.49, alleging that he was indebted to the United States in that sum on cer- 
tain unpaid customhouse bonds either as principal or surety, said bonds being dated 
1818, 1819. The court finds that such sum of $71,480.49 became due upon said bonds 
and no evidence has been produced to establidli payment thereof. 

VIII. Said claims were not embraced in the convention between the United States 
and the Republic of France concluded on the 30th of April, 1803, and were not claims 
growing out of the acts of France allowed and paid in whole or in nart under the 

Provisions of the treaty between the United States and Spain concluaed on the 22d 
ay of February, 1819, and were not allowed in whole or in part under the provi- 
sions of the treaty between the United States and France of the 4th of July, 1831. 

The claimants m their representative capacity are the owners of said claims, which 
have never been assigned except as aforesaid. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW. 

The court decides as conclusions of law that said seizure and condemnation were 
illegal, and the owners and insurers had valid claims of indemnity therefor upon 
the French Government prior to the ratification of the convention between the 
United States and the French Republic concluded on the 30th day of September. 
1800; that said claims were relinquished to France by the Government of the United 
States by said treaty in part consideratioii of the rehnqui^ment of certain national 
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claims id France aeainst the United States, and that the claimants are entitled to 
the following sums nom the United States:

Sm: In the sundry civil act, approved June 23. 1913, provision was 
made, among other things, under the head or "Public buildmgs, 
Department of the Interior," as follows: 

For repairs and improvements to the Patent Office Building, as set forth in 
Senate Document Numbered Five hundred and forty- three of the Sixty- 
first Congress, all of the work to be done under the supervision and direc- 
tion of me Superintendent of the Capitol Building and Grounds, and to 
be immediately available |220, 000 

Preliminary plans for the proposed repairs and improvements for 
the Patent Office Building as contemplated by this statute were pre- 
pared by Mr. J. H. de Sibour, architect, of this city. On May 14, 1913, 
Sir. Woods was requested to take no further steps in connection with 
the carrying into e£Fect of the legislation above mentioned until I 
had an opportunity to go more thoroughly into the matter and reach 
a definite conclusion. 

The biU of Mr. de Sibour for $950 for his gervices, filed at my request 
and approved by Mr. Elliott Woods, Superintendent of the Capitol 
Buildmg and Grounds, is now pending before the department for 
settlement. 
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Subsequently, at my instance, the Commissioner of Patents took up 
the subject of the construction work in the court of the Patent Office 
Building in conjunction with Mr. Woods, and there is herewith tnms- 
mitted a copy of his letter upon the subject to me, dated January 29, 
1914, with the accompanying inclosures> in which he reached the con- 
clusion for reasons stated, uiat it would be inadvisable to mar the 
court of the Patent Office Building by the construction of a building 
above ground as was contemplated by the estimate upon which the 
above appropriation was based. He suggests that in heu thereof the 
interior court of the Patent Office Buiuun^ be excavated below its 
present ground level and there be erected thereon a practically fire- 
proof building, approximateiy 15 feet to 16 feet high in the clear, in 
which to house ana properly care for the valuable records of his office, 
and recommends that Congress be requested to chan^ the purpose 
for which anpropriation was made, to authorize the building of the 
underground structure as described in his letter and its inclosures. 
^ Upon careful consideration of the subject I concur in the conclu- 
sions of the Commissioner of Patents in the premises and have to 
recommend that the following item be incorporated either in the 
urgent, deficiency, the general deficiency, or the sundry civil bill, as 
may be deemed oest, to wit: 

So much of the sundrv civil act of June 23, 1913, as appropriates $220,000 for repain 
ftod improvements to tine Patent Office Building, as set forth in Senate DocumeDt 
No. 543 of the Sixty-first Gongress is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

' ' For labor and material required in the construction of a substantial fireproof build- 
ing in the court of the Patent Office Building, equipped with metal nling cam, 
including balconies, automatic fire-Bj>rinkling system : also for professional servieoB in 
the preparation of orawings, supervision of woric, and such other expenses as may be 
necessary; all of the work to be done under the supervision of the Superintendent of 
the Capitol Building and Grounds and to be immediately available, $220,000, fponi 
which sum there may be paid to J. H. de Sibour, architect, |950 for preliminary plus 
heretofore prewired by him for the buDding proposed to be erected m the court of tbe 
Patent Office Building under the provisions of tne sundry civil act of June 23, 1913/'

Sir: As you well know, the Congress, as set forth in Senate Docu- 
ment No. 643, of the Sixty-first Congress^ made an appropriation of 
$220,000 to build a four-story structure m the court of tlie present 
Patent OflSce Building, under the supervision of the Superintendent 
of the Capitol Building and Grounds. 

After a careful consideration of this matter it has been deemed 
undesirable to mar the court of the Patent OflSce by such a struc- 
ture above ground, the structure being mainly intended for use as a 
storage room for copies of previously granted patents and for the 
assignment records of this omce. 

At your suggestion I have investigated the matter of having th^ 
proposed structure below instead of above the present ground levd 
of tne court. This would bring the floor of the proposed new structure 
about on a level with the floor of the basement of the Ninth Street 
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side of the buildrn^, and will place the top of the structure, 'vdiich 
would be about 16 leet in height, about on a level with the ground of 
the present court. Then, bv replacing the soil in the grass plots, the 
appearance can be made about as at present. 

By constructing the walks of vault glass for lighting the under- 
neatn structure it is beUeved that storage space may be properly 
lighted and, with efficient ventilation, practicfd workmg conditions 
may be attained. 

fiy substituting the undei^ound structure for the one above- 
groimd, for which the appropriation was originally made, not only will 
the present pleasing appearance of the court be maintained, but the 
structure to be erected would in no way^interf ere with the ventilation 
of the present first two office floors of the building. These consider- 
ations alone would, in my opinion, justify the change from an above- 
ground to an undei^ound stiucture. 

It is found that by proper provision the Ninth Street side of this 
newly proposed underground structure can be made fireproof for the 
preservation of the irreplaceable Patent Office records. These rec- 
ords are now constantly menaced hj fire, and if they were destroyed 
the monetary loss and the inconvenience to the patrons of the office 
would be incalculable. 

A careful estimate bj Mr. Woods, the Supervising Architect of the 
Capitol, shows that this underground structure can be completed at 
a very much less cost than the ori^al abovegroimd structure would 
cost. To be more exact, the underground structure could be com- 
pleted within the original appropriation of $220,000 and, as the esti- 
mates show, would dlow aoout $65,000 for properly furnishing the 
building with necessary metal filing cases. Thus properly equipped, 
the underground structure will be large enough to accommodate not 
only all the 47,000,000 copies of patents now distributed from base- 
ment to garret in the present Patent Office Building, but will allow 
sufficient room for the accommodation of newly issued patents for 
the next 20 years and additionally, as above pointed out, leave suffi- 
cient space to be properly fireproofed for the preservation of those 
valuable records of the office which, if burned, could never be 
replaced. 

1 recommend, therefore, that you request the Congress to change 
the purpose for which the above appropriation was made to authorize 
the Duilding of the underground structure above described. 

I send herewith blue-print plan and the estimates of the architect 
for this proposed structure, said estimates including three independ- 
ent proposals, numbered 1, 2, and 3, and I recommend the adoption 
of plan No. 3, said plan indicating a total cost of building and furnish- 
ings, with metal filing cases and fire sprinkler system, of $219,502.

Dbab Sm: The following is a description of the document building 
^ntemplated in the interior court of the United States Interior 
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Building, bounded by Seventh; Ninth, F, and G StreelSi in accordance 
with the accompanying drawings. The interior court will be exca- 
vated and a thoroughly fireproof document buildingplaced in same 
with floor and roof levels as shown on drawings. Tne entrance to 
the new building will be from the west wiii^ of the present building. 

The excavations in the court will be macb to the full depth of the 
building, except where the areas occur against the south and east 
wings of the present building, where it will not go full depth. This is 
done to save as much undernmning as possible of the walls under these 
wings. The arrangement snown allows a story height of from 15 feet 
6 inches to 16 feet in the clear. The drawings show approximately 
the relation of the present floors and the floor and roof levels of the 
new building. Witn the above clerestory height two tiers of shelving 
are to be installed, each 10 shelves in height, with a balcony built in 
as part of the shelving. There would be 1,000,000 linear feet of this 
shelving provided for at the pr^ent time with room for 62,000 addi- 
tional feet. With the packages of documents averaging 1 inch to the 
package the building would provide for 1,200,000 pack^es of docu- 
ments, with space lor 624,000 additional packages. There being 
1,100,000 packages on file at this time, the aix)ve would provide files 
for the next 20 years at the rate of 36,000 packages per yefir. 

The walls of tne building will be lined with hollow tile, which with 
the floor and roof will be waterproofed in a manner to insure a dry 
room. The roof of the building will be laid out as a garden with 
balustrade surrounding same and approaches from the north and 
south wings of the present building. The drawings show approxi- 
mately how this garden will be laid off. 

Ventilation of the building is provided through the roof as well as 
by windows located on all sides of the building opening into the areas. 
Natural lighting is provided by means of vault lights in the roof as 
well as by windows in the side walls. Electric lights are also to be 
provided. 

The following are estimates of cost for building as originally 
specified, ^ving alternates in using different material.

If the services of a foreman and watcliman can be dispensed with, 
it will make a further saving of $3^300.

Dear Sir: I have made a comparison of the new scheme for a 
building in the court of the Interior Building with the original scheme 
prepared in 1910 and find the following: 

Tjie originaJ scheme provided for a basement storage room cov- 
ering approximately 16,600 square feet with a storvlieight of 13 
feet 6 mches, above the center of^ which was located, a bmlding 80 
feet by 77 feet 3 inches, four stories in height, built of rou^h brick 
and finished with stucco. The height of theT)uilding above me base- 
ment storage room was 66 feet, which provided for 24 offices in the 
three tipper stories and storage room in the first floor. 

The new scheme provides lor a building with a basement storage 
room of 18,000 square feet with a ceiling height of 16 feet with pro- 
vision for a formal garden with balustrade, etc., on the roof. 

To provide a one-story building with a sufficient amount of storage 
space, it was necessary to cover a greater area in the court, in the new 
layout than was covered originaJly. The basement storage room 
oi the original lavout had the new walls located suliiciently far away 
from the old Wfdls of tlie south wing of the present building to elimi- 
nate title imderpinning, required in 9ie new lavout, of the walls under 
this wing. There are no areas on the south side of the basement 
storage room as originally laid out, which in consequence reduces the 
light and ventilation into the storage room from this side. 

Provision has been made in the new layout for lining the walls of 
this basement room with hollow tile to prevent access of any moisture 
into this room, whereas there was no such provision in the ori^al. 
Waterproofing in the original layout was not entered into as it has 
been in the new one, as in providing for a formal garden water- 
proofing has been a considerable expense. The formal garden abo 
requires more expensive roof construction than an ordinary roof 
as provided originally. Where the original scheme provided for

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Monitor lights over the basement storage room the new layxmt pro- 
vides vault lights in the walks of the formal garden. 

In the origmal proposition wooden windows, doors, etc., were pro- 
vided, whereas in the new one metal doors, windows, etc.. have been 
provided. I would aJso call your attention to the fact tnat $26,000 
were allowed for filing cases in the original proposition, while $65,000 
have been allowed in the new. Where open*wire mesh cases were 
originally figured on^ r^ular sted cases have been figured on for the 
new proposition, which was considered necessary as a protection to 
the aocuments. 

Owins to the fact that the storage room for documents should be 
dry ancTprotected from fire, great care has been taken to make an 
absolutely waterproof and fireproof building. 

The fire-sprinkler system has also been included in the new propo- 
sition, which was not in the original one. 

Briefly summing it up, the items in connection with the new layout 
which tend to make it more costly are: Underpinnii^; extra area 
space; extra expense in the roof construction, mcluding the strae- 
ture work, waterproofing, parking, vault lights, cement walks, bal- 
ustrades, etc.; extra excavation in the court; fireproof windows and 
doors; better grade of shelving; fire-sprinkler system and extra 
expense in the wall construction, together with the larger area 
covered. 

The cubic contents of the ori^al proposition, including basement 
storage room and four-story building above, was 580,000 cubic feet, 
and for the new proposition, including basement room, formal gar- 
den, etc., approximately 375,000 cubic feet. Where the original 
proposition nas a greater contents, this is offset by the items of 
greater expense entering into the new proposition.

Sm: My attention has Beveral times been called to cases in the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey of this department where employees 
engaged in field work for that service have, by reason of the hazardous 
conditions surrounding the work, received serious injuries. Tliese 
employees are not now by law allowed compensation for injuries 
received in the line of duty, as the provisions of the act of Congress 
approved May 30, 1908, granting to certain employe^ of the United 
States the right to receive from it compensation for injuries sustained 
in the course of their employment (35 Stat., 556) do not apply to that 
service. 

I have the honor to recommend that Congress enact suitable legis- 
lation which will include in the class of employees now entitled to the 
benefit of the workmen's compensation act above referred to, em- 
ployees of the Coast and Geodetic Survey of the Department of 
Commerce. 

A draft of a bill which, if enacted into law, will accomplish the 
recommendation in this communication is transmitted herewith. The 
provisions of this draft are practically identical with the present laws 
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relating to the Lighthouse Service, Bureau of Mines, and other goy- 
emmental establisnments of a similar character, and its enactment is 
believed to be in the interests of good administration.

Sm: I have the honor to forward herewith for transmission to 
Confess a supplemental estimate of an appropriation of $9,000 
required by the War Department for the service of the fiscal year 
enoing Jime 30, 1915, for the purchase and installation of a new 
boiler in the patrol boat Scout, which is being used by the super- 
visor of the harbor of New York. 

The Acting Chief of Engineers states that the boiler in the iScoirf, 
which was installed when the vessel was built 17 years ago, has been 
subjected to constant service and has now reached such point of 
deterioration that it is absolutely necessary that it should be re- 

§ laced by a new one at the earUest possible date, both to prevent 
estniction of Ufe and property and to avoid crippling the patrol 
service. It is doubtful if the Scout can be kept in active service 
during the current fiscal year with her present boiler, and to keep up 
the efficiency of the patrol it is deemed imperative to submit this 
etsimate for an appropriation to install a new boiler in this boat. 

The reason for the omission of this item from the regular annual 
estimates for 1915 is explained by the fact that the necessity for an 
appropriation for this purpose was not perceived when the regular 
estmxates were submitted.

It has now reached such point of deterioiatioii 
that it is absolutely necessary that it should be replaced by a new one at as early a 
date as possible, both to prevent destruction of life and property and to arvoid crip- 
pling the patrol service.

Sir: As the result of a recent conference at this department between the Aasistant 
Secretariee in chai^ge of public buildii]|;8 and cuistoms, in conjunction with three 
members of the Bo«urd of General Appraisers of New York City, and the Supervising 
Architect, a conclusion was reached, in view of the conditions to which allusion is 
made below, that an estimate should be submitted for the rental of office space for 
the Board of Creneral Appraisers, in order that quarters may be provided for said 
board, and that the board, tether with the Assistant Attorney General, be removed 
from the appraisers' stores bmlding. 

The appraisers' stores building in New York was designed and constructed as a 
warehouse. It is not suited to office purposes, and was never intended for such use. 
^While it may be made reasonably fireproof as a warehouse, it is impossible, without 
enormous expense, to render it so thorou^y fireproof as to consiaer any part of it 
available for office purposes. The chief difficulty lies in the fact that it is almost an 
impossibility to furnisn means of esci^ for the large number of persons who are 
employed by the Board of Appraisers and the Assistant Attorney General. If the 
building is restricted to warehouse purposes, there will be much fewer emplovees, 
and it is posnble, with a comparatively moderate expenditure, to render the building 
safe for tnem. 

The building is not found to be conveniently located for the wofk of the Board of 
Appraisers. Tney require the services of import^s and wholesalers as experts, and, 
as the appraisers' stores building is remote from the wholesale district, they find it is 
becoming more and more difficult to obtain these expert services, and the business 
of the bc^urd is to that extent hampered. Further, the appraisers' stores buildin is 
close to the docks, and the hearings are frequently interrupted bv the blowing of 
steamboat whistles and the noise of the heavy traffic in the surroimoing streets. 

The appraiser at New York finds that in order to carry on the work of appraising 
merchanoise to the best advantage he should have the e»pace now occupied by the 
Board of General Appraisers and the Assistant Attorney General. Further, the 
number of persons entering and leaving the building at all hours^ who ate either em- 
ployeee of m board, or of the Assistant Attorney General, or who have business with 
one or the other of these, tends to hamper the conduct of the business for which the 
building was originally intended. 
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In view of the foregoing circumstances, it is strongly recommended that the Board 
of General Appraisers and the Assistant Attorney General he taken out of the ap- 
praisers' stores building. It would not be possible to leave the Assistant AUomer 
ueneral in the building, as he tries the cases for the Government before the boazd, 
and his office should be wherever the ofl^es of ttte board are located. 

A study of the situation in New York discloses the fact that it is not pcesible to 
accommodate at the present time the Board of General Appraisers and the Assistant 
Attorney General in any Government-owned building. While the old poetoffice 
building will be partly vacated by the Post Office Department when it moves into 
the new post-office building at Thirty-third Street and Eighth Avenue, the space it 
will fiive up will be required by the Department of Justice for additional court rooms, 
for offices of assistant attorneys, and for other purposes in connection with the woik 
of the Department of Justice. The additional court rooms are required in order to 
carry out the provisions of a recent act of Congress authorising the holding of additional 
terms of court 

The erection of the new barge office does not materially relieve the old customhoose. 
Most of the officials in the new barge office were formerly housed in the old barge 
office, and certain of them, such as the Marine-Hospital Service, formerly occupied 
rented quarters. 

It therefore appears that the Board of General Appraisers and the Assistant At- 
torney General must be housed in rented quarters. A canvass of the situatioii 
indicates that about 35,000 square feet of floor space will be reouired to acoonunodate 
^e BcxBJxl of Ap|)raiser8 and the Assistant Attorney General. This is practically the 
same space that is now afforded these officials in the appraisers' stores building. It 
is believed that suitable quarters could be obtained at an expenditure, approximately, 
of $40,000 the first year, and it is recommended thattin appropriation of this anionnt 
be made, to be continued from year to year until it is aetermined whether there 
shall be constructed a separate building for the Board of Appraisers and the Assistant 
Attorney General, or whether other permanent accommodations shall be provided for 
them. 

Inasmuch as the appraisers' stores building is under the control of the Superviaiiig 
Architect, and the appropriations administered by that official are available for its 
furnishing and maintenance, it is suggested that the appropriation for the rented 
quarters of these officials be also placed under the control of the Supervising Architect, 
and the annual appropriations administered by him made available in the same man- 
ner as they are available in temporary quarters rented for the use of Govemomit 
officials during the enlargement and reconstruction of public buildings. 

As it is desirable that Uie change suggested above, in connection with the Board of 
General Appraisers, should be consummated at as early a date as may be practicable, 
I have the honor to recommend that an item relative thereto be inserted in the de- 
ficiency bill now under consideration by the Committee on Appropriations of the 
House of Representatives. 

A tentative draft of legislation which would accomplish the purpose stated it 
appended hereto. 

New York, N. Y., rent of offices. Board of General Appraisers: 

For rent of temporary quarters in the city of New York, for the use and 
accommodation of the Board of General Appraisers and the Assistant 
Attorney Creneral in charge of customs, etc., including the moving of 
furniture, safes, and other governmental property and expenses ind* 
dent to such removal from the present appraisers^ stores to said tempo- 
rary quarters, $40,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to con- 
tinue available for expenditure until exhausted; and the Secretary of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized, in his discretion, to rent, for a term 
or terms, not exceeding five years in the aggregate, such temporary 
quarters, for the purposes stated, at a rental of not exceeding HO.OOO 
per annum; and the appropriations for ''Operating supplies ror public 
buildings," "Operating force for public bmldings," "Vaults ana safes 
for pubfic buildings," and "Furniture and repairs of furniture" for the 
year then current shall be and are hereby maae available in connection 
with such portions of the premises as may be rented for or occupied by 
such officials in the same manner, for the same purposes, ana to the 
same extent as if the title to such premises were vested in the United 
States $40,000

STATBlfENT QW CA8B. 

This is a daim for $3,584, value ofpropertv, stores, and supplies taken during the 
Civil War, in 1863, for tne use of the United States Army. 

On the 2l6t of January, 1910. H. R. 5450, by resolution of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, this case was referrea to this court for findings of fact under the terms of 
the act approved March 3, 1887, known as the Tucker Act. Said bill so referred reads 
as follows: 

" Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre$entative$ of the United States of America 
in Congress assemhled, That the Secretaiy of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to pay, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
to the \efaX representatives of Doctor Thomas B. Waters, deceased, the sum of nfty-six 
thousana dollars, for cattle, mules, hogs, and cotton taken from said deceased by the 
troops of the United States Army between the yean eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two and eighteen hundred and sixty-five." 

The case was brought to a hearing on loyalty and merits on the 18th day of December, 
1913. 

Harry Peyton appeared as the attorney of record for the claimant, and the Attorney 
General, by Marvin H. Farrington, E69 . , nis assistant and under his direction, appeared 
for the defense and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The claimant in his petition makes the following allegations: That he is a citizen 
of the United States ana the son of Thomas B. Waters, formerly a resident of Louisiana 
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2 WILLIAM H. WATEBa 

and a citizen of the United States, and that he, William H. Waters, is the sole sor 
viving legal heir of the said Thomas B. Waters, aeceased. 

That he, William H. Waters^ was bom in Rapides Parish, La., in the year 1856. 
That at the time of his birth his said father, Thomas B. Waters, was living upon his 
plantation in said parish and the owner of both real and personal property. 

That durine the late Civil War, while his said father was residing in the parish and 
State aforesaid, and in the y^r 1 863, his said father left his home in Louisiana on account 
of his want of 8>'mpathy with the South and went to Caiit), 111., and then to Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., ana entered the service of the United States as an assistant surgeon 
in the United States Army and such service was continued during the remaining 
period of the war. 

That in the year 1863 the United States troops under the conmiand of Gen. Banb 
upon their retreat from Mansfield, La., passed toe phintation of the father of claimant 
and took and converted to the use of the United States Army, quartermaster storee 
and commissary supplies of the value below stated, to wit: 

36 head of cattle of the value of $875 

17 head of mules of the value of 2,550 

22 hogs of the value of 150 

Total 3,584 

That this claim was not presented to the Southern Claims Commission becaose of 
the fact that Thomas B. Waters, the owner of the property, bad died in the 3rear 18$6 
and no administrator was appointed upon his estate and the present claimant was at 
the time a minor and ignorant of the existence of that commission and of any rig^t on 
his part to file his claim with the commission. 

It further iq;)pears that a claim for the loss of the property was placed in the hands of 
an attorney at law in the year 1866, but at that time there was no law in force by whidi 
it could be collected, and nothing was done in the case. The present petitioner pre- 
sented his claim to ihe Fifty-eighth Con^press and again to the Fifty-nmth CongresB, 
and while the same were pendmg therem the claim was referred by the House of 
Representatives on the 31st day of March, 1906. H. R. 2301, Fifty-ninth Congress, last 
session, to the Court of Claims for findings of fact under the Tucker Act. Upon a 
hearing of tiie claim imder that reference the court found that claimant's ancestor. 
Thomas B. Waters, was a loyal citizen of the United States during the whole perica 
of ihe war, but found that the evidence as then submitted did not satistiurtorily show 
that the title of the property for which the claim was made was in the said Thomas B. 
Waters. 

Under the second reference of said claim, which is the subject of the present suit, 
additional testimony has been taken, and upon a second presentation of the case upon 
the whole record and after full argument of tne same and consideration of the evidence 
the court now makes the following 

FINDIN08 OF FACT. 

I. Claimant's decedent, Thomas B. Waters, was loyal to Hie Government of the 
United States throughout the late Civil War. 

II. During said war the military forces of the United States, by proper authority, 
for the use of the Army, took from the decedent in Rapides Pari^, La., property of 
the kind and character described in the petition, which, at the time and place of 
taking was reasonably worth the sum of one thousand four hundred and forty doUais 
($1,440), no part of wnich appears to have been paid. 

The claim for cotton in the petition has been abandoned by the claimant. 

III. The claim herem was never presented to any officer or department of the Gov- 
ernment prior to its presentation to the Fifty-eighth and subsequent CongresBes and 
reference to this court as hereinbefore set forth m the statement of the case, and no 
reason is adduced showing why the same was not earlier presented. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein is an 
equitable one in the sense that the United States received the benefit of the property 
for which claim is herein made.

STATEMENT OW 0A8B. 

The claim in the above-entitled case for supplies or stores alleged to have been 
taken by or furnished to the military forces of the United States, for their use during 
tlie late war for the suppression of the rebellion, was transmitted to the court by the 
Committee on War Claims of the House of Kepresentatives on the 17th day of January, 
1906. 

On a preliminary inquiry the court, on the 12th day of February, I9I2, found that 
the person alleged to have furnished the supplies or stores, or from whom they were 
alleged to have oeen taken, was loyal to the Government of the United States tlux>ugh- 
out said war. 

The case was brought to a hearing on its merits on the 19th day of December, 1912. 

William R. Andrews, esq., app^red for the claimant, and the Attomev Genoal, 
by W. F. Norris, esq., his assistant, and under his direction appeared for tne defense 
and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The claimant in her petition makes the following allegations: 

That ^e is the sole heir at law of Mary Bailey, deceased, late a resident of Walker 
County, 6a., and that said Mary Bailev was loval to the Government of the United 
States throughout the war of the rebellion and never voluntarily aided or abetted 
rebellion against the said Government.

That in the month of September, 1863, the military forces of the United States, 
under the command of Col. Sewall, of the Second Division of the Fourteentii Army 
Corps, came to the premises of said Mary Bailey, now deceased, in Walker County, 
State of Georgia, and then and there, under the authority of the United States, took 
and carried away for the use of the Army the following property and supplies belong- 
ing to said claimant, for which no payment has ever been made: 

1. 700 bushels of com, at|l |70aOO 

2. 5,600 pounds fodder, at 7 cents per hundredweight 56l00 

3. 1 horse ^. 15a 00 

4. 10 hogs, 180 pounds each, at 7 cents per pound 126.00

That said claim was duly presented to the late Commissioners of Claims, who dis- 
allowed the same on the ground that they were not satisfied that the decedent Mtt 
lojjl. 

The court, upon the evidence, and after considering the briefe and azgument oi 
counsel on both sides, makes the following 

FINDINGS OF FACT. 

During the late Civil War the mOitary forces of the United States, by proper 
authority, for the use of the Army, took from claimant's decedent in Walker County, 
Ga., pn)perty of the kind and character described in the petition, which at the 
time and plaice of taking was reasonably worth the sum of four hundi^ and ninety 
dollars and fifty cents ($490.50).

The claim in the above-entitled case for longevity pay alleged to be due on account 
of the service of said decedent in the United States Army was transmitted to the court 
by the Committee on War Claims of the House of Representatives on the 19th day 
of August, 1911, under the act of March 3, 1883, known as the Bowman Act. 

The case was brought to a hearing on its merits on the 11th day of December, 1913. 

Richard R. McMahon, Esq., appeared for the claimant, and tne Attorney General, 
by George M. Anderscm, Esq., his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the 
defense and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The claimant in her petition makes the following alle^tions: 

That she is a citizen of the United States, residing m the city of San Francisco, 
State of California, and is the widow of James Cooper Ayres, late captain, United 
States Armv, who died on the 8th day of December, 1899. 

Tliat saia James Cooper Ayres entered the United States Military Academy as a 
cadet September 1, 1867; was appointed second lieutenant.

That upon the construction of the act of July 5, 1838, by the Supreme Goort of the 
United States in the case of United States v, Watson aSO U. S., 80), application wu 
made to the proper accounting officers of the Treasury for a settlement of the bngevity 
pay and allowances due petitioner's decedent in accordance with said decisbn, and 
Dy settlement of October 13, 1890, said claim was disallowed. 

That upon the revocation of the ruling of the comptroller tliat service as a cadet 
could not be counted in computing longevity pay ana allowances ior service prior to 
February 24, 1881, May 18, 1908, petitioner made application to the accounting 
officers of the Treasuiy for settlement of the longevity pay and allowances due under 
the act of July 5, 1838, but, November 5, 1909, Uie Auditor for the War Department 
refused to reconsider the settlement of 1890.

II. Said Edgar S. Dudley was during his lifetime an officer in the United States 
Army, having served as second lieutenant, First New York Light Artillery, from 
May 28, 1864, to December 7, 1864. He entered the United Stales Military Academy 
as a cadet September 1, 1866, and was graduated therefrom and appointed second 
lieutenant. Second Artillerv, June 15, 1870; was promoted to be first lieutenant 
October 29, 1875* accepted appointment as captain, acting quartermaster, Decem- 
ber 23, 1892; as lieutenant colonel and judge advocate of Volunteers May 26, 1898; 
as major and Judge advocate of Volunteers April 21, 1899; as major and judge advo- 
cate United States Army March 2, 1901 ; he waa promoted to be lieutenant colonel 
May 24, 1901, colonel November 22, 1903, and was retired with the rank of brigadier 
general June 14, 1909.

That her said decedent, Edward livnch, served in the Army of the United States 
as private and sergeant major. Third Infantry, from July 22, 1858, to October 4, 1868: 
was appointed second lieutenant Veteran Reserve Corps, December 14, 1863; accepted 
December 30, 1863 * and was honorably mustered out June 30, 1866. He served le 
seigeant Company F, Third battaliop, Sixteenth Infantry, and sergeant major Thirty- 
fourth Infantr^j, from August 3, 1866, to August 4, 1868. He was appointed secood 
lieutenant. Thirty -third Infantry, July 9, 1868, and accepted August 4, 1868; tiaw- 
f erred to Eighth Infantry May 3, 1869; promoted to be first lieutenant July 4, 1879; 
retired with the rank of captain March 9, 1891; and died September 18. 1908. 

That durine the period of said decedent's service as a commissionea officer in the 
Army of the United States the following statutory provisions in regard to longevity 
pay were, respectively, in force: 

'^'That every commissioned officer of the line or staff exclusive of general oflScen 
shall he entitled to receive one additional ration per diem for ev^ five yean he raaiy 
have served ct shall serve in the Army of the United States." (Act of July 5, 183S, 
sec. 15, 5 Stat. L., p. 258.) 

''There shall be allowed and paid to each commissioned officer below the rank of 
brigadier general, including chaplains and others having assimilated rank or pay, 
10 per cent of their current yearly pay for each term of five years' service." (Act of 
July 15, 1870, now sec. 1262, R. S.) 

'^That on and after the passage of this act all officers of the Arn^ of the United 
States who have served as officers in the volimteer forces during^e War of the Rebel- 
lion, or as enlisted men in the Armies of the United States, Regular or Volunteer, 
shall be, and are hereby, credited with the full time they may have served as sadi 
officers and as such enlisted men in computing their service for longevity pay and 
retirement." (Act of June 18, 1878, 20 Stat. L., p. 150.) 

That under a decision of the Second Comptroller of the Treasury, made July 24, 
1838, that service as an enlisted man in the Army could not be considered in fixing 
the basis for the payment of the additional ration provided for by the act of July 5, 
1838, the accounting officers of the Treasury, in the settlement of said decedent's 
accounts, did not count his service as an enlisted man from July 22, 1858, to October 
4, 1863, and from August 3, 1866, to August 4, 1868. 

That upon the rendering of the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the case of United States v. Tyler (105 U. S., 244), petitioner's decedent made 
application for the allowance of the longevity nay due him, and November 23, 1883, 
the accounting officers made a settlement, witnout counting said decedent's service 
as an enlisted man in the Regular Army prior to June 18, 1878. 

That February 18, 1911. upon her application for longevity pay due on account

The court, upon the evidence, and after considering the briefs and aigumenta 
of counsel on both sides, makes ihe following 

FINDINOfi OP FACT. 

I. The claimant herein, Lizrie Lynch, is a citizen of the United States, residiag 
at Louisville, Ky., and is the widow of Edward Lynch, ^^^^^^^^i ^^^ ^ the only 
person before the court as a party to this proceeding. 'The evidence does not show 
whether said decedent left any children or other heirs surviving him, and no admin- 
istrator appeared as the representative of any heirs of said decedent. 

II. Said Edward Lynch served in the United States Army as an enlisted man 
from July 22, 1858, to October 4, 1863. He accepted appointment as second lieu- 
tenant, Veteran Reserve Corps, December 30, 1863, and was mustered out June 30, 
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1866. He again served as an enlisted man in the United States Anny from August 
3, 1866, to August 4, 1868, when he accepted an appointment as second lieutenant, 
Twenty-third United States Infantry. He was transferred to the Eighth Infantry 
May 3, 1869, promoted to be first lieutenant July 4, 1879, and was retired with the 
rank of captain March 9, 1891. He died September 16, 1908. 

III. Said decedent was paid his first 10 per cent increase on longevity pay from 
February 4, 1871, second 10 per cent increase from February 4, 1876, Uiird 10 per cent 
increase from June 18, 1878, and fourth 10 per cent increase from November 19, 1878. 
and by settlement of the accounting officers November 23, 1883, he was allowea 
longevity increase under the rules ana decisions then in force. 

Under the decision of this court in the case of James Stewart v. United States, No. 
20810, decided February 23, 1899, from which no appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, service as an enlisted man should be counted in computing longevity pay, 
and the difference between the amoimts actually paid said deepen t and the amount 
to which he would be entitled under said decision, amounts to two thousand and 
seventy-nine dollars and ninety-nine cents ($2,079.99), as reported by the Auditor 
lor the War Department. 

IV. The claim was presented to the accounting officers January 17, 1911, and was 
r^ected February 18, 1911, for the reason that the settlement in 1883 was an adjudi- 
cation of his rights to longevity pay and allowances. 

Except as above stated the claim was never presented to any department or officer 
of the Government prior to its presentation to Congress and reference to this court as 
hereinbefore set fortn. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein, not 
liaving been filed for prosecution before any court within six years from the time it 
accrued is barred. 

The claim is an equitable one against the United States in so far as they receive 
the benefit of the service of said oecedent while serving as an enlisted man, which 
service the Court of Claims decided in the case of James Stewart v. United States, No. 
20810, was service in the Army.

Richard R. McMahon, Esq., appeared for the claimant, and the Attorney Gexieril, 
by George M. Anderson, Esq., his assistant and under his direction, appeared for the 
defense and protection of the interests of the United States. 

The court, upon the evidence, and after considering the briefs and aigumentsoi 
counsel on both sides, makes the foUowing 

FINDIN08 OF FACT. 

I. The claimant, Charles A. Vamum, is a citizen of the United States, residing in 
the city of Portland, State of Oregon, 

II. Said claimant served as a paymaster's clerk in the United States Navy from 
August 18, 1866, to March 31, 1867. He entered the United States Military Academy 
as a cadet September 1, 1868; was graduated therefrom and appointed second lieu- 
tenant. Seventh Cavahy, June 14, 1872; promoted to be first lieutenant, June 25, 
1876; captain, July 22, 1890; major, February 2, 1901; was transferred to the NinA 
Cavalry September 22, 1904; promoted to be lieutenant colonel. Fourth C^valrv, 
April 10, 1905; and was retired October 31, 1907. 

ill. In the settlement of claimant's account the accounting officers of the Treasury 
made no allowance for his service as a cadet at the Military AcEwiemy in computii^ 
his lon^vity pay for service prior to February 24, 1881. He was paid his first lon- 
gevity increase June 14, 1877. Under the decision of the Supreme Court in the case 
of United States v. Watson (130 U. S., 80) claimant is entitled to his first 10 per cent 
increase on longevity from September 1. 1873, and to additional allowances in the 
sum of one thousand and twenty-nine dollars and ninety-five cents ($1,029.95), u 
reported by the Auditor for the War Department. 

IV. A claim for lon^vity pay under the Watson decision (130 U. S., 80) was pre- 
sented to the accountmg officers of the Treasury September 16, 1909, and same was 
disallowed May 2, 1910. 
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OHABLES A. VARNUM. 8 

Except as above stated, the claim was never presented to any officer or department 
of the Government prior to its presentation to Congress and reference to this court as 
hereinbefore set forth, and no evidence is adduced showing why claimant did not 
earlier prosecute his said claim. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon the foregoing findings of fact the court concludes that the claim herein, not 
having been filed for prosecution before any court within six years from the time it 
Accrued, is barred. 

The claim is an equitable one against the United States in so far as they received 
the benefit of the service of said claimant while a cadet at the Military Acadeiny, 
which service the Supreme Court in the case of United States v, Watson (130 U. S., 
80) decided to be service in the Army.

The abave claim- 
ants were duly appointed members of this expedition, all having been sent from 
Seattle, Wash. During the progress of lightering the articles of supplies and outfits 
of the expedition, including the personal effects of claimants, from the steamdiip's 
anchorage to the landing a storm arose, the towline gave way, and the lighter, with 
its cargo, was lost. The personal effects of claimants consisted of such things as clothes, 
shoes, underclothes, overalls, hats, gloves, socks, textbooks, writing materials, deep- 
inffbags, fur robes, etc., all appropriate equipment for an expedition of this character. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has ruled that claimants may onJv be reimbursed 
through act of Congress, which the department earnestly solicits. The apprafHiation 
of additional funds is not necessar^r, as there is a balance under the apim>pnation of 
$75,000 included in the appropriation "Depots for coal, 1913," for the investigation 
of Alaskan coal, more than sufficient to pay these claims, which, in the aggregate, 
amount to $1,318.43. 
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
